HELPED ALONG BY DELAY WITH: 
APPROPRIATION BILLS 


BELIEF THAT THE COMMITTRE 18 
WORKING IN THE GEORGIA MAN’S 
INTEREST—HIS FRIENDS HOPE THAT 
THE CALLING OF AN EXTRA SESSION 
MAY BE FORCED. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Is Mr. Crisp’s Commit 
tee on Appropriations centriving te force the 
early oxtrasession which the President-elect has 
intimated that he does not think advisable, and 
which he will not be likely to call, simply to 
assure Mr. Crisp’s re-election in default of op- 
position organized at this time! 

Up to this time only three appropriation bills 
have been disposed of in the House out of the 
entire number. It is now the middle of Janu- 
ary, the House has been anything but busy, 
and there does not appeur to be any really good 
reason why the bills remaining to be reported 
should not be in position to be considered in 
place of the measures which the House takes-| 
up from day to day and comes to no resolution 
Upon. Up to date the only bills that have ap- 
peared are those for the army and the District 
of Columbia and for fortifications. 

Mr. Reed will have good reason to ask a com- 
parison with his Congress, to the credit of that 
body, for greater expedition. At this time in 
the Fifty-first Congress, second session, there 
had been reported the Army, Diplomatic, Dis- 


trict of Columbia, Fortifications, Legislative, 
Military Academy, Navy, and Pension bills. This 
record of eight bills in the House, some of 
which were passed, is entitled to consideration 
just now by the people who are getting the im- 
pression that the present: peaker organized this 
Congress to do business, rather than to show 
“how not to do it.” 

From this time on the time will speed rapidly. 
A few men who mean to delay and obstruct 
business can do much to carry out a plan to 
embarrass the incoming Administration and 
compel the new President, in spite of any oon- 
Viction he may have as to the inadvisab)'':y of 
oslling the House together in the Spring, to 
issue his proclamation for that purpose, so that 
the Government may not be without the means 
of support in July. If Mr. Holman should find 
that the delay of the bills would be an aesur- 
ance to him thathe would not be displaced from 
the head of the Appropriations Committee, the 
temptation might b @ too great for him to resist. 

The murmurs @)outthe delay of the Appro 

atious Comnuttee arenot loud, but they are 
eard, and they are made with less charitable 
language than is employed here to suggest 
rather than to assert the motives of those who 
are lagging s0 conspicuously behind. It would 
be @ remarkable exhibition, that of a: party 
subjected to starvation wher in the possession 
of the whole Government, Merely because it 
suits the ambitious purposes of a candidate for 
the Speakership to have the session nine 
months ahead of the usual time. Yet if 
this House should report appropriation bills at 
the rate that it has reported them up to date, 
and dispose of them in the way that it has dis- 
posed of the matters that have come before it, 
there would be several of the money bills undis- 
posed of when the Congress came to ite end. 

There does not seem to be any expectation 
that appropriation bills are to ocoupy an early 
day, for the Committee on Rules has been pro- 
viding special days for all purposes except the 
consideration of appropriation bills. There is 
altogether too much concern about continuing 
the present misorganization and too little about 
dispatching business, as if the Congress knew 
that it was here for the latter purpose rather 
than to assure any one of his election to be 
the organizer of the next House. Nothing 
will be easier, # the intention exists, than 
to delay the appropriation biils. It may be 
made to appear that the delay is accidental, and 
that in order to secure the needful appropria- 
tions the Fifty-third Congress must be called to- 
gether in March or April. Mr. Criap’s Commit- 
tee om Appropriations or his Committee on 
Rules oan, if they are 80 inclined, set at naught 
the desires of the incoming Administration, 
which they may assume they do not know, and 
confront tue President with the alternative of 
summoning the body or letting the Government 


starve.

LAW CLEARLY VIOLATED, 


ASSESSMENTS MADE ON ALLEGANY 
COUNTY POSTMASTERS. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 18.—In the issue of Good 
Government to appear Jan. 15 there will be a 
stort chapter to which President Harrieon may 
see fit to direet the attention of subordinates. 
The only civil service case of any promise prose- 
cuted under Mr. Harrison’s direction was the 
Versey case, which the Government lost The 
President has named the prosecutor who lost 
the case to be a Judge of the Supreme Court of 
the District of Columbia. There is another 
chance to win 6 Judgeship. 

“It will be recalled,” this article will say, 
“that during the Presidential campaign of last 
Fall the attention of the Civil Service Commis- 


sion was called to a circular issued by the Alle- 
gany Postmasters’ Association in New-York 
State addressed to each of the Postmasters in 
the county to the following elffect: 

“DEAK SIE: Ata meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee, held at Ouba, Aug. 12, the following was 
unanimously adopted: 

“ Resolved, That the Prosident and Secretary are in- 
atructed to notify each Postmaster of Allegany Coun- 
ty that the amount of contribution to be made to the 
Republican County Committee be 5 per cent. of one 
year’s compensation. 

* You have po doubt received @ letter from the Al- 
legany Kepublican Committee Mequesting that you 
make some contribution toward defraying the legiti- 
mate e nses of the ——- Oampaign. Itis earnest- 
ly hoped that you will comply with the request.” 

“Tbis circular was signed by 8. C. Burdick, 
Chairman, and Clarence Ricker, Secretary. The 
name of M. H. Bailey also appeared on the let- 
terhead as Treasurer of the association. 

**Becretary Doyle of the United States Civil 
Service Commission was sent to Allegany 
County to investigate this case. His report, 
flated Noy. 18, 1892, but only now made public, 
says that the Chairman of the association was 
@ Postmaster and the Secretary an Assistant 
Postmaster, and that the investigation, though 
necessarily incomplete, seemed to establish the 
facts’’: 

“ First—That the association was formed in 
February, 1892, although it does not appear to 
have been primarily designed for pelitical pur- 

O#es. 
= Second—That its officers and members violat- 
ed Section 11 of the civil service law, whieh 
expressly forbids any Government employe to 
solicit, directly or indirectly, or to be in any 
menuer concerned in soliciting any assessment. 
subscription, or contribution for any political 

urpose whatever trom any Oflicer, clerk, or em- 
ploye of the United States. 

“ Third—That they also violated Section 12, 
which forbids any person to solicit, in any man- 
aer whatever, auy contribution forany political 
purpose whatever inany room er building ocou- 
pied in the discharge of official duties by any 
officer or employe of tbe United States. 

“*¢ By permitting their names to be used as 
officers of the association,’ says Mr. Doylo, ‘is 
would seem that these ofticers were in some 
manner concerned in soliciting from other Goy- 
ernment employes; and when this circular was 
distributed in the Government Post Offices, 
they, it would seem, Violated the section of the 
law which forbids any man to solicit in any 
manner in such offices. I warned Mr. Ricker 
that if letters were sent, as he stated was the 
purpose, to Postmasters failing to comply with 
the first demand for a contribution, or if the 
association itself made a contribution, it would 
constitute a further and more serious violation 
of the law, since it would be done with full 
knowledge of its oriminality. i 

she his request 1 withbeld this report until 
now to afford an opportunity of explanation on 
the part of the association, and to cnable him 
to state, if such should be the fact, that the 
action taken directing second letters to bo 
sent would be countermanded.

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 13.—Goy. Lewelling to-- 
Gay receded somewhat from the position as- 

sumed when he recognized the Populist House, 

as he hasso far declined te hold any further: 
communication with it. This afternoon he sent 

his private secretary to the Speakers of both 

Houses and requested that a committee of six 

Republicans and six Populists be appointed to 

confer with him, and arrange, if possible, the 

terias of an amicable adjustmont of the difter- 

ences now existing. 

This was done, and the two Houses took a 
recess to await results, maiotaining in the 
meantime a truce as to the occupancy of the 
hall. The cemmittee was still in session at a 
late hour, no cenelusion having been reache 

One of the Republican members, agting under 
instructions of the Republican House, informed 
the Governor that, as that body deemed itself 
the only legally-organized House, it would hold 
possession of the hall until removed with bay- 
onets, and that any attempt to dispossess it 
would be resented, even if bloodshed follewed. 

The Senate, after a heated debate, recognized 
the chief Clerk of the Populist House, who ap- 
peared with a communication directed to that 
body. The Republican Senators filed a protest, 
which was spread on the Journal, as did also 
Democratic Senator O’Brien and Pepulist Sen- 
ator Taylor, both of whom denounced the action 
of the majority as a high-handed proceeding. 

The House communication was not consid- 
ered, going over until to-morrow, under the 
rules. There is no doubt that it *will be 
considered to-morrow, and that a joint commit 
tee will be appointed to wait on the Governor 
to inform him that both houses are fully orga- 
nized and ready to receive communications. 

The Republicans may have somejplan. If so, 
they successfully conceal it. 

The application for a mandamus filed last 
night was withdrawn this morning, it having 
been ascertained that a few moments after the 
filing Secretaryjof State Osborne, against whom 
the application was directed, had placed the 
contest papers out of his possession and in the 
hands of one who was not even a member of 
either house, where they now are. 

There bas been no business, or even attempts, 
in either the House or the Senate. The members 
are awaiting with intense anxiety the outcome 
of this struggle. 

Senator Perkins to-day produced evidence 
from Washington that three of the Populist 
House members are at present Postmasters. 
The managers of that party had filed contests 
against three Republicans who held Post Offices 
on election day but resigned soon after, claim- 
ing that under the Constitution and laws they 
were ineligible to seats in thse Legislature be- 
cauee of holding Federal positions. 

This was the first many of the Populists 
knew that some of their mem¥Vers were guilty 
of the same offense charged against Republic- 
ans. Under the law this wonld reduce the Pop- 
ulists to fifty-five, leaving the Republicans a 
clear majority of twelve. 

While the feeling is 
it is believed the danger 
passed. There was an 
mecting of Democrats and Republicans 
to-night, held for the pergeee of con- 
demning the course pursued by Gov. Lewelling, 
as well as the other State officers who have as- 
sisted in maintaining control of Representative 
Hali with Deputy Sheriffs and special police- 
men under control of the Adjutant General. 

The Populists called a counter meeting, whioh 
was largely attended. Jerry Simpson attempted 
to workup a crowd to pack the Republican 
meeting, for the purpose of voting down their 
resolutions, but the Populists declined to take 
part in auything that might lead to trouble. So, 
for the first time, Mr. Simpson was snubbed. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Speaking on the Kan- 
sas situation, Senator Peffer said to-day that he 
did not believe there would beany blood shed, ex- 


cept such as might come from fisticuffs, or that 
it would be necessary to resort to the militia in 
order to give the Populists possession of the 
Hall of Representatives. 

He said that the Populiste were in earnest, 
and the militia would be used if the Republic- 
ans did not give upthe hall He thought there 
would be two Senators elected, and the contest 
would then be transferred to the United States 
Senate. The Republicans and Democrats to- 
gether, he believed, would elect Baillie Wagge- 
ner, a Democrat, and the Populists would 
probably eleot either Mr. Breidenthal, Chair- 
man of the Populist State Committees, or Judge 
Doster.

GLEASON MEN ANXIOUS.

LONG ISLAND CITY MUDDLE TO BE 
LOOKED INTO BY THE GRAND JORY. 


LONG ISLAND City, Jan.138.—The office holders 
and politicians whose fortunes are involved in 
Mr, Gleason’s ascendancy are experiencing a 
period of unusual anxiety. The January term 
of the Queens County Grand Jury, which is now 
in session, has determined to look into the Long 
Island City muddle, and to-day subpmnaed 
nearly fifty oftice holders to appoar before the 
jury on Monday for examination. 

The matter now under investigation is the 
disappearance of City Clerk Thomas P. Burke. 
His flight has placed the city in the most awk- 
ward position possible. NOt only is the May- 
oralty muddle due to it, but the ennual tax levy 
is made an impossibility on that account There 
ia no City Clerk to make the levy. 

Another and more serious source of woe to 
the patriots who fill the offices is the faot that 
the City Treasurer will not recognize them nor 
their pay vouchers, and their hopes of early 
funds are dim. Treasurer Bleckwenn will not 
admit the legality of Mr. Gleason's position nor 
his acts. 

Mr. Sanford’s friends, on the other hand, are 
jubilant to-day over the granting of an order to 
show cause why Mr. Gleason should not turn 
over the office and its contents. The order was 
issued by Judge Bartlett this morning. 

Mr. Gleason received a threatening letter to- 
day, signed ‘‘An Enemy,” warning him that his 
life was to be taken for being “‘too —— ofti- 
cious’ and calling upon him to ‘‘resign or die.”

FAIRFIELD, Iowa, Jan. 13.—Parsona College 
circles in this city are in an uproar over the re- 
sult ofthe action of the senior class, which 
marched into chapel the other morning attired 
in Oxford gowns and mortarboards.

NOVA SCOTIA COAL MINES 


had UNITED STATES . SYNDICATE 
TRYING TO CONTROL THEM. 


‘H. M. WHITNEY OF BOSTON CONFIDENT 
THAT SHE SCHEME WILL PROVE OF 
MUTUAL BENEFIT TO THE DOMIN-~ 
ION AND TO ITS PROMOTERE—A 
GOVERNMENT GRANT NROESSARY. 


Ortawa, Jan. 13.—The seheme for the acqui- 
sition of the principsl coal mines in Nova 
Bootia by a United States syndicate has come 
toahead, The deal has been pretty well put 
through and representatives of both parties to 
the bargain arrived in the Capital yesterday for 
the purpose of clearing away the sole obstrole 
in the way ofits consummation. Mr. H. M.Whit- 
ney of Boston, representing thesyndicate, and 
Mr. MacKeen, M. P., Managing Direotor of one of 
the largest coal mines in Cape Breton, which is 
included in the purchase, waited upon Sir John 
Thompson and pressed for a speedy decision of 
the Government upon the petition for the dis- 
allowance of the act passed by the Nova Scotia 
Legislature last session upon the subject of 
00a] leases and increasing the royalties of the 
coal output. 

A special session of the Legislature has been 
called for Jan. 19 to give effect to this deal, 
whioh is rendered impossible by a clause in the 
act petitioned against. Until a year ago the 
Nova Scotia law provided that no one individ- 
ual orcompany could acquire more than one 
square mile of coal area, which could only be 


held so long as it was developed and operated 
to the satisfaction of the Government. Besides, 
the properties were only held under lease. 

To enable any considerable portion of coal 
areas of the province to become the property of 
& monopoly, it was yy to repeal a portion 
ofthe law. This the Nova Scotia Government 
did last session, and next week it will pro- 
ceed to give effect to the acquisition of most ©: 
the coal mines in Cape Breton by a syndicat 
of foreign capitalists. The Government 
also contributed to this result by in- 
creasing the local tax upon coal, there- 
by rendering the conditions under which 
the mines were operated so uncertain that the 
owners, feeling insecure against further inroads 
upon their profits, took the first opportunity of 
selling out altogether. It is feared in Nova 
Scotia that, besides increasing the price of coal 
to local consumers, the syndicate will soon 
drive its competitors out of business and event- 
ually control every coal mine in the Province. 


MONTREAL, Jan. 13.—Last evening H. M. 
Whitney of Boston and Mr. Pearson, his part- 


ner, arrived from Ottawa, where they had a 
conference with the Premier. THE NrW-YORK 
TIMES’s correspondent asked: “Are you dis- 
posed to say anything about the Ca Breton 
coal trade, with which I understand you are 
connected ¢”’ 

‘IT am eonnected with a number of men, some 
Canadians and some Americans, who intend to 
take over a number of these mining properties,” 
replied Mr. Whitney. “The underlying idea of 
the whole scheme is to bringinto one large or- 
ganization, with ample capital, a considerable 
number of these coal properties, no one of 
which operated separately bas been able to 
make the large expenditure necessary to the 
most economical production and transportation 
of coal). Our saving over the old and imperfect 
methods by the adoption of the best-known 
methods and appliances and by a large and sys- 
tematio working will enable us to extend the 
coal trade of the country enormously. 

“We contemplate the extension of the coal 
trade to the West Indies and part of South 
America, and I believe thatthe enterprise will 
have an important bearing on the extension of 
the general trade of Canada in that direction. 
One of the largest savings will be in the im- 
proved transportation facilities on the Gulf and 
the River St. Lawrence. For instance, the 
steamers now in for bringing in Cape 
Breton coal to Montreal are mainly “ tramp” 
steamers, built with no espeoial reference to this 
work and having a carrying capacity of 2,000 
tons or thereabout. Now, a steamer carrying 
3,000 or 4,000 tons can be run nearly Fw cheap- 
ly as one carrying 2,000 tons,-sud if .such. a 
steamer has the power and necessary equip- 
ment for towing one or two barges of equal 
capacity, as is the customin the States and on 
the lakes, it is easy to see that a business 
can be done without at least any increase in the 
present cost of coal to the people of Montreal. 

** By means of the best and most ample facili- 
ties for transferring coal at Montreal we expect 
to be able to distribute Cape Breton coal 
through the country west of Montreal far be- 
yond any point it hasreached inthe past. The 
methods now in use in Canada for handling and 
transporting coal are very much bebind the 
times as compared with the methods of handling 
and transporting coal eleewhere. This is partly 
due to the small output of the individual 
mines, which is in part due to the 
fact that the present mining leases leave 
it to the discretion. of the Government to 
change the royaity from year to year and im- 
pose new conditions, which hae effectually pre- 
vented the development of those properties 
that involve any large investment of money. 
A change in the form of lease is therefore the 
first step, and we are given to understand that 
the Government of Nova Scotia will make the 
necessary Changes, the consideration being the 
prospect of increased revenue from the in- 
creased output and the large royalty that we 
will be willing to pay for the longer tenure. In 
short, we propose to take hold of one of the un- 
developed industries of the Dominion and de- 
velop it on lines which will be to the mutual 
interest of the people of the Dominion and of 
ourselves,”’ 

“Will your company be under the control of 
any coal company in the United States?”’ 

“Not at all. Our parties are well-known 
Canadian and American business meu—none of 
whom, so far aslam aware, has any interest 
in any coal company in the United States.” 

To a question as to who the interested per- 
sons were, Mr. Whitney would not answer, but 
THe New-YoOrRK TIMEs’s correspondent hae as- 
certained that they inolude ex-Secretary of the 
Navy Whitney, also parties who are fighting the 
hard-eoal clique in the United States, besides a 
large number of Montreal capitalists, who 
have subscribed $10,000,000. The mines have 
been already bonded to the syndicate. Mr. 
Pearson admitted that the syndicate expected 
to do a large business with the United States as 
soon as the incoming Government revised the 
tariff. Oppesition to the syndicate has already 
developed, but it is not thought that it will 
amount to anything, as the capitalista here have 
the ear of the Government,

Tateno gave a dinner party to- 
night, at which the guests of honor were the 
Secretary of State and Mra. John W. Foster. 
The decorations were in the Japanese colors, 
red and white, of Jacqueminot and American 
Beauty roses. The guert cards were squares of 
thick card board, flecked with gold Japanese 
figures. In the centre of cach was a smaller 
card, fastened with a red and white silk cord 
and tassel. On the small card was the guest’s 
name. 

The guests were Secretary and Mrs. John W. 
Foster, Mme. Romero, and Minister and Mra, 
Guzman, Representative and Mrs. Cable, the 
Brazilian Minister, Mme. and Miss Mendonoa, 
Mr. Durham White Stevens, and Mr. Miyaska 
of the Japanese Legation:

The Hawatian Cabinet Wavering. 

BAN FRANCISCO,iJan. 13.—A letter from 
Honolulu says that on Jan. 4 a resolution of 
lack of contidence in the Hawalian Cabinet 
would be passed by the Legislature and the 


Cabinet would resign. The Queen is said to be 
in sympathy with this movement, aud, accord- 
ing to the letter, will appoint at least three 
natives to the Cabinet. 

Nobles and representatives to the number of 
twenty-five, which is alittle more than a ma- 
jority of the members, are said to have signed 
the resolution. It was intended tokeep this 
move secretuntil after the Australia sailed for 
San Franeio. The correspondent, who claims 
to have inside information, says that in an hour 
after the steamer sailed the Legislature would 
be called together and the resolution adopted.

A PASSENGER TRAIN TELESCOPED. 


ONE COACH CAUGHT FIRE, AND FOUR- 
TEBN PERSONS WERE INJURED. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—The Crete accommodation 
train on the Chicago and Eastern Illinois Rail- 
road, leaving Dearborn Station at 7:20 o’clook 
this evening, was telescoped at Fifty-fifth Street 
by a Chicago and Erie through train to New- 
York. 

The accommodation train consisted of three 
coaches, filled with suburban residents on their 
way to their homes. Fourteen persons were 
severely injured in the wreck, and scarcely any 
one of the 150 or more passengers escaped 
bruises or minor injuries.

They are in a serious con- 
ition, but no fatal results are expected. 

In Allegheny the persona affected were Peter 
Dennis, wife and two daughters; M:s McKnight 
and ohild, and Mr. Duiinagie, wile and three 
children. Ail but Mr. Dennis were unconscious 
when discovered, and it was only by the prompt 
application of restoratives that they were 
brought to. 

The families have deserted the houses and

A Military Telegraph Line, 

BAN ANTONIO, Texas, Jan. 13.—A dispatch 
was received here to-day, stating that Firat 
Lieut.

It is believed that this 
military telegraph line when in operation will 
be of valuable service in putting down the 
border disturbances. 





Cold and Ice on the Jersey Coast. 

BARNEGAT, N. J., Jan. 13.—The cold along the 
South Jersey coast has been intense the last 
few days. The mercury on Wednesday morning 
was 8° below zero. The tides have been unu- 
sually high during the northeasterly gales, and 
the ice cakes have been thrown up against the 
bulkheads with sufticient force, nearly to de- 
atroy them. 

Ice has been washed over the tracks of the 
Long Beach Katlroad, and the tracks have been 
considerably damaged. 

The oystermen will lose hundreds of dollars 
by the ice settling down on the oyster beds. In 
some places entire beds, frozen Iast to the ice, 
have been carried away by the tides. 





An Ice Gorge at Morgantown, 

PitTsBpuRG, Penn., Jan. 13.—Dispatehes from 
Morgantown, West Va., report an ice gorge ex- 
tending from two anda half miles above that 
place to Lock 9. The ice is in some pluces 
twenty feet thick, and in its average is fourteen 
feet. Below Morgantown the river is believed 
to be frozen to the bottom, aud the ice at the 
mouth of Decker’s Creek !3 piled up thirty feet 
high. The snow is thirty-six inches deep on the 
level and mostof the country rvads are buried 
under ten fect of snow. 





A Soldier’s Suicide, 

WILLET’s PorntT, L. L, Jan. 13.—Sergt. Harper 
of Company C, United States Engineer Corps, 
stationed at Willet’s Point, committed suicide 
in his room in the barracks this morning. 
Placing the muzzle of a rifie in his mouth, he 
pressed the trigger with his foot He died in- 
slaBtly. . 

Harper had been a soldier for more than twen- 
ty years. Four years ago he came to Willet’s 
Point trom David's Island. His reputation as 
an officer and soldier was exceptionally good. 
No cause ia assigned for his act. 





Freight Trains Abandoned, 

OsKALoosa, Iowa, Jan. 13.—The heavy snow- 
storm has caused all railways to abandon 
freight trains except the Rock Island, and that 
has two in the snow drifts. Tho Illinois Central 
is in bad shape, all traius beiug several hours 
late. The wind blows snow into the outs as faust 
as it is shoveled out, and unless the weather 
clears up the blockade may be total. Tele- 
graphic advices from many points in the State 
are to the effect thet it is one of the worst bliz- 
zards for many years.

‘DESPERATE ATTEMPT TO DEFEAT. 


SENATOR DAVIS. 


8IX OR BIGHT MEMBERS OFFERED FROM 
FIFTEEN HUNDRED TO THEEE THOU- 
SAND DOLLARS EACH TO STAY AWAY 
DURING THE SENATORIAL ELECTION 
—INDIOTMENTS MAY FOLLOW. 


5ST. Pavut, Minn., Jan. 13.—Within the past 
forty-eight hours the opposition to Senator 
Cushman K. Davis has reached such propor- 
tions as to endanger his election. The leaders 
of the twelve Republicans who remained away 
from the cauous on the evening of Jan. 4 posi- 
tively asserted this evening that enough Repub- 
licans had pledged themselves not to vote for 
Mr. Davis to prevent his election. 

A study of the situation shows that this 
could easily be accomplished. In the canous 
were eighty-five Republicans, just enough to re- 
elect Senator Davis, but it is known that at 
least five of these have either agreed to be out 
of tuwn next Tuesday or te vote for some can- 
didate other than senator Davis. 

A telegram from Litchfield says that A. T. 
Koener, the member of the lower house from 
Meeker County, bas announced in the presence 
of the editor of the independent that he had 
been offered $2,500 to be absent from the House 
on Tuesday. 

Mr. Koenor says he spurned the offer and 
will vote for fenator Davis. It is a fact that 
money has been offered in sums ranging from 
$1,500 to $3,000 to some six or elght members 
of the lower house to bé absent from St. Paul 
during the time of the Senatorial election. 

One member was asked to go to Detroit, an- 
other to Chicago, and a third to New-York, 
while a fourth was asked to go to his home in 
the interior of the State. 

Three prominent Republican members of the 
lower house, who have been offered $2,500, 
$1,500, and $1,000 respectively for their ab- 
sence from the Capitol next week, were seen 
this morning, and were very willing to tell all 
the facts connected with the offerto bribe them. 

The Ramsey County Grand Jury is now in 
session, and there was a conference of some 
twenty-five Republican members of the Legis- 
lature this morning following adjournment to 
consider the propriety of going before that body 
to-day and securing the indictment of four men 
who bave been in the lobby all the week—one of 
them an ex-Senutor—for offering to bribe the 
Republican members to be absent during the 
time of the Senatorial election. 

The Democrats are said to be in the deal with 
the opponents of Senator Davis, with the un- 
derstanding thatif Mr. Davis is downed, and 
there is no hope of returning a Republican, 
some Democrat may slip in. 

The Democrats, indeed, are now saying that 
if Mr. Davis is defeated the country members 
will bolt their party on the Senatorial matter 
and goto some good Democrat for Senator. 
This explains the action of the Democratic cau- 
ous last night in adjourning subject to the oaill 
of the Chairman. 

The Pioneer Press, the leading Davis organ of 
the State, thus sums up the situation: 

“ Sinister rumors have been afloat for some days 
that a persistent attempt was made to bny off enough 
Republican members of the Legislature to defeat the 
election ef the Kepublican caucus nominee for 
United States Senator. 

“The Ptoneer Preee is informed that abundant 
proofs are at hand that these rumors have a sub- 
stantial foundation. [t is intimated that sums as 
high as $2,500 have beon offered to Republicans if 
they would absent themselves from the Legislature 
next Tuesday. 

“It may be just as well to warn the conspirators 
that, under the Penal Code of Minnesota, he who

GOV, CROUNSE INAUGURATED.

IT FOLLOWED THE BREAKING OF THE 
NEBRASKA HOUSB DEAD-LOCK, 


OmMaHA, Neb., Jan. 13.—In the House of 
Representatives to-day it was agreed that the 
Lieutenant Governor should preside at the 
joint session called to canvass the vote of the 
State, and that the question of rules and amend- 
ments should be decided later. 

At 11 o’olock A. M. the Senate, headed by the 


Lieutenant Governor, filed into the House, and 
Lieut. Gov. Majors directed the Speaker to open 
and publish the returns. 

The Legisiature then adjourned until 2:25 P. 
M., when Gov. Boyd’s farewell address was 
read. It called particular attention to the pre- 
carious condition of the State finances, deplored 
the mismanagement of State institutions, and 
advised further investigation. 

It oalled attention to the extravagant ex- 
penditures made for the State Militia, and ad- 
vocated ab appropriation of $10,000 instead of 
$25,000, as formerly contemplated for the 
State University, which has doubled its enroll- 
ment during the past two years, and approved 
of a Judicia: Commission to handle the greatly- 
inoreased Rumber of-cases in the Supreme 
Court. 

It advocated a reduction in freight rates, 
complimented the public warehouse system, 
approved the present election law, advised a 
new legislative apportionment, and advocated 
an increase of $50,000 in the World’s Fair ap- 
propriation for the State. 

Gov. Crounse, in his addreas after taking the 
oath of office, referring to railroad legislation, 
said: *“ While the railroads should not be 
permitted to confiscate property, neither are 
we justified in confiscating theirs. We have 
invited and encouraged them in the past, and 
we should do so in the future.”

ALLEGED VALUABLE DISCOVERIES BE-

Boisé City, Idaho, Jan. 13.—G. P. Wheeler 
and J. C. Calhoun returned Wednesday from a 
three weeks’ prospecting trip in the Owyhee 
diamond and opal fields. They prospected from 
the diamond basin to Opaline, a distance of 
forty miles, and exhibit a large number of fine 
specimens of opals, sapphires, and topaz, 
besides several other stones, that experts pro- 
nounce diamonds.

Sapphires are found in gravel beds in the 
small voloano belt above Walter’s Ferry, which 
are pronounced first-class gems. They vary in 
color from. &® dark green to a pale straw, and 
are exceedingly brilliant. Gold quartz ledges, 
tin, and mica have also been discovered.

THE CONSULAR SEAL ABUSE 


OUBIOUS -TARIF¥ RATES OF THE 
CANADIAN PACIFIC, 


MR. GOLDWIN SMITH POINTS OUT SOME 
OF THEIR IDIOSYNCRASIES—IT DIS- 
CRIMINATES AGAINST THOSE WHO 
WERE TAXED TO BRING IT INTO 
EXISTENCE. 


TORONTO, Jan. 13.—In an interview tele- 
graphed to Tut New-YorkK Times a fow days 
ago Mr. Goldwin Smith made some reference to 
the discrimination by the Canadian Pacitio Rail- 
way against Canadian shippers and also to the 
auti:-American manifesto issued by President 
Van Horne of that railway, and added that a 
curb put apon the Canadian Pacitic Railway 
might be ceuducive not only to the interests of 
the American railways but also to the freedom 
of Cauadians, 

Being asked to enlarge on one or two of the 
poluta mode in that interview, Mr. Smith gaid 
that when he referred to the matter of discrim 
ination in freight charges he had before Lim 
some tigures compiled by a Toronto gentleman 
col paring (le tariif rates of the Canadian Pacifis 
Railway which that road quoted for shippers in 
the Canadian Northwest and the rates they 
asked shippers at St. Paui, Minneapolis, and 
ovher points in the Western States. ® 

These tigures showed that the rate charged 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway for hauling 
grain from points in Manitoba and the Canadian 
Northwest to Halifax are nearly prohibitive, 
while considerably lower rates are quoted by 
the railway for grain from St. Paul, Minaeapo- 
lis, and other points in the Western States to 
Boston. The reason for this is obvious. The 
railway has a monopoly in the Canadian Nerth- 
west, while for freight from the Western States 
it has to quote lower rates to meet the op- 
position of American railways. The same 
cause for complaint exists in regard to discrim- 


ination against Canadians in the carrying of 
freight to the West, the charges for freight from 
Canadian points to Manitoba and the Canadian 
Northwest being higher than those from the 
New-Engiand States to points in the Western 
States. 

As the Canadian Facifio Railway was built at 
an enormous cost to Canadians, and as it waa 
expected thatit would be conducted so that 
Canadians would derive great benetits from it, 
its policy of discriminating against those who 
were taxed to bring it into existence led to the 
remark by Mr. Goldwin Simith that the railroad 
- as much English or American as it is Cana 
dian. 

The manifesto referred to inthe interview is 
one that waa issued by President Van Horne 
during the last general elections and which is 
still fresh in the minds of many who took an 
active part in that struggle to release the trade 
and commerce of the Dominion from the fetters 
that are still hampering its progress. In that 
manifeeto Mr. Van Horne stated that an extraor- 
dinary policy prevailed in the United States 
concerning Canada—“ jealousy growing out of 
the wonderful development of her trade and 
manufactures ’’—since the inauguration twelve 
years ago of the present high-tariff policy, and 
he added that it was tiais policy that prompted 
the anti-Canadian features of the MoKinley 
bill, and that it was represented and believed 
at Washington that the Uanadian farmers large- 
ly depended upon the United States for a mar- 
ket for many of their chief products, and that 
their loyalty could be touched through their 
pockets, and that it was only necessary te * put 
on the screws” to bring about a political up- 
heaval in Canada and such a reversal of the 
trade policy as would inevitably lead to annex- 
ation. ' 

Mr. Van Horne, in the same manifesto, said 
that in his belief unrestricted reciprocity with 
the United States and a joint protective tariff 
against the rest of the world would make New- 
York the ohief distributing point for the Do- 
minion instead of Montreal and Toronto, would 
localize the business of Montreal and Quebeo 
and destroy all hope of the future of the ports 
of Halifax and st. John, would ruin thres- 
fourths of our manufactories, would fill our 
streets with unemployed, would make Eastern 
Cauada the dumping ground for the grain and 
flour of the Western States to the injury of our 
own Northwest, and would make Canada gen- 
erally the slaughter market for the mauufact- 
ures of the United States. 

In reference to the statemont about a curb on 
the domination of the Canadian Pacific being 
conducive to the freedom of Canadians, Mr. 
Goldwin Smith says that the railway, at the 
last general elections, took a very active part 
in carrying voters from the United States to 
Canada to vote for the Government and from 
one part of Canada to another to support the 
Government inits anti-American policy. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—The Cabinet meeting 
toSday discussed at some length the question of 
suspending the operation of the Consular seal 
system on }Canadian railroads. The Attorney 
General gave his views as to the powerof the 
President in the premises and, itis understood, 
held to the convciusion formerly advanced by 
him that the President could not suspend its 
operation, that power being reposed in Con- 
gress. 

There were others who differed with him, the 
argument being advanced that goods from 
Japan and China which come in under the Con- 
sular seal system were clearly not from con- 
tiguous foreign countries, and therefore not en- 
titled to the privilege. It was also pointed out 
that these goods on entry were treated as for- 
eign importations.

Suing the Barnum Estate. 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Jan. 13.—In the Superios 
Court the case of C. Larnam Seeley, grandsoy 
of the late P. T. Barnum, against Executor(¢ 
Benjamin Fish and W. P. Hincks was heard to- 
day. Mr. Seeley sues for 3 per cent. of the Bar- 
num estates, profits from the greatest show on 
earth during the past season, and the executors 
refuse it because Mr. f£eceley was notinthe em- 
ployment of the show. 

The hearing was on a demurrer, and Attorne> 
Thompson, who represents the estate, claimed 
that the court had no jurisdiction. He states 


that the clause in the will under which Mr. 
Keeley sues does not invest the executors with 
power to employ Seeley, and so he was not oun 
nected with the show. 

As no services were rendered, Mr. Thompson 
argued that it was nos compuisory on the oxec- 
utors to pay him. Attorneys Stoddard and 
Bishop for the plaintiff asked that the demurrer 
be overruled on the ground that the will dis- 
tinotly authorized the payment ef 3 per cent, 
of the net profits to Mr. Seeley.

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THE ANTARCTIC ICEBERGS 

VAST QUANTITIES IN THE NEW- 
ZEALAND CURRENT. 


THEIR DANGEROUS POSITION FOR SHIPS 
—PREVALENT WINDS ACCOUNT FOR 
THEIR NUMBER—THERE IS NO LIKE- 

OF A CHANGE IN THE 

EARTH’S AXIS. 


LIHOOD 


The enormous fleet of icebergs which is at 
present cumbering the Southern seas bodes ill 
for the Dundee whalers who are engaged on ®& 
pioneer whaling expedition on the borders of 
the antarctic ice, remarks the London Teie- 
graph. These detached portions of the vast ice 
sheet which is believed to cover the etill unex- 
plored continent of which Mount Erebus, the 
mysterious volcano that belches out flame over 
the vast polar waste, is the most striking feat 
ure not infrequently float for considerable dis- 


tances northward. 

They have been seen not far from the Cape 
of Good Hope, towering to a height of 
trom 250 to 300 feet above the surface, 
and as every foot above the water means 
feet below it, the thickness of 
the great antarctic sheet may be gauged ac- 
cordingly. % Wherever approached its face has 
not, as in the arctic regions, been at the head of 
a tjord, butis an enormous flattopped preei- 
pice, stretching east and west as far as ships 
have traced it. This edge forms the great 
southern barrier, which rises to a height of sev- 
eral hundred feet of glacial ice, the accamula- 
tions of venturies, 

But itis clear that this sheet must, like the 
inland ice of Greenland, be gradually sliding 
down a slope, since icebergs break from it on 
its reaching the sea and becoming buoyed up 
by the water. Hence, with the exception that 
it is not formed in fjords—and the great ice face 
of the Humboldt glacier in the North is not 
widely different—it and the arotio ice sheets 
which cover Greenland and nearly all the 
larger islands are, eontrary to the opinions 
of Dr. Carpenter and the report of the Challen- 
ger g@xpedition, essentially the same. 

But we cannot recall a case in which the bergs 
have congregated in such numbers as, by the 
latest accounts, have impeded navigation close 
to the coasts of New-Zealand. In the middle 
of October fleets of them, 200 to 300 feet high, 
surrounded @ vessel near tire Chatham Islands 
in such hosts that at times she was in great 
peril from the floating mountains about her. 
similar mews comes from the South Atlantic. 
Perfect *archipelagoes of icebergs” have been 
sighted as far north as 49° and 48° south, some 
of the detached masses being 300 feet high and 
3,000 feet long. 

Karly in October as many as 400 were passed, 
and at times between 20 and 30 could be 
counted from the deck. Most of them are re- 
ported to have been “pure white,’’ but many 
are described as of a “dark brown celor,’’ a 
circumstance which can only be explained on 
ihe supposition that they were the bearers of 
earth or other terrestrial materials, which had 
trickled in a muddy state down the sides, or 
that these materials had been inolosed in the 
orizinal mass of ice. 

As the antarctic icebergs, like the arctic ones, 
must necessarily come from @ land mass—being 
fresh water and not sea ice, as are the floes or 
floating ttelds—this theory is not improbable, 
though the instances in which they have been 
the bearers of the jetsam and flotsam of the 
antarctic continent are so rare that it is regret- 
table an opportunity was not afforded for ex- 
amining the ‘* brewn color.”’ 

The presence of such an unusual fleet of wan- 
derers [rom unknown lands in the track of ves- 
sela can only be explained by the prevaience of 
southeast gales, which may have driven them 
junto the New-Zealand current that sets north- 
portheast all through the yearatthe speed of 
from one to one and one-half miles an heur. 
Phereis certain!y no ground for helding that the 
globe bas shifted its axis in any appreciable 
iegree, or that another of those glacial periods 

of which the most recent geological dis- 
coveries show there have been many in the 
world’s history, and there may be many more 
before all is over—is upon us, either in the 
Northor inthe South. Yet the large amount 
of driftice and icebergs seen in the North At- 
lantic last Summer, and. as late as the past 
Autumn, might lead an uninstructed theorist 
to suppese that the arctio regions also had been 
more than usually full ofice. The contrary will 
probably be found to be the case.

Hearst, the widow of the Senator, to make the 
denation to the city is firm and will be carried 


into execution when certain arrangements con- 
sequent on the settlement of the large estate 
ire perfected. Mra. Hearst has just returned 
home aud confirms the facts concerning the 
matter recently published. 

rom ail that ean be learned the nucieus for 
the museum, which she will present with the 
endowment, is one of the most splendid collec- 
tions ever brought together. One of the main 
features will be three of the pietures of the 
Russian artist, Verestchagin. An agent acting 
for Mrs. Hearst secured the immense piece de- 
scriptive of the sepoy mutiny, where, as a 
warning of Britain’s wrath, hundreds of sepoys 
were triced up to the mouthsof the guns and 
blown to atoms. A second painting is that 
picturing the Russians at Shipka Pass. The 
third is a smaller but equaliy well known 
piece from Verestchagin’s brush. 

Mrs. Hearst contemplates another grand 
work, and it will be begun at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. Among the properties owned by 
her is an estate of 450 acres near Pleasanton, 
it was secured by the late Mr. Hearst when he 
contemplated establishing a home for bie racers 
near San Francisco. Upon the property it is 
proposed to erect a home for destitute boys, and 
it will be a memorial to the dead Senator. Mrs. 
Hearst has been traveling with friends through 
j.urope during the last Summer, and, after vis- 
iting the principal schools of Great Britain she 
has decided that it must be @ home and a school 
where boys of from eight to sixteen years can 
be reared and taught a trade. 

It is thought the school may in time be made 
self-supporting, as the immense farm should 
yicld a revenue and the work of the papils will 
be disposed of. If this hope should not be real- 
ized, however, the future of the echool will not 
be darkened by financial clouds. Mrs. Hearst 
will take care of that. lu order that a boy leav- 
ing the institution may have a fair start in life, 
he will be allowed a peroentage of his earnings 
during the last year of hisstay. The amount 
needed to erect the buildings, which will be 
conetructed of brick and stone, is estimated at 
sbout $200,000. The property is worth about 
the same amount. 

Close by the school will be erected a tomb, in 
which the late Senator’s remains will find a last 
resting place. 
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Gimilets Cost}iLittle. 
From Hardware. 
Jhere are about twenty-five different patterns 
of gimlets, made by a dozen manufactories, none 
of which make them exclusively, the industry 


being generally associated with that of auger 
bits. They are sold by the gross, and are manu- 
factured with extraordinary cheapness. When 
» wetal handle is used, it is cast solid about the 
shank, and no rivets are used. This makes a 
smooth surface for the hand, and prevents the 
handle from becoming loose. 

The nail gimlet, the cheapest of all, is made 
by the bushel, and is often packed in cases 
vontaining twelve gross. When the price for 
some of them is known to be $4.50 per gross, it 
can readily be seen how cheaply they can now 
be manufactured. A cast-steel gimlet, fitted 
with a handle, costing less than acent at first 
nands,is a warvel, The skill of the gimlet 
maker is prebably foundin the bell hangers, 
which are sometimes 36 inches long and as 
small as 3-16 of aninch in diameter. It is made 
of extra cast steel. The 36 gimlet sells for 
about $15 per dozen.

AN INCIDENT OF A RECENT TRIP TO

The log of the Bengal, bound from London to 
Calcutta, bristles with adventures of a drq- 
matic character, writes a correspondent of the 
London Standard. One evening, with the ship 
rolling and a very ugly sea on—not at all the 
kind of sea that one would Nke to face in an 
open boat—a careful and observant Scotch 
gentleman observes a dark, thin, linen-clad 
figure take a leap from the bulwarks inte the 
crested waves. A miserable Lascar, or seedy 
boy, sick of the stokehole, and fanoying he has 
some intolerable grievance against his supe- 
riors, determines to obtain his Nirvana by plung- 
ing inte the restless ocean. 

The Seeteh gentleman's impression of a dark 
something passing the ship is eonfirmed by a 
young English girl, At opnoe there is a ory of 
**Man overboard!" Ine few seconds the ship's 
engines are arrested, and{fevery one, alarmed at 
the sensation of the reversed serew, rushes up 
on deck. The frat thing to be done is to cast 
upon the waters a couple of the newly-invented 
bueys that strike a light directly they reach the 
water and carry a gleam ef hope to the drown- 
ing man. Away they go, glittering and beam- 
ing in the darkness, and the good ship follows 
in their track. 

But this is net all. Lives must be risked as 
well as illuminated life buoys. Itis only a des- 

erate Lasoar who has committed or attempted 

© cowmit euicide, but, Lascar or not, he must be 
found on this dark and stormy oveue. A boat 
isatonce manned by Lascar seamen, but what 
are they without ouvnariy orcommaend! The 
may pull at the oar, but the brave young four 
officer is at his post in the stern, and with him 
goes a fine specimen of a British seaman in our 
senazsonsnaaen. Only a Lasear! who is proba- 
bly drowned by this time—but off goes the boat 
on about as nasty a sea as any one would care to 
venture on, and a dozen good lives are risked to 
gave a suicide. We can only see the double 
lights of the barge gleaming in the distance 
and a rescuing boat being tossed on those angry 
waves. 

During this grim interval the Seotch witness 
is subjected to a somewhat severe cross-exam- 
ination. Was he not mistaken? Did he really 
see a man overboard after ali? Could he be- 
lieve his eyes? We wait in suspense and terror 
for the return of the rescuing boat; but we do 
not know what is happening out there in the 
dreadful darkness. There are the life buoys, 
but no Lasear is at the end of either of them. 
They are about giving up the search when the 
Quartermaster observes a dark object in the 
water. The journey has not beenin vain. The 
lost Lascar has been found, spent, and nearly 
dead with the exhaustion of swimming in such 
@ sea, and we give a cheer when the boat re- 
turns and they hau! upon deck the dark, damp, 
dripping, inanimate figure—a limp, prostrate 
mass. 

And now it is the doctor’s turn. Hot-water 
bottles, rubbing, and injectiens of brandy 
joey ra 4 restore the limp Lasear, andin @ 
few days he ie at work on deck again, cured 
of his suicidal propensities, and evidently pre- 
ferring the warm stokehole to the cold sea. But 
the most dramatic adventure is not without its 
humorous side. The Seotch gentleman brooded 
gravely over the adventure, and at last deliv- 
ered himself pretty muoh as follows: ‘* Well, 
Captain, I am glad the poor fellow has been 
found.” This witha sly twinkle. “Glad? Of 
course, we are all glad,” observes the bluff old 
Captain. “What then?” ‘ Nothing,” retorted 
the Scotohman, “‘ but I began to think, Captain, 
that ye dooted ma veracity.”

THE PANAMA BRIBERS WERE FOREMOST 
IN THE FIELB.

Like those persons who paid money to M. 
Wilson for their crosses of the Legion of Honor, 
a large proportion ef the men who are now 
proved to have levied blackmail on the Panama 
Company obtained decorations under false 
pretences. M. Jules Simon calls loudly for a 
reform in the distribution of recompenses of 
this kind—that is, supposing itis thought well in 
this age of enlightenment to deliberately create 
in this way asortof caste feeling. Republican 
France has a great many other decorations 


besides the Legion of Honor. There are the 
Military Medal, the Academic Palms, and the 
Order of Agricultural Merit, (scoffingly calied 
the ‘Pomme de terre,”) to say nothing of dis- 
tinetions such as “Academician,” d&c., and 
special decorations for service in the Crimea, 
China, Tonquin, Dahomey, and elsewhere. 

There are Frenchmen, according to M. Simon, 
who collect decorations just as others collect 
postage stamps. In certain official positions it 
appears the one thing is hardly more diffioult 
than the other. “Iknew.” he says, “two 
public efficials who had this inoffensive mania. 
One was fat. The chain on which he hung his 
medals spread across his ample chest and 
struck downward and was lost te view in his 
waistcoat pocket, in the interior of which the 
imagination pictured further honorary insignia. 

“ The other was thin, to his great disgust, and 
he could only exhibit some thirty decorations in 
»row. Some one advised him to wear a double 
line, just as unruly cenvicts wear a double 
chain. He did so. and he was quite right. His 
breast was a eollection of all the animals of 
ercation in gold, silver, and enamel. It amused 
people to look at all this while he was speaking, 
and they were very glad of this little distrac- 
tion, for he was an ass.”’

Trial of the Oattlemen. 

CHEYENNE, Wyoming, Jan. 13.—This was the 
ninth day of the invasion tria. The twenty- 
three men charged with murder and arson have 
the freedom ofthe city, but nine talesmen are 
locked up every night. Sofar there have been 
examined 544 candidates for jury service. 
There is not the remotest possibility of securing 
a jury. 

Jobnson County, from which the change of 
venue was taken, is already weakening on the 
expense. The present proceedings are costing 
from $200 to $300 aday. A bill introduced in 
the House to-day by a Johnson County man pro- 
vides that when there are over twenty defend- 
ants in a criminal case the State shall bear the 
expenee of prosecution.

Paris Gold Disbursements, 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Mr. Leech, Director of 
the Mint, has received a cabiegram from Paris 
stating that the Bank of France is disbursing 
gold heavily, for the reason that the limit of 
the lawful note issue has been reached, and 
also because of the recent large withdrawal of 
notes by banks and others for the purpose of 
increasing their reserves. 

It is believed at the Treasury Department 
that the large disbursements of gold by the 
Bank of France, which is directly contrary to 
the policy it has pursued during the past ten 
years, will have the effect to sensibly reduce 
the export of gold from the United States. The 
Bank of France, itis stated, has $300,000,000 
of gold in its vaults, theacoumulation of years. 


Prison Heforms Proposed in Canada, 

OTTawa, Ontario, Jan. 13.—The Dominion 
Government will during the coming session in- 
troduce a measure providing for the establish- 
ment of a Dominion reformatory for first 
offenders. 

The Government will afford every facility for 
the pardon or parole of youths charged with 


criminal acts, and will favorably consider the 
proposition to adopt legislation requiring all 
Inagistrates to keep youthful offenders apart 
from adults, and clothing them with power in 
certain cases to order corporal punishment in- 
stead of imprisonment. 





Changes Among Commanders, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—Lieut. Commander W. 
T. Burwell of the navy will probably be de- 
tailed as the commanding officer of the Pinta. 
Commander O. A. Batcheller will be ordered 
for examination for promotion on Jan. 20. It 


is thought that he will be recommended for re- 
tirement on account of physical disability. If 
this occurs, Commander Silas W. Terry will be 
promoteds to be Captain. Commander Batch- 
eller has been on sick leave in North Carolina, 
Commander Terry is himself a member of the 
examining board.

Mr. Boyle visited Burmah, the Malay native 
States, Sumatra, Siam, Borneo, Java, Australia, 
New-Zealand, Samoa, the Sandwich Islands, and 
America. Of all the facts noted by him asa 
Sanitarian, the most remarkable are those re- 


lating to leprosy, a disease which he believes to 
be epresting to an alarming extent all ever the 
world. - 

He was particularly struek by the gigantic 

roportions the evil has assumed in Burmah, 

‘he steps of the great Shwedagon pagoda at 
Rangoon, the Mecca of the Indo-Chinese 
Buddhists, he found to be “closely lined from 
top to bottom with lepers, suffering from that 
loathsome disease in its worst forms and most 
advanced stages."” A number of the victims 
examined by Mr. Boyle ‘presented a most 
sickening and awful spectacle.”” Yet no pro- 
vision worthy of the name appears to be made 
fer the maintenance or treatment of these poor 
lepers, who are thus compelled to resort to 
begging to keep themselves in existence. 

At Mandalay Mr. Boyle came in contact with 
horrors of a similar nature. During times of 
high festival the entrances of the great Arakan 
pagoda in that city are crowded by hundreds of 
lepers, 80 that the visitor has to pick his way 
carefully among them. In the Sandwich Iasl- 
ands, also, Mr. Boyle was atrongly impressed by 
the terrible effects of the curse of leprosy, 
which, he says, has nearly decimated the native 
population. 

e has a curious theory to the effect that the 
propagation of leprosy has been to a large ex- 
tent connected with cannibalism, the disease 
** being spread wholesale through. the eating of 
infeeted bodies.”’” He has frequently seen in 
New-Caledonia and the South Sea Islands 
human bodies “‘ hanging up in the native huts, 
intended for future repasts, though then in an 
advanced stage of decomposition and exhaling 
a siekening odor.”

HIS GRANDFATHER WAS A ‘“‘ FEARFUL 


PERSON.”

When I was at Frankfort last August a cousin 
on the maternal side of the late Baron Reinach 
said, in speaking of him to me, “I am a disciple 
of Lombreso in his theory of the heredity of 
evil propensities. Could we only get sinoere 
family records of most persons who have gone 
to the bad from strong appetites and an utter 
absence of moral sense, we should, I am per- 


suaded, feel charitably toward them, because 
we must needs see in them victims of fatality. 
Of course, in allowing this we would be fools 
not to try to limit their range of mischief. 

‘I never take up a newspaper without looking 
to see whether Jacques Keinach, who is now at 
the top of the wheel in Paris, has not got into 
some fearful mean.” 

I asked, “ Why?” 

“Simply because outside of his fami'y circle 
he does not know the difference between right 
and wrong, and his wants and greed for money 
are insatiable.” 

I thought this hard on Baron Jacques, though 
I knew him to be a fin de siécle inearnation of 
Balzac’s Vautrin, with pleasant social qualities 
superadded. Since hig mysterious death, which 
is a greater mystery than ever, | met a cousin 
of Baroness Jaegues, who spoke ex philosophe 
of the family. He had affectionate feeling for 
the late Baron, but admitted in a degree his in- 
capacity to distinguish between right and 
wrong. He also admitted the estimate formed 
of him by the Frankfort kinsman, and the 
hereditary disadvantages under which he 
labored. ‘ Jacques,” he said, “‘wasthe best of 
three successive generations. His father was 
less good, and his grandfather was a fearful per- 
son.” 





Clay Hopper Dead. 

TOLEDO, Ohio, Jan. 13.—Clay Hopper, the 
young man whose case of suspended animation 
has attracted so much attention, died for the seo- 
ond time this morning. Life passed away before 
daylight, but the parents were not notified un- 
tilneon. The body was rapidly decomposing. 

D. Hutsinpiller again conducted 
funeral services, and the body was taken to 
Woodlawn Cemetery, where a grave has been 
waiting to receive it for two weeks.

HOMESTEAD POIBONERS. 
—— oo 
TRIAL OF HUGH DEMPSEY FOR COM 
SPIRACY CONTINUFD, 


PI'TsBURG, Peun,, Jan. 13.—The courtroom 
‘was too small to-day to hold the crowd which 
poured in to hear the proceedings on the second 
day of the trial of Hugh Dempsey for complic- 
ity in the Homestead poisonings, The morning 
was almost entirely taken up with the examina- 
tion of men who had been taken ill while work- 
ing at Homestead during the strike and pbysi- 
cians who attended them. The physicians all 


expressed the belief that the men had been 
poisoned. Among the witnesses were G. W. 
Arny, Louis Craig, and H, P. Thompson. 

The defense objected to the latter's joatimony, 
and Judge Stowe said the pro ings were 
somewhat irregular, but if some one would 
swear that the defendant was guilty of furnish- 
ing the poison and material which caused the 
sickness the evidence was admissible, District 
Attorney Burleigh replied that it was proposed 
to show this very fact. The testimony was 
then admitted. ; 

Dr. J. L. Campbell of Chicora, Penn., attended 
Arny and Cralg and treated them for mineral 
poisoning. The treatment was partially suc- 
cessful, but the men never fully recovere 

At the afternoon sessions Stephen V. Love- 
less, William H. Johnston, Benjamin Weaver, 
Wilbert Heard, Charies H. Bmith, Louis G. 
Wolfe, Jr.; W. E. Bulleek, and William E. 
Griffith testified to having been seized with 
sudden and severe illness after eating in the 
Homestead Mill. Grittith, on whose information 
the eases rest, retold his story. His evidence 
was not shaken by the cross-examination. 

Dr, H. 8 MoGeary, who treated William 
H. Johnston, states that arsenieal poisoning 
alone would produce such marked symptonis as 
Johnston's Case presented. Witness also at- 
tended Benjamin Weaver, whose symptoms, he 
said, could have been produced only by seme 
strong, irritant poison. On being cross-exam- 
ined, Dr. McGeary said: “The condition I found 
these men in could not have been caused by 
impure water or meat or climatic changes.” 

Dr. A. P, Fogelman, who attended Smith and 
Griffith, testified that the oases did not yield to 
treatment as they should haye done. He said 
that the symptoms in the men’s diseases could 
have been produced by some corrosive poison. 
On cross-examipation witness said: “The cook- 
ing of food in large quantities, the drinking of 
water such as the men were not used to, and 
climatio changes would tend to produee dis- 
eases similar to that which affeeted these men.”’ 

Dr. MoGeary was recalled and said he had 
treated Van Winkle, oncof those alleged to have 
been poisoned. He was in a terrible cendition. 
His temperature was 93 and his pulse 138. He 
was greatly exhausted and suffering from fear- 
ful vomiting and diarrhea. He continues: ‘We, 
the other doctor and myself, after consultation, 
came to the conciusion that he was suffer- 
ing from arsenieal poisoning. He rapidly 
grew worse and was almost dying when 
we sent him to the Homeopathic Hos- 
pital. I took his case entirely on the 
symptems. After a careful study of the case, 
the symptoms, and the patient, Isay it is my 
opinion tbat the man was suffering from arsen- 
ical poison. I reported the case as being a moat 
serious one aud that the patient sheuld be re- 
moved. It is not a fact that there will always 
be an eruption of the skin in cases of arsenical 
poisoning. I have heard of eases where the skin 
was smooth and yellow.” 

Dr. bk. W. Doan, who also treated Van Winkle, 
said that he was suspicious that his paticnt 
was suffering from arsenical poisoning. 

The court adjourned until Monday.

PREPARATIONS COMPLETED FOR THE

WHISKY TRUST TO BE TAKEN OUT OF 
THE MARKET. 


Peoria, lll., Jan. 13.—An important meeting 
of the prominent distillers in the Whisky Trust 
was held at the headquarters in this city to- 
day and action of a most important nature was 
taken. In view of the fact that Wall Street 
speculators have been bearing the market for 


the purpose of buying back, it was decided to 
purchase the entire stoek, if possible, and re- 
move it from the market. 

There was abundant capital to do this repre- 
sented atthe meeting. The prefits of the trust 
now amount to $2,000,000 per month, and a 
Director says the dividend next month will be 
the largest ever known. As they now control 
95 per cent. of the distilleries they are in a po- 
sition to dictate, as shown by the rise in prices 
of the product of 20 cents per gallon within the 
last month.

OTTawa, Ontario, Jan. 13.—The Canadian 
press, irrespective of politics, expresses satis- 
faction at the proposed appointment of Sir Gar- 
net Wolseley as Governor General of Canada. 
Lord Stanley’s term will expire in May next. 

The advices from England are especially ac- 
ceptable to the Imperial Federationists, who 
see in his appointment a desire on the part of 
England to draw eloser the bonds uniting Can- 
ada with the mother land. The Montreal 
Gazelte, commenting on it, says: 

“Lord Wolseley’s name has been mentioned as 
Lord Stanley's possible successor. Of the Canadians 
who served under and with him over twenty years 
ago, some have goue the way of all flesh; others are 
still with us, veterans with sonsas proud to serve 
their country as they were.

ANOTHER VIEW OF BUTLER. 


— 
HIS TENDER-HEARTEDNESS, WIT, 
LOYALTY TO FRIENDS. 


From the Baltimere Sun, Jan. 12. 

Mr, A. Lewis of Baltimore said yesterday: 

* I Deoame closely and intimately acquainetd 
with Gen. Butler when, he ran for Governor of 
Massachusetts in 1882. That he had for many 
years cherished an ambition to become Gov- 
ernor of Massachusetts [ learned from his own 
lips during the campaign. That he hoped to be 
President of the United States he emphatically 
denied. He knew he was too unpopularin the 
South to stand any chance of a Presidential 
nomination. His frankness regarding himself 
was @ pleasing characteristic. He knew every 


fault he possessed. He also knew his virtues. 
He believed his good qualities outnumbered his 
bad ones. 

““*Tam a good friend, but a devilish bad 
enemy,’ he was wont to say. Then he would 
slyly say, with a singular smile, ‘I believe 
you've heard me make that remark! Then 
again he would say, as he relled the unlighted 
cigar in hig mouth and clasped hia hands back 
uf his head and stretched out his legs, ‘ Why is 
it people don’t take as much pains to under- 
stand me as they doto know others! I’m the 
most misunderstood man in America—the most 
hated, the most misjudged, the most censured, 
the most unhappy (sometimes) on that acoount. 
Itisn’t my nature to be brawling all the time, 
but you know [I can’t be sat on, and somehow 
way to fight me is to 
abuse me, ridicule my looks, and condemn my 
every motive.” Then he would shake his head 
and fall into a reverie. 

“On his electionsering trip he was the life of 
the party. He made four and five, and some- 
times six and seven, speeches daily, of greater 
or less length, and when the day was ended he 
became like a boy with his jest, his joke, his 
story, and his side-shaking laughter. He was 
very fond of children, and they used to climb 
up on the car occasionally. He would call them 
in, ask them some queations, give them a dime 
or 60, laugh at their cute replies, and then dis- 
miss them, Once, when we were at Springfield, 
& bevy of children climbed into the car. The 
General called them inside and asked one 
little sunny-haired girl if she knew who he was, 
‘ You're Gen. Butler,’ was her prompt reply. 
‘How do you know I'm Gen. Butler P: he in- 
quired imterestedly. ‘Because you're oock- 
eyed,’ waa the brave answer. And the General 
lay back in his ohair and laughed until the tears 
ran down hisface. When he became composed 
he said: ‘That’s fame for you! That’s indi- 
vidusleminence! Even the rising generation 
know of Py, might!’ Then he roared again.

“Gen, Butler was at his happiest aboard his 
yaoht, the America His skipper was Capt. 
James Read, an old Boston pilot, a sailin 
master of skill, and a man of whom the Genera 
was especially fond. On the yacht Butler was 
as happy as a child, full of anecdote, fond of 
laughing over the discomfiture of his political 
enemies and his legal opponents, always delight- 
ed if he could have a party of young ladies and 
gentlemen about him, and the personification of 
gallantry and courtliness. He fook especial de- 
light in running his yacht before or againsta 
gale—it made no difference. Clad in a suit of 
Ollskins, he would take a seat in the stern, and 
when the sea would break over him and drench 
everything, he would shout with the merriment 
of a child. He had his larder and wine box 
always stocked with the very beat, and living 
on the Amerioa was luxurious. On these ex- 
peditions he would positively refuse to receive 
those who came aboard to ply him with polit- 


AND 


abandon of all business matters, he would in- 
terest himself closely in whatever interested 
his companions, discussing social matters with 
his lady guests and sports and amusements 
with his male asagciates. 

‘*Mrs. Butler was a very handsome woman. 
She didn’t marry the General for his beauty, 
but she admired him first for his braina and 
loved him later for his goodness and kindness 
of heart. The General’s devotion to her was 
touching. Since her decease he has never 
seemed altogether the same. 

‘Nothing that was funny or ludicrous ever 
escaped Gen. Butler. His wit was as clear as 
his satire was cutting. Once, after some of his 
characteristic badinage with a lady, she ex- 
claimed: ‘Oh, General, whata delicious lover 
you must have been; you say nice things so 
sweetly, and you can smile the edge off the 
keenest thrust.’ When reference was made to 
some of hia famous remarks he would immedi- 
ately explain how that remark happened to be 
made, saying: ‘I want you te know the oir- 
cumstances under which I said that and then 
you will appreciate it more.’ 

“ Gen. Butler disliked taking cases he felt he 
couldn’t win. He was very jealous of his suc- 
eess. All the eccentricities he possessed—sueh 
as chewing on the stump of a cigar in open 
court, puffing and blowing during the examina- 
tion of witnesses, striding up and down in front 
of the jury, wearing boutonniéres on all oe- 
easions, and making a great stew when he en- 
tered any assembly—all these were originally 
done for effect, but as he aged they became a 
part of his nature. 

“Gen. Butler was charitable, and at the same 
time inflexible in the matter of trifies. If he 
liked you he woulddo anything for you, and 
fight tenaciously for you if other people were 
edge down you. Let anybody get down on 
you, then he was your friend, and oneca your 
friend (if you never deceived him) he was your 
friend forever. But if you betrayed him he 
wenld smile grimly and say: ‘There’s a pot 
boiling tor——. He will regret the day ho be- 
came my enemy.’ 

“Gen. Butler was far frem being the deerepit 
man he appeared in having his colored attend- 
ant with him all the time. He was very heavy, 
and one of his ankles was weak from an old ac- 
cident during the war, and he didn’t dare trust 
himself to do much walking without an attend- 
ant upon whose arm he could lean to take the 
weight off thatankle. But, fora man who had 
been handled as roughly as he had, Gen. Butler 
was of a very vigorous nature, and his mercury 
of life was warmed up into a high place in the 
giass of time by those almost inaudible ehuckles 
he would give a hundred times a day, when he 
would squint and wink and look—no one conld 
tell where—but he would, novertheless, be 
‘dead onto’ youif you tried to monkey with 
— or imagined you could beat the sleeping 

on.’ 





Smoking in the Streets Prohibited.

We wonder howmany of the youth of to-day 
are aware of a law that may not even now be 
repealed, and used to be most rigorously en- 
foroed, prohibiting the smoking of any pipe or 
cigar on our streets or byways during the day 
or night, under a penalty of $3 for each and 
every offense.

STOOK EXCHANGE’S EFFORT TO KERP 
NEWS FROM THE CONSOLIDATED, 


Once more the Stock Exehange authorities 
have taken steps to prevent communication be- 
tween their establishment and the Consolidated 
Stoek and Petreleum Exchange, onthe other 
side of New Street. Such efforts have been 
made for years, their number showing what de- 
gree of success has attended them. 

Not long ago an order was issued restricting

PLUNDERED ON ALL SIDES 


DISHONEST CONTRACTS BY THE 
CANAL MANAGERS. 


BWINDLING METHOD3 WHICH IX- 
VOLVED MUCH MORE MONEY THAN 
THE CORRUPTION FUND—AN OF- 
FICER WHO PROTESTED AND RE- 


SIGNED—PROFITS OF ONE BANKER.» 


Paris, Jan. 13.—The evidence in the Panams 
trial to-day justified the advice given to the 
Parliamentary commission of inquiry by Vis- 
count de Villebois-Marouil, that they should 
devote themselves to investigating the dis 
honest contracts made by the oanal company. 
Through such contracts, he said, the company 
had squandered sums compared with which the 
eorruption fund spent upon the press was & 
trifle. 

The testimony of Capt. Frayse and M. Etienne 
Martin corroborated the Viscount’s statements. 
Capt. Frayse, after retiring from the navy, was 
sent to the isthmus as Controller General. He 
saw at once that success was impossible, he 
paid to-day, and that money was being squan- 
dered recklessly upon men whose aim was to 
get as much ae possible without doing the work 
which they had agreed to do. He became dis- 
couraged and returned to France soon after 
having arrived at the isthmus. Uapt. Frayse 
gave his testimony in a monotone, which he did 
not vary even when describing the utter hope- 
Jessness of the whole canal enterprise and the 
abominable methods practiced by officials and 
contractors on the isthmus. 

M. Etienne Martin, once Chief Secretary of 
the oanal company, described with gusto his 
experiences while in office and the scorn he felt 
for the methods of the Directors. The unvar- 
pished corruptness of the contract system, he 
said, often rendered him so indignant that he 
protested to the board at its meetings against 
the scandalous abuses with which the whole 
eanal work was honeycombed. 

Eventually he resigned rather than sign ocon- 
tracts for machinery and supplies with Freneh 
firms whose bids, taken together, were 28,000,- 
000f. higher than the bids of English and Dutch 
firms. The Directors had declined to listen to 
his protests against this iniquitous bargain and 
had left him the alternative of signing it or re- 
signing, sohe resigned. Everybody in the man- 
agement of the company knew that this sort of 
work was being done; also that Baron de Rei- 
mach and other financial agents were getting 
enormous commissions. 

M Retault, a stockholder in the canal comps- 
ny, testified that he formerly had unbounded 
confidence in M. de Leaseps, and that this confi- 
fence had led him to make large investments in 
Panama stock. 

M. Hyeronimus, the chief accountant of the 
Panama Canal Company, was questioned at 
length by President Perivier in regard to the 
bons anonymes. M. Hyeronimus declared that 
he thought the course followed in the matter of 
these bonds was adopted in order to keop the 
names of those who received them from the offi- 
ciais of the company. 

Upon receiving this answer, President Peri- 
vier remarked: “When people are acting up- 
rightly their proceedings are not surrounded 
with such mystery.” 

Further questions were put to the witness, 
but he gave evasive answers, and it was evident 
that he was determined to say nothing that 
would compromise the company. 

M. O@elin, City Councilor and steve manu- 
facturer, testified that he had received contracts 
from the Panama Canal Company and had fol- 
lowed its course closely, as he had been rather a 
heavy sharehoider. He had been obliged to 
deal with several agents in obtaining each oon- 
tract. They all demanded 7 or 8 per cent. com- 
mission for their good offices. This rate was so 
exorbitant that he inferred the company was 
being plundered, and ho therefore sold all his 
Panama shares. 

M. Landrobie, who examined the books of the 
Panama Oanal Company in 1889 and wrote a 
pamphlet about them, gave his opinion that 
excessive amounts were paid to contractors for 
work to be done. The compensation for cancel- 
lation of contracta, also, had been exorbitant. 

M. Reynier, the canal company’s cashier, 
made a statement as to the expenses of issues of 


loans. Careful questioning as to the names on 
the voucrers that he signed elicited only the re- 
ply: “Ido not know.” 

* Who received the youcher for 500,000f. 1” 
asked Judge Perivier. 

“I do not know.” 

“You do net know? That is strange. It 
seems to me I should have been more inquisi- 
tive if I had been in your place.” 

M. Boudard, who succeeded M. Reynier on 
the stand, ia Chief Clerk of the Suez Canal 
Company. He wasintrusted with part of the 
Press Fund used by the Panama Companr, but 
when under examination to-day he professed to 
bave forgotten the names of all the recipients, 
as well as the amounts disbursed by him. Judge 
Perivier remarked that he had a very peouliar 
memory. 

Charles de Lesseps was recalled to testify as 
to the bonds payable to bearer issued by the 
Panama Canal Company. He was white and 
haggard, his eyes were bloodshot, and he spoke 
apparently with difficulty, as he hesitated re- 
peatedly and often sank his voice so that only 
persons within a few yards could hear his testi- 
qnony. He explained that of some 1,500,000f. 
in bons au porteur 375,000f. went to M. Bal- 
haut, then Minister of Pablio Works, and 600,- 
0O0Of. to Cornelius Herz. The rest of the money 
wae distributed, in small amounts, among many 
persons whose favor was indispensable to the 
company. 

In &® wrangle with Judge Perivier, de Lesseps 
admitted that two checks, payable only to 
bearer, were given to Arthur Meyer, editor of 
the Gaulots. 

M. Oberndoerffer, the banker who suggested 
the plan of a lottery loan, testified that as a mem- 
ber ef the guarantee syndicate he took shares 
to the nominal amount of 6,175,000f, paying 
for them 2f. 50c. each. His profite from this 
source were eventually 1,620,000f. For sug- 
gesting the lottery scheme he bad received some 
2,000,000f. As this had proved to be an excel- 
lent operation he had never considered himself 
as being overpai 

“Was there any correspondence as to these 
matters?” asked Judgo Perivier. 

“None whatever.” 

“It is very strange that euch a plan sheuld 
not pare been sanctioned by asingle written 
word.” 

“The matter was treated in mutual good 
faith.” 


“Did you receive nothing for your work on 


the Bourse in the company’s interest!” 

“Not a franc.” 

M. Flory, recalled as soon as M. Oberndoerffer 
left the stand, testified: ‘“‘“Oharles de Lesseps 
told me that he gaye M. Oberndoerffer large 
sums toreward him for suggesting the lottery 
plan and to prevent him from speculating on 
the Bourse against the intereste of the canal 
company.” 

Engineer Pisch of the Commentry Iron Works 
said that the canal company was struggling 
constantly against the most outrageous de- 
mands of contractors. Despite the opinions: of 
expert engineers, the company usually yielded 
to these demands. 

M. Joly, a Panama shareholder, said that the 
wewspaper attacks upon the canal company 
had decided him in 1886 to sell his shares. He 
consulted with Count Ferdinand de Lesseps, 
who dissuaded him from doing so, declaring 
that the attacks emanatéd from English sources 
which were not worthy of credence. 

Several other shareholders gave evidence and 
Senator Guichard, President of the Suez Canal 
Company, gave testimony eulogistic of both 
Count Ferdinand de Lesseps and hisson Charles. 

Charles de Lesseps was recalled and he testi- 
fied that the checks paid to Arthur Meyer, edit- 
or of the Gaulois, amounted to 100,000f. 

At his request M. de Lesseps was allowed to 
make a statement in rebuttal of Etienne Mar- 
tin’s testimony. “M. Martin knows me too 
well,” he said, “to say that lever did anything 
inimical to the interests of the shareholders.”’ 

M. Martin deolined, however, to modify or 
withdraw any of his testimony. 

When the Panama Commission met to-day the 
liquidator of the estate of the late Baron de 
Reinach placed at the disposal of the commis- 
sion the counterfolls of the cheoks given to Herz 
and Arton. M. Anfroy, the banker, bas handed 
to the commission the Arten check in his pos- 
session. M. Lapisse, another banker, was be- 
fore the commission to-day and declared that 
there was nothing in his bank to throw any 
light on the affaira of the company. : 

The liquidator of the dynamite company with 
which Arten was connected told the commis- 
sion that M. Arton’s ability had been exageer- 
ated in the reports purporting to deseribe him. 
He was, the liquidator declared, merely clever. 
Be had, however, absconded, leaving a short- 
age of neariy 5,.000,000f. 

On Monday the commission will hear the tes- 
timony of M. Tattisohe#, the Paris representa- 
tive of the Russian newspaper, Novoe Vreimyu. 
He will be questioned as to the identity of the 
payee of the check fur 500,000f. that it is re- 
ported was paid to the Novoe Vremya.

Mention 
of several contractors is made in these papers, 
but the desired evidence against Deputies is 
missing. The commission appointed two mem- 
bers to examine the books of the late M. Barbe, 
a Senator and Minister, whose receipt for 
600,000f. “for the Panama affair’ was found 
among the papers of Baron de Reinach. 

The femps says that the examining magis- 
trate has summoned Cornelius Herz, now in 
London, to testi before him. Incase Herz 
refuses, says the Zemps, he will be prosecuted. 

The Cocarde professes to have ascertained the 
identity of the Ambassador who reesived 500,- 
ovof. from the Panama people. His name, says 
the journal, begins with M, but is neither Muen- 
ster nor Mohrenheim. He represented a power 
unfriendly to France. In the course of a week 
ortwo the Cocarde may publish his name if in 
the meantime it should not be mentioned at the 
trial or in the Commission of Inquiry. 

The poliee have searched the house of ex- 
Peputy Gobron and seized papers which they 
found there. 

Tne evidence so far in the Panama trial is re- 
garded as assuring conviction. The report of M. 
Flory, the Government agcountant, gontends 
that the respensibility for the Panama frauds 
and deception rests upon the wkole Board of 
Panama Directors, because, having squandered 
the share capital, they concealed the reali situ- 
ation by false statements in order to obtain 
subseriptions and protect their own interests. 
M. Flory’s report leaves no doubt as to the de- 
liberate character of the deception practiced 
upon the public. 

LonpDon, Jan. 14.—The Paris correspondent of 
the Daily News telegraphs: 

“M. Franqueville has acquired fresh evidence, 
betraying twelve Deputies, fourof whom are 
Boulangists. The incriminating entries on the 


counterfeils of the checks are in M. Arton’s 
handwriting, together with the amounts fingered. 
They do not afford legal proof of guilt, but will 
oblige the Deputies to submit to examination, 
and probably will lead to stronger testimony. 
A search has been ordered among the photog- 
raphers whom Arton ordered to photograph 
the Panama papers. 

‘“*M. Perivier said to-day that the trial of the 
Directors ought to have been a civil one. 
That would have been impossible, since M. Bru- 
net, the orig!nal liquidator ef the company, gave 
M. Eiffel and ethers a release from their civil 
responsibilities. Aoquittal en the strength of 
this action, however, would shake the Govern- 
ment to its foundations. The Ministry of 
Justice is already urging the court not to allow 
itself to be overmuch influanced by teehnicali- 
ties, but to override them by regarding M. 
Brunet as baving acted rather as a personal 
friend of M. Eiffel and M. de Lesseps. ‘The trial 
threatens to extend to unexpected length. 

“M. Oberndoerffer, who testified to-day, is a 
fat, rolypoly figure. He strikes one as a likely 
person to put thelsorews on a financial company 
with a skeleton in the cupbvard. The Judge 
could not geta straight answer from him. He 
treated M. Perivier as an ignoramus in 
Bourse affairs, replying umabashed to the 
suggestion that the lottery idea was very 
ancient with the retort that it had 
never before been used for three-hundred-frano 
bonds, and that at all events the Panama Com- 
pany would not have thought ofit. M. Perivier 
remarked thst, had it never been thought of at 
all, is would have been a blessing to the unfort- 
unate shareholders, who perhaps migkt recover 
their capital should they live forty years, but 
meantime would lose all their interest.” 

The Chronicle’s Paris correspondent notes 
,that when M. de Lesseps, at the trial to-day, 
revealed the bribery of Arthur Moyer, a sup- 
pressed titter was sudible thronghout the 
courtroom. Charles de Lesseps remarked slyly 
tat this statement would restore the Royalist 
cvaulois to its proper value. 

“The names of Clemenceau, Naquet, Laguerre, 
Maret, and Hebrard are on everybody’s lips,” 
continues the correspondent, ‘‘as being impli- 
cated in the scandal. M. Spulier appeared in 
the lebby to-day in an agitated state, probably 
Owing to his relationa to the Repubisque Fran- 
¢aise and the Temps, of which M. Hebrard is a 
Direetor. 

“It seoms imperative that Baron Mohren- 
heim and Count Menabrea should explain the 
charges freely montioned against them.”

THE ATTACKS ON CARNOT, 


M. CONSTANS BELIEVED.TO BE AT THE 
BOTTOM OF THEM. 


Paris, Jan. 13.—To-day the gravest rumors 
“are afloat in regard to President Carnot. Sey- 
eral of the Deputies who have been most earnest 
in pushing the Panama investigation make no 
secret of declaring that they will not rest until 
Carnot is forced to resign. 

The atrength of the case against the President 
depends upon the credibility of Baihaut, the ex- 
Minister of Public Works, and Carnot's friends 
claim that no faith whatever should be attached 
to Baihaut’s disclosures, that he is malignant 
against Carnot for not having protected him 
from prosecution, and that he wishes to drag 
the President down with him. On the other 
hand, it is pointed out by the enemies of M. 
Carnot that Baihaut’s charges agree with the 
facts as known, and that Charles de Lesseps 
would probably corroborate Baihautir he were 
permitted to reveal all that he could reveal. 

Meantime President Carnot preserves a serene 
temper and seems indifferent te the assaults 
upen him. These assaults are not confined to 
himself. The Radicals condemn Mme. Carnot 


for spending so much money on her dress, and 
trying to imitate the grandes dames of the Fau- 
bourg St. Germain. In addition, they pretend 
that monarchist habits and customs are invad- 
ing the Elysée, and therefore its present occu- 
pante must be turned out in the sacred interest 
of the republic. E 
_ M. Constansis credited by nearly every one 
with bein af the bottom of the attack upon 
Carnot. e is known to have a bitter feeling 
toward the President on account of his rejec 
tion from the Cabinet, and to be desirous aiso of 
removing Carnot from the Presidential rivalry. 
Constans keeps very quiet and disclaims re- 
sponsibity for the existing agitatien, but his 
disclaimer finds no credence among the well-in- 
formed. All eyes are turned teward Constans as 
the coming master, if not already the master of 
the situation, from a Republican standpoint 

The other prominent figure is that of Gen. 
Ssussier, whose control of the military in Paris 
would give him, in the event of an uprising, ul- 
most unlimited ey yd to gratify his own 
ambition or serve the purposes of others. It is 
known that Saussier has been sounded both by 
Royalists and Bonapartists, but these have not 
found the slightest eneouragement. Agents of 
the Count of Paris have hinted at a ducal or 
prineely title and enormous revenues that 
would be the reward of wonchery. But Gen. 
Saussier is immovable in his fidelity to duty. 
Ho is nota strong ee in his saympa- 
thies, but he is thoroughly faithful to his lawful 
superiors. 

ading Republicans are alarmed at the per- 
sistent attacks upon President Carnot, and 
Senators are urging M. Ribot to take some 
action that will stop certain newspapers from 
goaries out daily slanders upon the President. 

. Ribot is considering the matter, and will 
probably take the first opportunity to institute 
& prosecution. It is believed, however. that the 
prospect of such action will cause the news- 
papers opposed to the President to moderate 
their tone. 

In connection with the charge that President 
Carnot was well aware of the guilty connection 
of meninkhigh place with Panama frauds, at- 
tention is called to the statement of Comte Caf- 
farelli, a Deputy, te the effect that M. Yves 
Guyot told him that, when Minister, he one day 
saw M. Constans show to the members of a Cab- 
inet courncll alarge packet of documents des- 
tined for the President of the republic. That 
packet, according to M. Yves Guyot, contained 
the names of persons, not all of whom were 
Deputies, who had received money from the 
Panama funds. Comte Caffarelii told the story 
to a colleague in the Chamber. M. Yves Guyot 
came to him soon after and denied that he had 
made any statements about M. Oonstans and 
the packet of decumente destined for tae Presi- 
dent of the Republic. Carnot’s enemics allege 
that he was keeping back the evidence against 
the guilty men in ordertohold it over them 
when the time for election should come, and 
thereby compel them to support him for re-eleo- 


on. f 

M. Pierre Denis, the faithful follower and de- 
fender of Gen. Baulanger to the last, has some 
curious “revelations ”’ to make about the “ Pan- 
ama ecandals.’”’ He intends to publisu them in 
his ‘‘Mémerial de Saint Brelade,” which will re- 
cord reminiscences of the General. M. Denis, 
however, bas given a brief extract from the rev- 
ord which throws a lighton the proceedings that 
took place at the Cabinet Couneil when M. RKous- 
seau’s report on the canal was read. The utmost 
secrecy Was preserved about it. Before open- 
ing it the Ministers made sure that.the ushers 
who had broughtin the lamps had all gone out, 
and locked the doora carefully after them. 
Then a search was made under the tables, and, 
finally, all present gave their promise to keep 
the report a thorough secret Nevertheless, 
misleading extracts from the report were pub- 
lished, as already stated, in the Zemper. 

It is not beileved that M. Denis will throw 
much light upon the subject by hisalleged reve- 
lations, although, iu view of the charges against 
M. Baibautand the talk regarding M. Carnot, 
any story about the Rousseau report will be ro- 
ceived with great public interest. 

Maprib, Jan. 13.—The greatest-interest is ex- 
hibited here iu the trial of the Panama Direct- 
ors and in the disclesures affecting high ofticials 
in France. Seldom have Spanish monarchists 
in the daily articles of their pross shown so 
olearly their antipathy for French Republican- 
ism avd their desire to sve an Orivaniat reatora- 
tion in France. Iu Court and aristocratic circles 
well-known friends of the Orleans family openiy 
Say that, as far back as >eptember, the Austrian 
and Spanish Governments and Couris were in- 
formed of the coming assault uven the Repub- 
lic, and knew thatacoalition had been agreed 
upon by which the Boulangists would lead the 
attack, while the Urleanists would provide the 
necessary funds. The aim was to wring on a 
crisis aud to force M. Carnot to resign before 
the general election, when the adversaries of 
the republic hoped to sweep the course.

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GERMANY’S TAX BURDENS 
A RADICAL ATTAVUK UPON THE 
KAISER’S ARMY BILL. 


MILITARY EXPERTS CHARGED WITH 
BEING BLIND TO THE COUNTRY’S 
ECONOMIC NEEDS—CAPRIVI ADMITS 
THAT THE SITUATION IS NO ‘MORE 
THREATENING THAN IN 1890. 


BERLIN, Jan. 13.—Eugen Richter, leader of 
the Radicals, delivered a long speech in the 
Army Bill Commission to-day against the pro- 
posals of the Government. He acoused Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi of looking upon only the 
military side ofthe bill and ignoring the popu- 
lar side. 

The army, he said, always assumed that the 
people, not having a technioal military eduoca- 
tion, had less to say about expenditures for the 
army than about other expenditures, because 
they could not grasp the military necessity of 
the empire. The military experts, however, 
Were blind to the economic needs of the country 
and refused to understand ‘that at present the 
people could notendure higher taxation. The 
Chancellor had said nothing to indicate that the 
international situation was such as to require 
new and extraordinary effort on the part of the 
German taxpayer, and unless this was the case 
Riehter could not see why this effort should be 
put forth. 

In replying, Chancellor von Caprivi acknowl- 
edged that the European situation was no more 
threatening thanin 1890, when he addressed 
his famous reproof to professional pessimists in 
German politics. Nevertheless, the Govern- 


ment was convinced of the pressing necessity 
of passing the bill. It was true, as had been 
remarked, that the North Bea and Baltic Canal 
would increase the efficiency of the German 
Navy in the next war. At the same time, it 
would require a large force for ite protection, 
and would weaken the army cerrespondingly. 
Freiherr von Stamm, the one independent Con- 
servative member of the commission, while ad- 
mitting that German taxes already were very 
heavy, believed that rather than risk any inter 
cste of the empire the Deputies should agree to 
the Goverument’s proposal to increase them. 
Chancellor von Caprivi explained tothe com- 
mission that he bad not given it as his opinion 
that Russia's way to Constantinople lay through 
Berlin. The report to that effect had been the 


result of a false inference.

FIGHTING SLAVE TRADERS. 


CAPT. JACQUES AND CAPT. JOUBERT IN 
A PERILOUS POSITION. 


BRUSSELS, Jan. 13. —Commanier Long, in 
charge of the first Belgian expedition sent out 
to relieve Capt. Jacques and Capt. Joubert, has 
been heard from. 

The two Captains were agents of the Brussels 
Anti-Slavery Society, and had built a number of 
outposts along Lake Tanganyika for the purpose 
of stopping the slave trade in thatregion. It was 
reported in October last, on the strength of a 
private letter received in Brussela from Boma, 
that the expeditions had been destroyed by the 
Arabs, and a dispatch from Capt. Jacques, 
dated Aug. 27, was published about the same 
time, to the effect that he and Capt. Joubert 
were beleaguered by the Arabs at Albertville, 
and that unless reinforcements were sent quick- 
ly their position would be untenable. 

The dispatch now received from Commander 
Long states that Capts. Jacques and Joubert 
wero stil fighting the slave traders on the bor- 
dere of Tanganyika. Jacques had again been 
repulsed in his efforts to break through the 
enemy, and the epread of the cattle disease had 
caused a famine in his camp. Commander 
Long was hurrying to the relief of Jacques and 
Joubert. A fresh expedition is being organized 
in Belgium to rescue the imperiled Europeans 
and aseist in the suppression of the slave trade,

BERLIN, Jan. 13.—Driven to desperation by 
the futility of their strike, which promises to 
result disastrously for many of the men who 
have taken part init, several hundred of the 
,miners at Dortmund to-day made an attack 
upon the overseers of the Schalke pits. 

As s00D as an intimation of the attack was 
received, a strong force of gendarmes was sent 
to the pits to assist those already there guard- 
ing the men who had refused to strike. The 
atrikers resisted the officers, anda short but 
sbarp fight followed, during which several of 
the rieters were wounded. A miner named 
¥ Schoenwald, who led the rioters, was arrested, 
‘as were also several others of the etrikers. 

The mob, when they saw their leader under 
arrest, took to flight.

NELSON. W. YOUNG DEAD. 
—<—_—— 
A CORONER IN THIS CITY WHO HAD TO 
DO WITH FAMOUS CASES. 


Nelson W. Young, at one time Coroner in 
this city, died of pneumonia at his home in 
Rutherford, N. J., last night, He was bornin 
Rutherford sixty-four years ago. He learned 
the printer’s trade in Albany, and eventually 
drifted to New-York and became foreman of the 
Heraid composing room. 

He drifted into trades-union politics, and as 
he was an easy and fluent speaker became quite 


@ prominent figure. He declared that working- 
men should go into independent politics anda 
nominate theirown candidates. He did in fact get 
an independent labor nomination for Coroner, 
and polleda fair vote. This attracted the at 
tention of Tammany Hall, which took him into 
the fold, and at the following election, in 1870, 
nominated him as Tammany candidate for Cor- 
oner. This time he was elected. 

The office of Coroner then was 4 very lucra- 
tive one, as the Coroner got fees. Mr. Young 
held inguests in many famous cases. The in- 
quest as to the murderof James Fisk by Ed- 
ward Stokes was held before him, and when the 
Btaten Island ferryboat Westfield blew up, Mr. 
Young held inquests upon most of those who 
were killed. He aiso held the inquests on the 
ome of nearly all of the victims of the Orange 
rio 

When he firstassumed charge of these last 
cases he emphatically deolared that he would 
go into the merits of the thing and put the re- 
sponsibility where it belonged. Soon alter he 
was summoned py Mayor Hall, and after

JOHN BANDOLPH TUCKER ON THE 
AMERICAN CONSTITUTI(N. 


DISCUSSION BEFORE THE PATRIA CLUB 
_—THE VIRGINIAN’S VIEWS OF THB 
SOUNDNESS OF THE ORGANIC LAW 
OPPOSED BY MARTIN W. COOKE— 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS. 


The Patria Olub held its second annual meet- 
ing at Sherry’s last night, elected officers, was 
entertained with solos by Miss Emma E. Potts, 
contralto, and listened to a discussion of ‘‘ The 
Amerioan Constitution” by John Randolph 
Tuoker of Riehmond, Va., President of the 
American Bar Association, and Martin W. 
Cooke of Rochester, formerly Attorney General 
of this State and President of the State Bar As 
sociation. 

The last year has been one of prosperity for 
the organization. It has doubled its member- 
ship, and it is planning to push its work of non- 
partisan political education in several ways. 

Ex-Judge William H. Arnoux, who presided, 
introduced Mr. Tucker as a gentleman whom he 
believed to be the ablest expounder of the Con- 
stitution now living. Mr. Tucker was warmly 
received. He reviewed the ovolution of the 
British Constitation and the political develop- 
ments of the colonial era. Continuing, he said, 
among other things: 

“‘ Whether our fathers derived the idea from 
other minds, or from their own reflections, or 
from both, the doctrine of the sovereignty of 
the body politic as an essence, and the powers 
of government as merely emanations from this 
essence of sovereignty, took firm practical hold 
upon the sages of the Revolutionary era. The 
body politico is the source of all authority; the 
Government is the agent or trustee it creates, 
and to which it delegates powers. The sov- 
ereignty in the body politic is original 
and inherent; the owers of the Govern- 
ment are derivative. he one is the delegating 
sovereign, the other the delegated trustee; the 
one is principal, the other agent; the one is om- 
nipotent, the other limited in power; the one is 
the irresponsible creator, the other is its re- 
sponsible creature. ‘The wers that be’ are 
primal and secendary. he body politic is 
primal, paramount, and supreme; the Govern- 
ment secondary, dependent, and subordinate. 

“Both the Federal and the State Constitu- 
tions were the acts of sovereign peoples, not of 
Governments. Each framed and oreated a 
Government, and ae ita mechanism, and 
then defined and limited its powers. The Con- 
stitution created the Government, and the 
Government resulted from its creative fiat, and 
not otherwise. 

“The United States have powers only by del- 
egation through the Constitution; the States, 
by reservation of all powers not so delegated, 
unless prohibited. 

“Two canons of interpretation, therefore, 
may be thus stated: 

Ftret—As to the State Governments: Has the 
claimed’ power been denied in terms or by implica- 
tion in the State Constitution, or been delegated to 
the Federal Government, or prohibited to the States 
by the Federal Constitution? If not, it is delegated. 

Second—As to the Federal Government: Has the 
claimed power been granted in terms or by neces- 
sary implication? If not, the claim is bad. 

“In the former we look for the negation, 
‘Thou shalt not.’ In the latter we look for the 
affirmation, ‘Thou may’st.’ In the former non- 
prohibition is equivalent to grant. In the latter 
non-delegation is equivalent to the denial of 
power. 

* It is needlese to say that even before the con- 
federation era closed and ever since Chief Jus- 
tice Marshall presided in the Supreme Court, it 
has been a canon of American jurisprudence 
that a Constitution is the supreme law for Gov- 
ernment; that Government action contrary 
thereto is vold; that usurpation cannot legiti- 
mate the exercise of power by Government; 
and that he, who, as an officer of Government 
violates the Conatitution, is false to nis con- 
science and to God,is treacherous to public 
trust, deals a fatal blow to liberty under law, 
andisan enemy tothe progress, civilization, 
and true glory of bis country. 

“It is sometimes said by ignorant or vicious 
people, some in public and some in private ata- 
tion, that the dogma of a fixed Constitution, un- 
alterable by legislative precedents, when ne- 
cessity demands or expediency justifies or 
excuses, is effete, and should give place to the 
easy and better processes by which the Consti- 
tution shall become flexible, and shall yieid 
to every caprice of the populace and tu every 
scheme which policy may suggest or statesman- 
ship may dictate. To adopt this new theory is 
to traverse the law of our origin, to violate the 
nature of our institutions, and to launch this 
immense and immensely-growing population 
upon an unknown sea without chart or com- 
pass or polar star to guidel t. 

“ Paternal government is a falsehood. It 
takes the paternal name to sanotion its absolute 
@uthority, and discards the paternal duty in 
administering government. Itis only a father 
in name,and is without natural love to miti- 
gate tyranny orto do equal justice among its 
people. It claims power to ruie without re- 
straint, and to dispengoe blessings or cursings at 
its will. It has petted parasites attached to 
itself, that thoy may feed upon it, and draws 
the resources with whieh to supply them from 
the unfavored and disinherited mass, whom it 
only exhausts and never helps. It has its foster 
children and its foundlings, its favorites and its 
victims, and burdens the many for the benefit 
of the few. 

* Patriarcha was a blessing compared with a 
paternalistic democracy. ‘The former had a 
favored few in its family, but a democratic 

atriarcha must, in order to retain its power, 

and the multitude in its support by 
profuse and extravagant largess. In the 
election appeal to the fourteen millions of 
American voters, whose suffrages decide the 
distribution quadrennially of two billions of 
money, what demands the children will make of 
the patriarch, what bounty will be promised by 
him to his millions of offspring. In a mon- 
archy those bounty-fed adherents of pat- 
ronage for the Tiee of their loyaity 
will be few, compared tothe multitude, whom 
po man can number, who will clamor for ex- 
travagance in expenditure, as the reward of 
support of the party that bids most for their 
faver. ‘Who peppers the highest is surest to 
please.’ 

** What I venture to present to your attention 
has been treated with scrupulous care to avoid 
all partisan controversy and to furnish for your 
patriotic thought views of the true nature of 
our splendid system of federated States and 
ef the dangers which environ it, In its 
true morning, under just, fair, and liberal con- 
struction, avoiding the constricted av well as 
the latitudimarian processes of the older schools 
of interpretation, I believe the Federal Consti- 
tution, asa bundle of institutional principles, 
conserved under a wenderfully censtructed 
Government, and as a supreme law ofan ‘inde- 
structible Union composed of indestructible 
States,’ to be the best hope for the welfare and 
elevation of our people, and the best model and 
example for the friends of liberty in the world. 

‘But, as I sinoerely believe, if the dangers I 
have indieated be not averted, and the seeds of 
decay and corruption in our polity be not ex- 
terminated, the trend of our syetem of limited 
government for free, self-reliant, independent 
men, in that sag oe vigor that 
asks no aid from Government and will not 
submit to its tyranny, is toward that patriarchal, 
that paternal democracy, under which despot- 
ism will govern with absolute sway over a race 
of dependent parasites, who support its au- 
thority for the bounty they oan obtain atthe 
expense of the mass of unfavored victims of its 
misrule. 

“The evils which! infect and menace our 
country in the close of this dying century will 
be crushed by the free and unbound and inde- 
pendent manhood of the American pvople, 
unhelped and unhindered by the paternal 
care of their Governments. This must be 
done or liberty will perish. It shali not perish |! 
This work shall be,done and the supreme law of 
the land shall regain its paramount title. Amid 
the storms whieh threaten us, amid the wrecks 
upon the world’s political sea, this and this only 
is our tadula in naufragio, our ship of State, 
the Constitution of thia Union of free American 
Commonwealths.”’ 

Mr. Cooke, taking the > view, argued 
that besides the written Constitution was the 
unwritten one, developed by usage and the 
progress of the Nation. He dealt at length 
with the question of the sovereignty of the 
thirteen originai States. 

** A favorite argument we hear now,” he said, 
“is thatthe United States is a sort of trustee 
for the doing of certain things for the people. 
The advocacy of this view by tbe old States’ 
rights men is one of the signs of the times. 

‘Are the lessuns of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, the treaty of 1783, and the war of 
the rebellion to be perverted into‘Goto. Let 
us forma trustee.’ Here is atrustee that gov- 
erns 65,000,000 of people, that will not Suffer 
any nation to dictate to it, that preserves the 
rights of its citizens. 1t was such a trustee 
| which was created by the Awerican people.” 

The sovereignty of the National Government 
| was shown, he said, by the giving up by the

TO THEIR PASTOR’S MEMORY. 


UNVEILING THE HENRY WARD BEECHER 
TABLET IN PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 


The memorial tablet to the late Henry Ward 
Baesoher was unveiled in the vestibule of Plym- 
outh Church, Brooklyn, last night, The pre- 
liminary services were heldinthe main bedy of 
the church, which was filled with members of the 
congregationand anumber of persons who had 
been especially invited. On the platform be- 
side the pastor, the Rev. Lyman Abbott, were 
Thomas G. Shearman, Rossiter W. Raymond, 8S. 
VY. White, and the assistant pastor, the Rev. 
Howard 8. Blisa. 

After prayer and a hymn, sung by the congre- 
gation, the pastor announced the purpose of the 
meeting. Thomas G. Shearman then, on the 
part of the douors, gave the memorial to the 
church He said such a tribute was not 
necessary as coming from the Trust 


ees nor from the congregation to keep 
alive the memory of the mau whow all loved 
and revered. It waaintended more as an ever- 
lasting memento, about which might twine all 
that was held sacred and blessed in the career 
and work of Mr. Beecher. What this pas- 
tor did, the speaker said, was to ineuicate 
the loviug kindness of Gol and the sympathy 
of the Almighty for mankind. Mr. @hearman 
spoke of what Plyiwouth Church owed to Mr. 
Beecher, and then of the appropriateness of the 
inscription on the tablet to his memory. 

8. V. White, on the part of the Trustees of the 
church, accepted the tablet, speakingin a teei- 
ing manner of Mr. Beeeher, the creat good he 
had accomplished, and the peculiarly loving 
remembrance iu which these who ouce sat be- 
neath his teachings held him. 

lt was to be noted thatin all the remarks of 
the evening a word was said about the removal 
of Plymouth Church from its present site. What 
was sxid was in a guarded ‘manner, yet there 
was the indication that, in the minds of all, the 
possibility of such a step had been considersd. 

The memorial was formally accepted on the 
part of the congregation by Mr. Raymond, who 
dwelt upon the unselfish devotion of Mr. 
Beecher in his labors. ‘ He founded no sect,” 
said Mr. Raymond. ‘‘He was a deep thinker, 
yet he founded no philosophy. He wasa great 


patriot, yet he founded no party. His idea was : 


that he wes under God’s service.” 

The tablet, tho speaker said, was to be a re- 
minder ofthe guiding hand of the loving pastor, 
who was only lost to sight. 

The Rev. Lyman Abbott said that on Sunday 
morning the dedication of the memoria! would 
afford a theme for his d€iscourse. He 
also announced that contributions from 
those wishing to add toward paying for 
the tablet would be received on Sunday. 
After a short tribute to the memory of Mr. 
Beecher, the pastor asked as many as could to 
gather in the vestibule, where the memorial had 
been placed, fronting the main entrance, in 
Orange Street. 

The vestibule was soon crowded, and, after a 
prayer and while a hymn was being sung, the 
a which hid the memorial was drawu 
aside. 

The tablet, made of brass and bronze, is set 
inan oak panel, about whieh are carved oak 
leaves, signifyingsetrength. The medallion por- 
trait bust, modeled by J. Massey Rhind, is of 
bronze, and is set about the centre of the brass 
surface. Aboveit and tothe right and left are 
the words: 

“In Memoriam of Henry Ward Beecher, First 
Pastor of Plymonth Church, 1847-1887.” 

Beneath is this inseription: 


“TI have not concealed Thy loving kindness and 
truth from the great congregation.” 


The head and face bring out the strong, leo- 
nine, and characteristic features of Henry Ward 
Beecher.

The general belief in Paris that the men 
now arraigned for swindling the public in 
Panama will be severely dealt with isin 
keeping with the traditions of French jus- 
tice. There is nocountry in the world in 
which a swindler is less safe when 
the courts once get hold of him. But 
the real culprits, so far as the republic 
is concerned, are not yet before)'the courts. 
They are the men who betrayed public 
trusts for hire. The journalists who did 
this seem to be assured of immunity 
through the defects of the law, which are 
not easily curable. But the officials are 
punishable, and the French public ought 
not to be satisfied until they have been pun- 
ished. Thereought, too, to bean end of the 
chatter about M. CaRNorT, which is certainly 
scandalous and probably slanderous. Nota 
scrap of evidence incriminating him has 
been produced, though many newspapers 
talk as though his guilt had been proved. 
It behooves the President, if he be inno- 
cent, to make an example of any of his 
accusers who may he found to have over- 
stepped the legal limits of criticism. 


The concurrence of the Senate and the 
House in the views of the Navy Depart- 
ment as to the need of more enlisted men 
for the ships may fairly be hoped for. 
While it is true that the old vessels drop 
out about as fast as the new ones come in, 
many of the- latter require large comple- 
ments, being themselves of much greater 
displacement and haying much more ma- 
chinery and much heavier guns. We tind 
foreign countries steadily increasing the 
personnel of their navies. England, for 
example, added no fewer than 3,000 men 
and boys last year to her enlisted strength. 
During the coming year she proposes to 
add 2,000 more, which will make the total 
76,100. And this policy has been con- 
tinued for a long time, so that when the 
addition just spoken of shall have been 
made it will complete an increase of 13,500 
enlisted men within a period of five years. 
The French, it appears, have 42,865 men of 
the seaman class in their navy, but a re- 
serve in the merchant and fishery service 
which would make a total of 157,377. 
Germany is said to have projected an addi- 
tion of about one-sixth to the enlisted 
strength of some vessels which have had 
short complements. Our navy cannot, of 
course, rival some foreign services in this 
respect, but it must be obvious that, with 
half adozen new ships about to go into 
regular service, and half a dozen other 
and very large vessels soon to follow, our 
present enlisted force, even now inade- 
quate, should be permanently increased.

DIVIDED AUTHORITY IN QUARAN- 
TINE. 

The bill relatingto quarantine which has 
passed the United States Senate contains 
some excellent provisions, and it would 
perhaps afford an adequate basis for a 
national quarantine service if its enforce- 
ment were vested exclusively in national 
authority. Itpractically assumes authority 
over the whole subject so far asthe making 
of regulations and requiring compliance 
with them is concerned, but when it comes 
to actually enforcing compliance it relies 
mainly upon State and local authorities, 
whose subjection to the law can only be 
voluntary. It therefore provides for a di- 
vided authority in the administration of 
the service, which is very likely to lead to 


. conflict and may produce troublejust at the 


time when harmonious action is most im- 
portant. 

Certain provisions of the bill relate to 
matters wholly beyond the jurisdiction of 
State or local authorities. It authorizes 
the Secretary of the Treasury to make 
rules and regulations to be complied with 
at foreign ports by vessels destined to ports 
of this country, “‘ for securing the best san- 
itary condition of such vessels, their car- 
goes, passengers, and crews, before their 
departure for any port in the United 
States, and in the course of their 
voyage.” Consular officers at the foreign 
ports or medical officers of the United 
States detailed to act with them, must 
certify to the compliance of all vessels des- 
tined for United States ports with these 
rules and regulations, and their certifi- 
cates are made part of the ship’s papers 
necessary to secure entry on this side. In 
addition to incurring the risk of exclusion 
from entry, vessels violating these regula- 
tions are made subject to a penalty of 
#5,000. It will be noticed that the author- 
ity given to the Secretary of the Treasury 
is far-reaching and would enable him to 
prescribe rules to be observed, not only 
but on board the 
vessels while their voyage, 
the maintenance of proper sanitary 
conditions, including a limitation of the 
number of persons to be carried in the 
steerage and the regimen to be applied to 
them. While there is in the bill no direct 
reference to immigration, it is provided 
that whenever the President is satistied 
that contagious diseases exist in any for- 
eign country and there ‘is serious danger 
of their introduction into the United 
States notwithstanding the quarantine 
defense, and that the danger is so in- 
creased by the introduction of persons 
or property from such country that a sus- 
pension of the right to introduce the same

is demanded in the interest of the public 
health, he “shall have power to prohibit, 
in whole or in part, the introduction of 
persons or property from such countries or 
places as he shall designate and for such 
period of time as he may deem necessary?” 

In order to enter our porta, all ves- 
sels are required to comply with ‘the 
provisions of this act and with such rules 
and regulations of State and municipal 
health authorities as may be made in 
pursuance of or consistent with this act,” 
and a penalty is prescribed for violation of 
this requirement. While the State and 
municipal rules and regulations are rec- 
ognized and in a certain sense adopted, 
the Secretary of the Treasury may make 
and promulgate ‘such additional rules 
and regulations as are necessary,” as well 
as provide them for ports at which no 
quarantine now exists. Besides this general 
provision, the section which relates to 
regulations to be observed at foreign ports 
and on the voyage declares that the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury shall also make “ all 
such other rnlesand regulations as shall be 
observed in the inspection of the same [ves- 
sels] on the arrival thereof at any quaran- 
tine station at the port of destination and 
for the disinfection and isolation of the 
same and the treatment of cargo and per- 
sons on board, so as to prevent the intro- 
duction of cholera, yellow fever, or other 
infectious diseases.” In fact, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is empowered virtu- 
ally to supersede State and municipal reg- 
ulations, if he thinks best, and he may 
acquire the buildings and appliances of 
any existing station ‘‘ whenever the proper 
authorities of a State shall surrender to the 
United States the use” of them. 

All this is very well, but the weakness of 
the bill appears in the provisions which re- 
late to the enforcement of quarantine in 
our ports. In the third section it is pro- 
vided that the Surgeon General of the 
Marine Hospital Service shall ‘examine 
the quarantine regulations of all State 
and municipal Boards of Health,” and *‘ co- 
operate with and aid” such boards in the 
execution and enforcement of their rules 
and regulations and of the rules and reg- 
ulations made by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. In the fourth section it is made 
the duty of the Surgeon General of the 
Marine Hospital Service, under the direc- 
tion of the Secretary of the Treasury, “ to 
perform all the duties in respect to quaran- 
tine and quarantine regulations which are 
provided for by this act,” and to gather in- 
formation about the sanitary condition 
of foreign and domestic ports, &c. But 
in section five, which relates to the 
regulations to be observed at  for- 
eign ports and on arrival “at any 
port of the United States,” it is declared to 
be unlawful for any vessel ‘‘ to enter said 
port, discharge its cargo, or land its pas- 
sengers, except upon a certificate of the 
Health Officer of such quarantine station 
certifying that said rules and regulations 
[issued by the Secretary of the Treasury] 
have in all respects been observed and 
complied with, as well on his part as on 
the part of said vessel and its 
master, in respect to the same, its 
cargo, passengers, and crew.” It is 
plain that the execution of the provis- 
ions of the law and of the regulations made 
by national authority will depend mainly, 
ata port like that of New-York, upon the 
local Health Officer and his subordinates, 
The National Government will have no 
power to replace them if inefficient or to 
hold them to a faithful performance of 
their duties. In fact, the Quarantine bill 
in effect provides for a national system, 
the administration of which at the most 
important points will be wholly out 
of national control. It gives power to 
make regulations, the enforcement of 
which will bein hands that are not sub- 
ject to national authority. The most es- 
sential thing in any system of administra- 
tion is the power that is to operate it, and 
the authority that controls that power will 
determine its success or failure. 








A VOICE FROM OHIO, 

After some delay thechief of the Ohio 
political shepherds has made some remarks 
about the recent election and the impend- 
ing removal of the duties on wool. It was 
atthe annual meeting of the Ohio Wool 
Growers’ Association that Judge Law- 
RENCE undertook to explain why the 
price of Ohio wool had fallen un- 
der the benign influence of the higher 
duties which he inserted in the Mce- 
Kinley tariff, and to indicate the policy 
that should be followed by those wool 
growers who are willing to be guided by 
him. In spite of what happened on Nov. 8, 
Judge LAWRENCE still finds a melancholy 
pleasure in devising higher duties and in 
contemplating what seems to him to be the 
possibility of putting them into a statute, 
He mourns over his failure to impose a tax 
on cow hair, and urges that the present

Such wool is not pro- 
duced here in appreciable quantities, for 
the reason that itis less protitable to keep 
a sheep whose tleece is worth 50 cents than 
one whose fleece can be sold for four times 
that sum.

returns of the recent election in that State 
indicate that many of them have already 
cut leose from these political shepherds, 
and the loss of these men’s influence was 
shown most clearly by the returns from the 
towns in which they weresupposed to exert 
it most effectively. 

Judge LAWRENCE advises the wool 
growers of his State that they must “ ac- 
cept the issue made against them, and in 
self-defense make an aggressive political 
warfare against the nomination or elec- 
tion of any candidate for a political office 
who does not favor ‘full and adequate’ 
protection.” Why did they not begin 
this work in the recent campaign? 
The issue was plain enough. “ Our 
enemies,” he says, “ bid us defiance in the 
field of political contest. They shall find 
in us foemen worthy of their steel.” Not 
if Judge LAWRENCE is to be chief foeman, 
for the history of the MoKinley tariff and 
of the interpretation of . its wool 
schedule shows very olearly that the 
provisions of that schedule were 
framed by a person who sought by 
trickery and concealment to accomplish 
ends which he knew he could not attain by 
fair and open warfare. The unforeseen 
duty of 400 per cent. on common goat hair 
isanexample. Immediately after the new 
tariff became operative, the manufacturers 
began to encounter restrictions for which 
provision had been cunningly hidden in the 
paragraphs of the schedule. It is notorious 
that because of the concealed snares and pit- 
falls in that schedule, the open duties of 
82 and 50 per cent. on carpet wool were 
increased to 64 and 100 per cent. in many 
cases, and that the already high taxes on 
raw material were otherwise increased by 
unexpected interpretations for which due 
preparation had been made surreptitiously 
in the phraseology of the bill. When 
these unforeseen restrictions and addi- 
tional taxes drew out complaints, 
Judge LAWRENCE and his associates 
danced with glee, and reminded the public 
that they desired the exclusion of all for- 
eign wool. They also sought to restrain 
complaining manufacturers by threats, and 
attracted attention to themselves by other 
boastful and unseemly behavior. 

We expressed the opinion at the time 
that the advocates of tariff reform could 
have no more useful assistant than Judge 
LAWRENCE, and that they could well afford 
to reward this man and his associates for 
the work they were doing. We believe 
now that the manipulation of the wool 
schedule by ‘the political shepherds” of 
Ohio, their successful demands for the 
enforcement of all the tricky clauses of 
that schedule, and the insolent boasts and 
threats made by themin the first year of 
the new tariff, gave much aid and comfort 
to the cause of tariff reform. The wool 
growers of Ohio should find other and 
wiser leaders. 








THE CITY AND THE CITY CLUB. 

It is not likely that the or ganization and 
conduct of the City Club has created 
much consternation, up to this time, in 
Tammany circles. The Boys are perfectly 
willing to have the “rainbow chasers” 
meet and read papers and make speeches 
to each other on the necessity of reform 
and the true reason of municipal govern- 
ment. The Boys do not mind, either, an 
occasional open denunciation by the bet- 
ter element of one of them who has se- 
cured a lucrative oflice irrelevant to his 
qualifications. Indeed, the Boys not 
arraigned derive mirth from the denuncia- 
tion as a good joke on the arraigned Boy, 
while he himself, though he‘ does not like 
it, accepts it as “all in the day’s work.” 
He takes the same ground about it as was 
taken by Dr. JOHNSON when he was twitted 
with his inconsistency in accepting a pen- 
sion from GrorGeE III. after denouncing 
pensioners in his dictionary under pretense 
of defining them: “Sir, I wish it were 
twice as large, that they might abuse me 
twice as much.” 

But when an organization that exists for 
the reform of the local government under- 
takes to carry out its purpose at the ex- 
pense of an individual and concrete Boy 
by getting him put out of office, and possi- 
bly into jail, then even the Boys will admit 
that such ‘an organization ‘‘means busi- 
ness.” That is the course which the City 
Club has now pursued. It has un- 
dertaken to investigate the case of 
Gravy, and, if the investigation war- 
rants it, to prosecute Grapy for a 
misdemeanor. The facts have for some 
time been before the public, and the pub- 
lished version uf them has not been chal- 
lenged by Grapy or by anybody else. They 
were succinctly stated in the report 
which was presented to the club -last 
night by Gen. WaGEeR SWayYNe. The 
charter provides that the Commissioners 
of Charities and Correction shall not dis- 
charge any vagrants committed to their 
care without the written consent of the com- 
mitting magistrate, The Commissioners 
have exercised this powerin the cases of cer- 
tain women, inmates of a disorderly house, 
committed at the suit of the Society for the 
Prevention of Crime, and discharged with 
the “ consent” of GRapy, who was not the 
committing magistrate and of course had 
no more power inthe premises than any 
private citizen, These facts seem to make 
outa clear case of misdemeanor against 
the offending Commissioners and against 
GrabDy. If the case is as clear asit looks, 
the lives of these persons can easily be 
made burdens to them, and if they do not 
undergo the legal penalty for their mis- 
deeds the people will know the reason why. 

It is one thing to defy public opinion as 
has been done by the Mayor in some of his 
appointments, and quite another to violate 
a plain statute. The resolve to investi- 
gate this case of Grapy and the Commis- 
sioners of Charities is a most practical and 
a most needful piece of work, and 
work of the kind that vindicates the exist- 
ence of the City Club, since, al- 
though the facts have been published 
for some time, no other organization 
has taken action upon them nor shown any 
disposition to do so. The sign of a disposi- 
tion to punish several high Tammany per- 
sons is much more practical than an unfa- 
vorable expression of opinion upon the 
appointments of SCANNELL and Kocu. In 
reply to this, our rulers are likely to para- 
phrase the inguiry of Frederick the Great 





when he was told that one of his subjects 
was abusing him very savagely: ‘‘How 
many men ‘can he bring into the field.” 
So the persons arraigned will be likely to 
ask of the City Club: ‘How many votes 
does it control?” The answer to this is 
not at present very satisfactory, although 
the arrangements making by the elub for 
affiliated ‘‘Good Government” clubs 
throughout the city may, at no very dis- 
tant day, make it a power with which Tam- 
many will have to reckon. At any, rate, it 
is@ permanent rallying point for the op- 
ponents of machine government in both 
parties, and it is likely to show some very 
useful work.

CONFERENCES AND STRIKES. 

An address was made by the President of 
the Denver and Rio Grande Railroad, Mr. 
E, T. JErrreyY, on Friday of last week 
before the railroad branch of the Young 
Men’s Christian Association which con- 
tained some fruitful suggestions, or sug- 
gestions that, we think, might be made 
fruitful by careful and intelligent ap- 
plication. According to Mr. Jrrrrey 
the average railroad manager of to-day 
is a broader, abler, and kindlier man 
than the one of thirty years ago, and yet 
there are more men going about stirring 
up dissatisfaction and insubordination 
among railroad men now than there were 
thirty years ago. For this situation Mr. 
JEFFREY’S remedy in general terms was as 
follows: 

“Ido not oppose law-abiding, well-regulated 
labor organizations, but I do oppose the radical 
element which exeites dissensions, fosters anl- 
mosities, and keeps up a constant disturbance 
between employer andemployé. Frequent con- 
ferences avertstrikes. Reason must be made to 
prevail in composing all classes of contentions 


between labor and capital. Railread workers 
should confer and arbitrate, but not strike.” 


Now broad, able, and kindly men who do 
not oppose law-abiding and well-regulated 
labor organizations ought to be able to ap- 
ply this remedy. Obviously the seat of the 
trouble is largely with the ‘‘radical ele- 
ment” of which Mr. JEFFREY speaks, and 
the problem is how to deal with this ele- 
ment. It is not likely that it can be sup- 
pressed, and it is quite certain that it can- 
not be suppressed by the employers. It is 
composed of men who, for good or ill, wise- 
ly or foolishly, occupy the post of leaders 
among the men. If they were not leaders 
and had not influence with the men, they 
could not make trouble. The question is 
how they can be made toexercise their 
power for the real good of the men, or, fail- 
ing that, how the men can be induced to 
withdraw the power. Neither of these 
ends can be obtained by simply fighting 
the leaders, for the men will only cling the 
closer to them, and their power will only 
be increased thereby, and probably used 
worse than ever. If,however, these lead- 
ers can be made to feel some direct respon- 
sibility, they would either meet it and use 
their power more fairly or those whom 
they serve badly, when the bad service 
became obvious, would deprive them of 
power. 

It is by no means impossible to bring 
about this result by precisely the means 
suggested by Mr. JEFFREY, viz., conferences 
and arbitration. But the condition of suc- 
cess in such a system is perfect freedom in 
the choice of their representatives by the 
men, and this, in the beginning, would be 
sure to result in the choice of the very class 
of men to whom Mr. JEFFREY very natural- 
ly and reasonably now objects. But if 
these representatives be met in the proper 
spirit, ‘‘ broad and kindly,” by the employ- 
ers, if the facts in the matters of difference 
be fully and fairly discussed with them, if 
they be made to understand clearly what 
the companies can and will do, after hear- 
ing as fully and freely their statements 
and opinions for the men, there is reason to 
think either that they would themselves 
take a rational course or that the men 
would realize that they were not well 
served by their representatives and would 
change them. If the companies could con- 
vince the men of their good faith, of their 
firm intention to deal justly wiih their em- 
ployés, to hear their side fully and kindly, 
and to refer matters that/cannot be mut- 
ually agreed upon to arbitration, very 
good results might be had. At any rate, 
they are more likely to be got in this way 
than in any other, and the suggestions of 
Mr. JEFFREY are in the right direction.

THE PHILHARMONIO CONCERT. 
The concerts of the Philharmonic Society this 
season excite interest and proveke comment, 
albeit some of the latter is not of the kind to 
which that venerable body is accustomed. The 
public rehearsal, (as it is called,) prefatory to 
the third concert of the fifty-first season, was 
given yesterday afternoon in the Music Hall, 
and the large audience, chiefly composed of 
women, the most persistent votaries of music, 
Ailigently applauded the poorest stuff on the 


rogramme. Such a display of deficiency in 

aevimination might make one wonder whether 
the fair Wesehiggess at the shrine of tones ever 
treuble themselves to think about the artisti 
value of the matter which reaches them throug 
their sense of hearing. But, of course, ladies 
are privileged to bestow their approval or dis- 
approval en persons and things without giving 
@ reason why. 

The Godard violin concerto in G minor, No. 2, 
Ops 181, owed its sepwrens success to the pop- 
ularity of exaggerated sentimentalism in per- 
formance. The eompesition itself, to be plain, 
had no business on the programme of a Phil- 
harmonic concert for the simple reason that it 
was absolutely unworthy of such an honor. 
Most of the members of the society are young 
enough to knew better than te admit such 
stuff, but the committee and the conductor 
probably found it expedient to give the 
soloist his way in the matter. The only 
thing that can be said is that if they would 
have Mr. Johannes Wolf, violinist, they had to 
have the new concerto composed for him. The 
first movement of this delectable production re- 
vealed one small and ineffective theme cuddled 
up ina downy nest of soft, seductive passage 
work, most of which Mr. Wolf played consist- 
ently out of tune and with a rude dismember- 
ment of its phrases. The second movement 

roved to be a rather yrotty romanza, with a 

ald and stupid middle part. The prinei- 

al melody had some of its composer's cus- 
omary grace, but there was not much strength. 
Mr. Wolf played this movement muoh better 
than its predecessor. His intonation was good 
and at times his sentiment was warm, though 
it never ceased to be exaggerated and, there- 
fore, lacking in dignity. The final movement 
of the concerto was a most astonishing piece of 
writing. If this sort of thing becomes the fash- 
ion we shall expect to see Mr. De Koven making 
concerti outof the themes of “ Robin Hood,’ 
for ofasurety Benjamin Godard got his ideas 
in this last movement from the patter son 
of John Wellington Wells. No doubthe labore 
under the happy delusion that he was writ- 
ing @ net ptm re mobile, after the manner 
of Paganini or Moszkowski; but he was not. It 
was mobile enough—espeoially in the flute part 
—but, thank Heaven, it was not perpetuum. Mr. 
Wolf was recalled three times after the per- 
formance of this remarkable concerto. On the 
third recall he repeated the seeond movoment 
and after that he was permitted to depart in 
peace. 

The orchestral numbers yesterday afternoon 
were Beethoven's “ Ooriolanus” overtures, a 
new sextuor for strings, called ‘‘Souvenir de 
Florence,” Opus 70, by Tsechaikowsky, and 
Beethoven's seventh symphony. The new work 
by the great Russian composer proved to be 
fully worthy of his high reputation. Itis in a 
condensed sonata form ip three movements— 
allegro con spirito, adagio cantabile oe moto, 
and allegro vivace. The opening allegro 
has a broad and elevating introduction, made 
of a simple sequence of chord harmonies,which 
is repeated in the last part of the movement. 
The working out of the beautiful caatabile 
theme, treated at first alla serenata with a 
pizzicato accompaniment, is superb. The va- 
riety and brillianoy of the effects which the 
master has obtained from his body of strings in 
aix voices is remarkable and hia climax is pow- 
erful. The coda of the movementis especially 
effective, and leaves the hearer in an exalted 
frame of mind. 

The second movement isin the cavatina form 
andis one of those prolonged love songs, like 
the slow movement of the fifth symphony, 
which Tsehaikowsky knows so well how to 
write. This is not music to be talked about but 
to be heard, for ita great throbbing utterance, 
so full of deep, masculine feeling, cannot be de- 
soribed or even indicated in cold type. The last 
movement is a dance, and we are thus led to the 
conclusion that the composer's memory was 
of Florence in carnival time, when the ser 
enade and the dance filled the moon)it streets. 
This dance is founded on a quaint theme, 
which is almost immediately put into the 
process of working out. In the thunderous 
shock of ascending bass passages in one place 
we recognize the somewhat ominous gamboling 
of the Russian bear, but the general impression 
conveyed by the movement is that of wild, un- 
bridled revelry. The work wassuperbly played. 
The sonority, brilliancy, and accuracy of the 
body of strings in this dificult work deserves 
nothing but praise, and that, too, of the most 
unreserved sort. 

The two Beethoven works were well per- 
formed, though it must be said that the over- 
ture received more considerate treatment than 
the symphony. Mr. Seidl’s enthusiasm—we 
suppose that is what it must be—carried 
away the tempi in the latter werk. For in- 
stance, the metronome mark on the vivace of 
the first movement indicates that 104 quarter 
notes are to be played per minute. Mr. Seidl’s 
tempo began at about that pace, but before he 
had | ag through three pages of the score he 
had inoreased it to 130 quarter notes a minute. 
He similarly hastened part of the second move- 
ment. In the last his speed was only a little 
too great, but an allegro con brio of this kind is 
speedy enough as it stands, and any hastening 
tends to blur the performance. 

For one thing Mr. Seidl deserves commenda- 
tion in his reading of this work. In the trio of 
the scherzo the sustained passage of the violins 
on A with the two G sharp quarter notes is sub- 
sequently, when the theme is played by the 
whole orchestra, imitated by the trumpets. In 
the printed score, however, there are no G sharp 

uarter notes, the tone of these notes being A. 

r. Seidl is evidently of the opinion that the 
trampets should imitate the violins scomeatety, 
for he had the passage so played yesterday. It 
sounded right and it does look as if the com- 
poser meant It to be so, bu’ cou a not write it 
so because he had te use natural trumpets 
without valves capable of producing the neces- 
sary semitone.

THE SCHMIDT-HERBERT QUARTET. 

It seems as if this city were troubled with an 
embarrassment of riches in the department of 
chamber music, which was so long neglected. 
In the present week, for instance, music lovers 
have been offered opportunities to hear the 
Beethoven String Quartet, the Kneisel Quartet 
of Boston twice, and the Sehmidt-Herbert Quar- 
tet, whioh gave its second concert this season 
in the chamber-musie room of Musio Hall last 
night. There appear to be patrons for all these 
concerts, and the gentlemen of the Schmidt- 


Herbert organization were heard last evening 
by a goodly number of persons, who gave every 
evidence of enjoyment. 

The principal numbers on the programme 
were Haydn's quartet in D major, Opus 64, No. 
5, and Beethoven’s in F major, Opus 57, No. 1. 
Between these two works Louis Sohmiat, the 
leader of the quartet, played a prelude from the 
F major suite, Opus 27, @ romanze, and a 
scherzo by Ries, with piano accompaniment by 
Henry Schmitt, second violia of the quartet 
In response to a warm recall Mr. Sehmids 
played the familiar Bach air, with accompan!- 
ment by the ether three members of the quartet. 

The Ries scherzo will not add anything to its 
composer's reputation. The Haydn quartet, 
which Is always enjoyable, displayed the abill- 
ties of the four players to the best advantage. 
They were not so happy in the Beethoven 
number.

Five distinguished musicians have, how- 
ever, accepted, to wit: Max Bruch as repre- 
senting Germany; Saint-Saéns; France; Tschai- 
kowsky, Russia; Boito, Italy, and Edvard 
Grieg, Scandinavia. All five gentlemen will ac- 
cordingly go expressly to England in mid-June 
to be invested with the degree, and on the even- 
ing of the ceremony they will all appesr ata 
special concert of the University Musical Socl- 
ety to be given at Cambridge, each personally 
conducting one or more of his works.

THE TRUE STORY OF ITS ORIGIN TOLD 
FOR THE FIRST TIME. 


From the Cleveland Plain Dealer. 

The history of the tariff-reform plank of th 
Democratic platform adopted at Chicago ha¢ 
been so distorted for various purposes that it ic 
due to all concerned that the actual facts should 
be stated. It has been repeatedly asserted that 
the plank adopted was drawn by Henry Waiter 
son, and carried through the convention by hi 
and the Hon. Tom L. Johnson of this city, 4 
that its object was to embarrass Mr. eve on 
whose friends are represented as having fav 
the majority plank. It is the plain, unvarnishod 
fact that neither Mr. Watterson nor Mr. John< 
son had anything to do with the pair 
resolution incorporated in the platform excep 
to support it when presented to the convention, 
The full respwnsibility tor its authorship reste 
with the Hon. Lawrence T. Neal of this State. 

The amendment was written by Mr. Neal dur 
ing the session of the Committee on Resolutions, 
in the parior of the Palmer House, on the letter 
sheets of the hotel, after the sub-committee of 
eleven bad reported its platform. It was dong 
on hisown responsibility, without consulting 
anyone. As Mr. Neal passed out, he read the 
resolution to two other Ohio men who were 
Standing near the doer ani remarked that 
if it was voted down in committee he 
would, perhaps, offer it as a minority 
report in the convention. One of the 
Ohio men was a8 delegate and said he 
would vote for it in that case. Neither Mr. 
Watterson nor Mr. Johnson saw the amend- 


‘ment after it was written by Mr. Neal before it 


was offered in committee, and Mr. Watterson 
never saw it atany time until it was offered and 
read in the convention, although he might have 
been informed by the Kentucky member of the 
Committee on Resolutions as to the character 
of Mr. Neal’s amendment and of ita defeatin 
the committee, 

Mr. Johnson never saw the amendment, nor, 
so far as known, ever heard of it, until it was 
shown to him and other members of the Ohia 
delegation after the Committee on Resolutions 
had adjourned and Mr. Neal had rejoined the 
delegation in the convention hall. At that time 
Mr. Neal showed his amendment to different 
members of the delegation, Mr. Johnsen and 
Senator Brice being among the number to 
whom it was read; told them what he had dono, 
that the committee had yeted down the amends 
ment, that he had advised the committee ha 
would carry the amendment into the conven- 
tion, and that he proposed to do so if the dele 
gation would stand by him. Senator Brice, Mr. 
Johnson, and other members of the delegation 
advised him to go ahead, with the result that is 
well known to the country. 

* The plank offered by Mr. Neal and adopted by 
the convention was in exact accordance with 
declarations mads by him in speeches delivered 
long before the te Fee and the language of 
which was almost literally reproduced in the 
resolution. In his speech as Chairman of the 
Democratic State Convention at Springfield, 
Aug. 27, 1890, Mr. Neal said: “Let us in our 
latform to-day unqualifiedly commit the 
emocracy of this State to the true Demoeratia 
doctrine of a tariff for revenue only. A pro- 
teetive tariffis a robbery of the great ma- 
jority of the people for the benefit of the 
few, under the guise of law.” In hia response 
to a toast at the banquet of the Jackson Club of 
Columbus, Jan. 8, 1892, he said of the protect 
ive tariff: ‘The fact that its insidiong purposes 
are accomplished under the name of law, and 
that itis called taxation, renders it none the 
less a robbery of the great majority of the peo- 
P 6 for the benefit of the few. The Government 
as no constitutional power to impose and 
collect tariff duties, except for revenue alon 
and even then the collection of such taxes shal 
be limited to the necessities of the Government 
when honestly and economically administered.” 

That is the true story of the tariff-referm 

plank of the Chicago platform.

NATIONAL QUABANTINE. 
——$—_>—____. 
From the Detrott Tribune. 

There can be no question, from ascientifio stand. 
point, that the country can be amply protected from 
au invasion of the cholera by a careful and rigorous 
quarantine, coupled with extra precautions for the 
detection of the disease and for the preservation of 
the public health. But the quarantine, to be effective, 
mast be in the hands of the Federal Government. 
State and municipal quarantines are not to be de. 
pended upon. Only the Federal anthorities can 
carry outa uniform and efficient system of quaran- 
tine. Ifthe Federal authorities are given control of 
@ national quarantine, which shall be enforeed ust 
specific ports of entry, there will be no real danger 
from cholera on account of immigration. Prohibi- 
tion of immigration, however, wonild inerease dan. 
ger by encouraging surreptitious immigration at 
points other than ports of entry whore quarantine is 
in force, 


From the OChrtstian at Work, 

On the subject of quarantine the Governor, to our 
view, isallawry; we certainly cannot approve his 
views. The place to detain cholera is undoubtedly 
on the other side, when one can doit. But this is 
not enough; we must have a strict and thoreughly 
competent systom for treating it when it has come 
to this side; and it was just these different methods 
resorted to in New-York and New-Orleans whieh 
gave cholera a footing here years ago. No, a mat- 
ter which so vitally affects the public health and 
business interests of the country must be taken out 
of Tammany control. The necessity of a nationa 
quarantine has been demonstrated by recent expe 
rience. Itis essential to the public safety that Oen- 
gress provide for it at once. 


From the Baltimore Amertean. 

The President, in his message, advises the tranafer 
of quarantine from the States to the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and the public, without an exception that 
we are aware of—except Tammany, whieh dom- 
inates New-York politics—cordially indorsed this 
President’s recommendation.

TWELVE THOUSAND STRONG 
ORGANIZATION OF TAMMANY’S 

GENERAL COMMIITEE, 


BIGGEST THING OF ITS KIND EVBR 
KNOWN IN THIS BIG TOWN—RE60~ 
LUTIONS PLEDGING HEARTY SUP- 
PORT TO MR. CLEVELAND—HIS ELEC- 
TION A BOON TO THE COUNTRY. 


The spectacular part of the great local polit- 
joai machine called Tammany Hall—the Gen- 
eral Committee—organized for the business of 
1893 in the Wigwam last night. Beyond ap- 
proving of what is done for it by the Executive 
Committee it will have nothing particular to do. 

Itis the biggest General Committee ever got 
together in this town. Its vouug strength in 
committees matters is over 3,600, but its actual 
numerical strength is more than 12,000. 

Of course all who wanted to get upon the 
main floor of Tammany Hal) last night couldn’t 
do it,s0 a good many of the committeemon 
waited outside until some of those who were 
occupying standing room on the main floor 
were induced to take seats in the gallery by the 
Chairman. 

There wera some faces in the big crowd that 
fooked curious enough in a Tammany gather- 
ing. For example, there was John R. Nugent, 
who until a few weeks ago was the Republican 
leader in the Tenth Assombly District, sitting 
cozily and comfortably by the side of ex-Rezis- 
ter John Reilly, the Tammany leader 
of the Tenth District Then there was 
Charlies A. Jackson, 80 recently the Chairman 
of the County Democracy, the man who was 
going to ** turn out the lights ’’ on the County 
Democracy, sitting in the Twenty-first District 
Temmany delegation, a splendid illustration of 
the right of any man to change bis mind. Then 
there wae the Kev. Hugh O. Pentecost, another 
convert to the ideas ef the Wigwam, and many 
other recent additions. ; 

Ex-Mayor Grant was not there; Mayor Gilroy 
was Dot there; Kourke Cockran was not there, 
bat there were plenty of the old-line Tammany 
men on view. ’ 

Richard Croker, taciturn and quiet as ever, 
eat in one of the chairs of the front row. 

Police Commissioner James J. Martin called 
the meeting to order. Sheriff John J. Gorman 
was made temporary Chairman, the usual Com- 
mittees on Permapent Organization and Reso- 
lutions were appointed, and a receas of fifteen 
minutes was taken to give the committee a 
chance to go through the form of transacting 
business. M 

The report of the Committee on Organization 
was adopted, and it re-elected the officers of 
the committee of 1892 foranother year. The 
list includes Nelson Smith as Chairman of the 
General Committee, John B. MoGoldrick as 
Reading Secretary, ex-Judge McQuade as Treas- 
urer, and John G. HW. Meyer and Joel O. Stevens 
as Secretaries. 

The new list of Vice Presidents and Honorary 
Secretaries includes some new names. In the 
Tenth District, for instance, Ex-Register John 
Reilly named John Kk. Nugent as Vice President, 
and Dr. Washburn, another ex-Republiean, as 
Honorary Secretary. 

Sheriff’ Gorman announced that Chairman 
Nelson Smith was confined to his house .by a 
bad cold, and thatif there was no objection he 
would continue to preside in his absence. There 
, Was no objection. 

Williamin Salzer, Speaker of the Assembly, then 
claimed the attention of the clair and received 
quite an ovation from the crowd. He handed 
up the resolutions, which ina measure outline 
Tammany’s policy forthis year. Mr. MeGold- 
rick read the resolutions. They renewed the 
pledge of Tammany fidelity to Democratic 
faith, congratulated the Democraey upon 
the last election, scored the Republican 
Party, declared that the great national 
* victory achieved by the Democrats emphasized 
the desire of the people for tariff reform, and 
condemned the Sherman Silver Act, declaring 
thatit was “fraught with evils and dangers, 
from which the people should be delivered at 
the earliest possible moment.” 

Expressing the yiews of Tammany on what 
should take the place of the Sherman act, the 
resolutions declared as follows: 

“We fayor the establishment of legislative assur. 
ance that both gold and silver shall be the standard 
money of the country, and that the dollar's coinage 
ef both shall be of the same intrinsic and exchange- 
able value.” 

From this on the resolution ran as follows: 

“The success of the Democracy and the election 
of Grover Cleveland tothe Presidency ise a victory 
of courage and fidelity to principle andan uprising 
of patriotism and civic pride.

which emptied a rich Treasury ani piled up new 
burdens of taxation upon the overburdened labor of 
the couatry. ; : 

“Itis witha deep sense of gratification that we 
recognize the high standard of administration of 
public affsirs of this State, which has obtained under 
Democratis Executives.

THE CITY CLUB PASSES STRONG RESO- 
LUTIONS ABOUT HIS APPOINTMENTS. 


A big meeting of the members of the City 
Club, ap organization formed for the purpose 
of trying to purify city politicos, heard speeches 
and adopted resolutions last night condemning 
Mayor Gilroy for his recent appointments, par- 
ticularly for appointing John J. Scannell and 
Joseph Koch. The resolutions asked for a eom- 
mittee to consider the advisability of getting 
an expression of public opinion regarding such 
appointments, and called for proceedings 
against Police Justice Grady for his action in 
improperly securing the release of eight in- 
mates of a disorderly house who had been com- 
mitted by Justice Taintor. 

The speeches of the evening were made by 
James C. Carter, who presided, Dorman B. 
Eaton, and ex-Mayor Abram 8. Hewitt, and 
their sentiments regarding the Mayor’s action 
were frequently and loudly applauded. The 
meeting was held in one of the parlors of the 
clubhouse at 667 Fifth Avenue. 

Mr. Carter said Mr. Gilroy owed it to New- 
York to put men in office in whom the public 
could repose some confidence. The appoint- 
ments gave notice that there could be no hope 
in any of the professions made by the people 
who were masters of the political organization 
now in control. 

Gen. Wager Swayne, from the Committee on 
the Legislative Department, presented the reso- 
lutions regarding Police Justice Grady. Eight 
women, be said, inmates of disorderly houses, 
had been committed by Police Justice Taintor 
to six months’ imprisonmeny These women 
had been summarily discharged by order of two 
Commissioners of Charities and Correction, who 
had been led to make the order by what was 
claimed to be the request of the committing 
Justice, when the committing Justice had made 
no such request. 

The Commissioners had been led to believe, 
however, that he had by Justice Grady, who 
had prepared and sent to the Commissioners an 
order for the release of these persons, under 
such circumstances that the mmissioners 
had released them. 

Gen. Swayne declared that this was a precon- 
certed device, and that the steps taken by 
Justice Grady were taken with the view of de- 
ceiving the Commissioners and provuring the 
release of these persons on behalf of the woman 
who kept the house of which they were inmates. 
The procuring of arelease under these circum- 
stances was a misdemeanor. 

The resolution which he poondates provided 
for taking proceedings against Police Justice 
Grady and the two Commissioners of Charities 
if, after investigation, the Committee on the 
Legislative Department should decide that it 
was advisable 69 todo. The resolution was en- 
thusiastically adopted. 

Dorman B, Eaton presented the resolutions. 
declaring that the appointments of Messrs. 
Scannell and Koch were notorieusly improper; 
that citizens were without remedy as regards 
such appointments, except by organization and 
appeal to public opinion, and asking for the ap- 
pointment of a committee of ten to consider the 
advisableness of eliciting an expression of pub- 
lic opinion regarding said appointments. The 
— uations were carried without a dissenting 
yoice. 

Ex-Mayor Hewitt said, among other things, 
that the citizens who wished to condgmn Mr, 
Gilroy had got what they deserved. He had 
not voted for Mr. Gilroy and he was not disap- 
pointed.

A LIMITED NUMBER OF GRADUATES 
TO BB INVITED—MAY BE CALLED 
"THE RICHARDS GYMNASIUM. 


NEw-HAVEN, Conn., Jan. 13.—The Yale Gymnasi- 
um Committee will within a fortnight complete a 
four years’ work, which has resulted in the ereotion 
ef the most costly pbuilding on the Yale campus, a8 
well as the best gymnasium in the United States. 
The Yale Gymrasium, which has been completed 
and ccoupied for three months, will be formally pre- 
ronted by the Gymnasium Committee to Yale Unt 
versity on Monday, Jan. 23. 

‘The exercises will be brief and simple and open 
enly toa limited number of invited guests. They 
will consist ofan address by one of the members or 
the Gymnasium Committee, probably Judge How- 
land of New-York City, in which the new building 
and grounds will be formally presented to the uni- 
versity; a response by President Dwight of Yale, 
anc an exhibition in class gymnastic work by some 
o? the pupile of Dr. W. G. Andersen, physical di- 
rector of the new gymnasium. The exercises Ww 
begin about 7 o'clock. 

The Gymnasium Committee will mestin this city 
to-morrow and make final arrangements for the 

resentation exercises, which have mn appropriate- 
y arranged to take enn in Yale’s social week, when 
the city will be filled with friends of the university. 
Itiznow eight years since the scheme of a new 
Yale gymnasium was conceived by Prof. E. L. Rich- 
trds of the university, as a practical necessity, and 
shrough his efforta all the prominent alumni of the 
Bast were spe on the subject of aiding in the 
prection of the new building. In New-York, Cleve- 
land, and Boston the greatest success was met, and 
& permanent committee was appointed to take charge 
of the funds contributed and to oversee the erection 
of the building. 

The original committees was cemposed of the fol- 
lowing ten members; Arthur M. Dodge of New- 
York City, Chairman; William L. MoLane of New- 
York, Treasurer: Prof, Eugene L. Richards of Yale, 
Secretary; Judge Howland of New-York, W. W. 
Farnam of New-Haven, George A. Adce of New- 
York, Frank Jenkins of New-York, W. K. Town- 
send of New-Haven, William L. Gulliver of New- 
York, and Thomas ©. Sloane of Now-York. Mr. 
Bloane died two years ago and his place on the 
poramittee was never filled, as the building was well 
under way at that time. 

Work on the constraction of the gymnasium was 
begun in June, 1880, and it was opened for actual 
useatthe beginning of the last Fall term, in Sep- 
tember, 1892. The bnuiiding and lot on which it 
stands represent $250,000. 

‘The largest individual contributions were from F. 
W. Vanderbilt of New-York City, a graduate of the 
Yale scientific department; Thomas O. Sloane and 
his brother, William Sloane, of New-York City, and 
8. V. Harkness of the olaes of ’84, of Cleveland, Onto. 
The aggregate of the contributions of these four 
men was $55,000. 
ne into a corporation under the laws of Connes- 
tot in 1890, anaj will % out of corporate ex- 
istence with the presentation of the building to the 
Yale corporation. 

The subject of the name of the new gymnasium 
has received considerable attention. Undergradu- 
ates as well as alumni are calling it the “ Richards 
Gywmoasiam,” in hogzor of the prime mover in its be- 
balf, and as the college periodicals have also advo- 
tg this mame, the chances are in favor of its adop- 
tioa.

ring them all into the fold. It is evident that the 
material for the encoess of the new or, ization 
must be recruited from the ranks of wheelmen now 
affiliated with the League of American Wheelmen, as 
itis stated that none of the present professionals 
will be admitted on the cash-prize tracks. The men 
who acoept the inducements held out will be 
watched very clesely, and the slightest queer ridin 
will be sufficient to throw them out. It is asser 
that $40,000 has been subscribed by the managers 
interested to furnish the purses to be competed for, 
and $1,500 a day will be offered.

THE BIG COLUMBIAN STAMPS. 





THEY WILL LOOK PRETTY IN ALBUMS, 
BUT ARE OF NO PRACTICAL USE. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

Uncle Sam is working a confidence game on 
his confiding nephews and nieces with some of 
those Columbian stamps of his. There is no 
practical use to which those big stamps of high 
devominaiions can be put. The two-dollar 
stamp with Columbus in chaing, the three-dollar 
stamp with Columbus describing his third voy- 


age, the four-dollar stamp with portraits of Isa- 
bella and Columbus, and the ftive-dollar stamp 
with the terra-cotta portrait of Columbus, (the 
same as used on the souvenir half dollar,) will 
show up well on white background and hidden 
between red leather covers in stamp albums, 
bat people who buy them can never use them 
for sending matter through the United States 
mails and get the worth of their money. 

Under the postal laws no package in excess 
of four pounds can be sent through the mails, 
except books, one of which may be mailed 
' whatever the weight may be. The rate for 
tirst-class matter is 2 cents anounce. Four 
pounds would equal sixty-four ounces; at 2 
cents an ounce this would be $1.28. Then add 
8 cents for registering and that would amount 
to $1.36. A speoial delivery stamp could be 
added, but it would require the special stamp, 
so that no itguring could bring the eum toa 
greater figure for a domestic letter than $1.36, 
which could be covered by the stamps in the 
new series. 

Books are third-class matter, and the rate of 
postage is two ounces for 1 cent A book 
yoignmne twenty pounds would reguire only 
$1 in stamps, and there are few books weigh- 
ing thatamount. To use a five-dollar stamp a 
book weighing sixty-two pounds and eight 
ounces would be needed to get a full run for the 
money, and there are not many of those books 
printed. 

The sender of mail cannot double up and 
make sixty-two pounds of third-class matter by 
bunching any set of works. Whenthe package 
exceeds four pounds it must consiat of but Bne 
volume. 

Heretofore the largest denomination repre- 
sented in stamps sold the public has been 90 
cents. These will not be poe during the 
year 1893, and itis doubtful if they will be put 
on ssle again, as the demand for them is next to 
nothing. . 

Periodical or newspaper stamps for sums as 
high as $60 are in coustant use in Post Offices, 
but they are not for sale. Newspaper publish- 
ers make deposits with the cashier or pay for 
each issue sent through the mails. Receipts are 
given for the amount of the postage and stamps 
ageronsting the amount are pasted on the stub 
of the receipt, canceled by punching holes 
through them. and these stubs are sent to the 
Post Of}ce Department in Washington. The 
department is very particular not to let these 
stamps get out of ite possession, and stamp col- 
lectors have been known to resort to all sorts of 
tricks to secure possession of them. 

The Columbian stamps, or “jubilee” stamps, 
as Postmaster General Wanamaker denomin- 
hates them, oannot be used for second-class 
matter, which is sent through the mails for 1 
centa pound. The denominations of the news- 
paper stamps are 1, 2, 3, 4, 5,6, 8, 10, 12, 24, 
36, 48, 60, 72, 84, and 96 cents, and $1.93, $3, 
$6, $9, $12, $24, $36, $48, and $60. :

NEw-YorkK, Friday, Jan. 13—P. M 

To-day’s stook market was active and buoy- 
ant. With the exception of the movements in 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding and Manhattan 
the morning hours were comparatively quiet. 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding opened at 607,, 
and before the end of the first hour had broken 
to 58, on transactions of upward of 60,000 
shares. At the same time Manhattan was mov- 
ing upward. It opened 2% points nigher, at 
170, and within thirty minutes was selling at 
174%, Both these specialties held in the neigh- 


‘bornood of the priees made in the early move- 


ment forthe remainder of the day. Distilling 
closed at 58, a net loss of 3% points, on sales of 
137,886 shares, while Manhattan's final price 
was 174, a net gain of 6% points, the sales of it 
amounting to something less than 20,000 
shares. In neither case was there any special 
news which should have influenced the stocks. 

About noon the market broadened percept- 
ibly, the best buying being in the Grangers, 
New-England, New-York and Northern pre- 
ferred, Union Pacific, and Western Union. Read- 
ing was also prominent, and, while it moved 
within narrow limits, it closed within 45 of its 
best price of the day. The other coal stocks 
were also higher. New-England and New-York 
and Northern preferred scored the greatest ad- 
vances, but all the active stocks were material- 
ly higher. There was an exceptional advance 
of 6 full points in Consolidated Gas, on moder- 
ate transactions. The buying is mostly by peo- 
ple who are alrefdy interested in the company, 
and they have not as yet taken the Street into 
their confidence. 

The Street is bullish to a man, and will listen 
to nothing but talk favoring greater activity 
and higher prices. The fact that no gold has 
been engaged for shipment to-morrow did much 
to inspire confidence, notwithstanding that sev- 
eral banking houses intimated that large ship- 
ments in the near future are still probable. The 
action of the House committee in favorably re- 
porting a bill to amend the inter-State com- 
merce law so as to permit pooling helped the 
jubilant feoling in the last hour, and the close 
was buoyant at the best prices of the day.

WORKS ONE CLAW ON THE OTHER LIKE 
A FIDDLE AND BOW. 


From London Nature. 

Ameng the animals Dr. Aleock has specially 
observed is the red ocypode orab, which swarms 
on all the sandy shores of India, The bigger of 
its two chelw, or nippers, bears across the 
“palm” along finely-toothed ridge, and on one 
of the basal joints of the “arm,” against which 
the “ Ppa can be tightly closed, there isa 
second similar ridge. When the “palm” is so 
folded against the base of the arm,” the first 
ridge ean be worked across the second like a 
bow across a fiddle, only in this case the bow is 
several times larger than the fid 

The remarkable resemblance of the whole ar- 
rangement te the aeeralanes apparatus of 
many inseots led Prof. Wood Mason some time 
ago to infer a similarity of function, and he 
asked Dr. Aloock to observe the crabs, and to 
listen for the sounds which he supposed them 
to be capable of making. Dr. Alooek is now 
able to give facts which establish the truth of 
Prof. Wood Mason's idea. 

The sounds can be heard and their effects 
seen, if one crab, which may be called the in- 
truder, is forced inte the burrow of another, 
which may be called the rightful owner. The 
intruder shows the strongest reluctance to 
enter, and will take all the risks of open flicht 
rather than do so, and when forced in he keeps 
as near the mouth of the burrow as possibie. 
When the rightful owner diseovers the intruder 
he utters a few broken tones of remon- 
strance, on hearing which the intruder, 
if permitted, will at ence leave the 
burrow. If the intruder be prevented from 
making his escape, the low and broken tones of 
the rightful owner gradually rise in loudness 
and shrillness and frequency until they be- 
come a continuous low-pitched whir, or high- 
pitched growl, the burrow acting as a reso- 
nator. Dr. Alcock concludesjthat the use of the 
stridulating organ appears to be that a crab, 
when it has entered its burrow, may be able, by 
the utterance of warning notes, to prevent 
other crabs from crowding in on top of it,

THE ICE BLOCKADE RAISED 


———— 
OFF-SHORE WINDS HELPED T0 
CLEAR THE NARBOWS, 


WAVIGATION IN THE HARBOR RE- 
SUMED —TROUBLE STILL UP THE 
SOUND—MANY ACOIDENTS DUE TO 
HEAVY ICEKE—LIVELY EXPERIENCES 
OF VESSBLS IN THE BAY. 


The extensive field of ice which on Thursday * 
¥tretched acroas the Narrows and made the up- 
por bay a mare claueam was broken up yester- 
day and carried seaward by off-shore winds 
which prevailed during the greater part of the 
day. Steamshipe passing through the Narrows 
found navigation of that waterway compara 
tively easy, although the stream was 6étill 
flecked in places with detached pieces of ice and 
floes, some of which measured acres in extent. 
These, however, were easy to avoid, as there 
was plenty of open water in the channel 

The congestion in the upper bay was relieved 
at anearly hour in the morning, and before 
noon the Staten Island ferryboats were run- 
ning on schedule time. Other ferry lines were 
able to resume operaticns at an early hour. The 
boats made their trips with little difficulty, the 
fragments of ice whioh still remained in the 
river being too small seriously to interfere with 
their movements. The Shackamaxon was able 
to make her regular trips to Ellis Island, and 
communication was re-established with Bed- 
low’s Island. 

On the Sound there was little change in the 
eituation. Observers at City leland reported 
mo change in the ice there since the preceding 
day. As far eastward as could be seen with the 


aid of a glasa, the Sound was covered with ice. 
lt was not very thick, and Sound eteamers ex- 
perienced no great dithculty in fercing their 
way through. 

Many tows and sailing vessels which were 
forced to putin at City Island were unable to 
getaway, and were still ice-bound last night, 
The tug Aries made a tutile effort to pass out 
with her tow ai noon. Her progresa was checked 
by &® mass of ice encountered off Kxeoution 
hock, and, after several truitiess efforts to out 
through it, both tag and tow returned to City 
isiand. The steamer C. H. Northam passed in 
at 3:45 P. M., two hours late. Following ber 
Was the steamer Huntington, apparently dis- 
abied and in tow of the tug Golden Rule, 

The tugs A. &. Burnside and Vandercook, 
bound fur New-Haven with ocoal-laden barges 
in tow, zot stuck ip the iceat Hammond's Fiats, 
avd Were still there at latest accounts iast 
night Several vessels of the icc-bound fiest 
unchored oif City Island dragged their aachors, 
but austained vo injury. 

ju the vicinity of this city many accidents, 
due to ice, Were reported. Vbhecoal-laden barge 
Andrew Jackson sauk at her berth at the toot 
of West Kighteenth Street yesterday forenoon. 
Ebe had been towed there the day previous for 
the purpose of discharging her cargo of coal, 
but an ice floe cut through her sides and sent 
her to the bottom. 

The schooner Maggie Dalling, which arrived 
Taoureday from Cienfuegos and anchored in the 
lewer bay, dragged her anchors, and was 
etranded onthe beach near Fort Wadsworth. 
bhe was hauled off at high water by the tug A. 
© Nickereon and towed vo an anchorage off 
Stapleton, &. I 

The oli barge which was carried from her 
moorings off Stapleton Thursday night drifted 
to 4 polat below Fort Wedeworth. ‘There itwas 
tuken in tow by the tugboat Timmins and 
brought back to Stapleton. 

The pliotboat James Gordon Bennett, which 
went ashoro at Seabright, N. J.,ie reported as 
breaking up. 

The big sailing ship Gloosecap, whose many 
tribulatious Lave been befure reported, yester- 
day succecded iu reaching her pier at the Mer- 
chant Stores, Brookiyn. The tem-inch hawser 
of the tug Talisman, which vessel had attempt- 
ed to tow herup tho Narrows Thursday aight, 

arted in a field of ice encountered off Fort 
Wadeworth One end of the hawser wound 
around the tag’s propeller, rendering her heilp- 
1638. 

Her Captain knew it was useless to let go an 
anchor, as a tug’s ground tackle could not have 
held against the weight of ice that came drift- 
ing down with the current. If he had had any 
doubts about itthey would have been diss!- 
pated by the sight of the big freight steamship 
Massachusetts, which came sweepiug down the 
river broadside on dragging two massive 
anchors, which were powerless to hold the ves- 
sel. At one time it seemed asif a collision was 
imminent, but the steamship cleared the tug 
by a narrow margin. 

After the steamship had passed, the ice be- 
tween the Talisman and her tow became so 
thick that Engineer Andersonof the tug thought 
it was feasible to carry another baweer to the 
ebip by hand. He attewpted the dangerous feat, 
and, picking his way over the floes, succeeded 
in getting a line on board the ship. To the line 
was attached the tug’s eight-inch manila 
baweer, and when this was got on board the 
Giloosecap, the steam winches wore set at work 
end gradually the tug was warped alongside. 

The ship weanwhile had let go her best bower 
auchor, but it had no more effect than if a fish- 
ing jine had been dropped over the side. Ship 
and tug drifted seaward with the ice in which 
they were thickly im »edded. As they reached 
the more open bay pacches of water were found, 
and finally they drifted into a clear space and 
the anchor held. The tug waa still alongside, 
but the hawser, which had wound around her 
propeller, rendered her machinery useless. 

A boat was hoisted out yesterday morning, 
and Capt. C. H, Winnett of the tug, assisted by 
his engineer and a deckhaud, attacked the ob 
struction with s coid chisel. After two hours 
of hard labor they succeeded in freeing the pro- 
peller. The boat then proceeded to the city for 
a fresh supply of coal and water, both of which 
Were nearly exhausted. She went back for her 
tow during the afternoon, and succeeded in put- 
Sag the vessel in her dook without further mis- 

BD. 

The Massachusetts was carried nearly a mile 
by the ice before her anchors held. She came 
up the bay yesierday forenoon and chose a 
berth off the Liberty Statue. Her black hull 
was almost comp!ctely incased in ice. 

Reports from sandy Hook state that there are 
still’ great quantities of ice in the lower bay. 
ihe masses were fast breaking up last evening 
and were being carried to sea by the tide and 
northwest wind. Men most conoerned in the 
doings of the ice think the blockade has been 
raised avd that navigation will no longer be 
scriously impeded by it, at least to the extent 
that it has been during the past few days,

TRAIN SERVICE DELAYED. 

The weather in New-York yesterday was dis- 
agreeable. Even withthe sunshine the ther- 
mometer was low enough to tell upon the ears 
and faces of people out of doors. Early in the 
morning the street thermometers showed from 
12° to 14° above zero, and throughout the day 
the variations were in the neighborhood of 17° 


te 21°. The Weather Bureau had a lower show- 
ing before stfnrise, but Kept taba on the other 
instruments during the day. 

Train service on the New-York Central con- 
tinued irregular through Thursday night and 
yesterday. All the Western express trains due 
to arrive yesterday morning from 6:30 to 11 
o'clock were from two to three hours late, and 
after midday Westeru connections were behind 
time. The North Shore Express, due at 3:45 r, 
M., was four hours late. and the Western limit- 
ec was three hours behind. 

Trains trom Boaton on the New-York and 
New-Haven Road were from thirty to forty 
minutes late, but the local service was kept 
fairly on schedule time. 

On the Pennsylvania Road, also, Western 
travel was delayed. and the New-Jersey com- 
panies brought their trains into Jersey City be- 
uind time, especially from the interior.and in 
the directien of Trenton and the ‘lcng-shore 
brancbes.

The Continental Trust Company, as receiver 
of the personal property of Major William B, 
Wetmore, brought suit against Sarah T. Wet- 
more, Major Wetmore’s mother, to get posses- 
sion of the surplus of a trust fund which sho 
teid for the benefit of her son, and to apply 
whaterer was gained possession of to the pay- 
ment of alimony due Major Wetmore’s wifo, 
Mre. Annette B. Wetmore, who has secured a 
civorce from him. The trust fund, as originally 
established by Major Wetmore’s father, was 
$100,000. It bas tnereased since it was es- 
iavlished,and the trust company vontended that 
aithough the original fund could not be touched, 
the feoremen’ might be applied to the payment 
of the uupaid alimony. An injunction Was se- 
sured restraining Mra. Sarah T. Wetmore from 
disposing of any of the money. 

The General erm of the Supreme Court yes- 
seordey, in an opinion written by Presiding 
Justice Van Brunt, reversed the order grauting 
the !njunetion, holding that the increase of the 
fand could not be taken possession of and used 
te pay the elimony due to Mrs. Wetmore.

FUNERAL OF MISS HOLLEY. 


AFFECTING SERVICES CONDOCTED BY 
PROF. THOMAS DAVIDSON. 


The funeral of Missfs!lie Holley, the philan- 
thopiat and friend of the negro, was held at 
Miller’s Hotel, in Twenty-sixth Street, near 
Sixth Avenue, late yosterday afternoon. A 
large company of those who knew and esteemed 
Miss Holley was prosent. 

Prof. Thomas Davidson opened the services, 
reading a number of seleviions from Dante. 
Then he sald: 

“Tread these selections because they were 
favorites of our friend, and because she always 
spoke of them to me with so much pleasure, 
Tne trend of events that brought us here and 
the feelings that the face of the dead raised in 
me makes it impossible to say what I would 


aboutour friend. My acquaintance with Miss 
Holley was only of a few yoars’ standing, but I 
remember twenty-six yeara ago, when [ first 
came to thig country, the effect the reading of 
her writings hadon me. AfterI knew her she 
said one day to me: 

“*T lead a very humble life and I don’t find 
much time for spiritual thought My time is 
taken up in feeding thehungry and ciothing the 
naked.’ 

“T eould say—what could I say?” 

Here the voice of the speaker broke and the 
teararan down his cheeks, and it was some 
minutes before he could go on with bis remarks, 
he was so overcome. Hs answered hia question 
by saying that he told Miss Holley that she was 
doing God’s work more than if she had taken 
this time for spiritual thought. 

* Her death was our loss,” said Prot. David- 
son, “nothers. She was ready to enter a larger 
ephere of duty.” . 

Prot. Felix Adierof the Ethical Soolety fol- 
lowed Mr. Davidson. In opening his remarks 
he read Miss Holley’s last poem, “‘ A Summer 
Dawn in Virginia.”’ 

**I could not,” said Prof. Adler, “‘ resist com- 
ing bere in the midst of a busy day to say a few 
words in the honor of the one who lies before 
us, andto teli of her faith. It matters not 
whether there be amplo time for preparation 
for death or whether the time be brief. Our 
only thought should be that we are prepared, 
and in Miss Holley’s case she was prepared. 

‘TI wish to speak of the salient features of 
her life. First Il wish to speak of her courage. 
Courage in ite highest sense was the greatest 
charm in her possession. She showed all through 
her life the ability and courage to face prejudice 
in allite forms. This is the highest moral cour- 
age aud it is born of unselfishness. In her, 
courage took the form of complete absorption to 
the end in view, and this was so with ber to the 
end of her life. 

**Her second trait was her culture. She pos- 
seesed fine culture, but when I speak of culture 
I do not mean that form of culture thatisshown 


in the example of literature which I just read. . 


The culture I refer to was the culture of the 
heart. We are ever to remember that the high- 
est reward we receive in the doing of good to 
others is the fine effect it has on ourselves. One 
who takes apee herself the care of as. many 
lives as she did lives a thousand lives. 

“The third trait was her great kindness, and 
here we can notsay too much. When the course 
of slavery was removed many who fought to 
obliterate it laid down their arms, but there was 
a smailer number who thought that the work 
had just began, and Mies Holley was among that 
small number. To this work of Beiping to benefit 
the negro she gave her life and it is with this 
that she is identified in our minds. 

“*A Summer Dawn in Virginia’ was the title 
of her latest work, and Gan it not be said of her 
that she made by her worka Summer dawn in 
Virginia where there was Winter before 1 There 
are millions all over this country who are think- 
ing of her and who would speak a word of fare- 
well to her were they here Let me be their 
mouthpiece and speak for them. Good-bye, kind, 
loving friend and dear benefactrees, good-bye, 
and I say this in the name of all who loved her.” 

Mr. Giles B. Stebbins also made a few remarks, 
in which he told of Miss Holley’s work on the 
lecture platform. 

Among those who were present at the time 
were Dr. aud Mrs. Frank Fuller, Henry Tomp- 
kins, Miss Knapp, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph ‘T. 
White, Mra. Everett Clapp, Mrs. Charlies Jenk- 
ins of Newburg, Mra. Knight Clapp, Mise 
Hedges, Mrs. Spencer Aldrich, Dr. and Mra. E. 
P. Miller, Miss ‘Card, and Miss Rathbourne. The 
body was taken to Rochester on the Y o’olock 
train, and was accompanied by Dr. and Mra. 
Fuller. It will be interred in the family vault 
in Mount Hope Cemetery. 





ONE MYSTERY CLEARED UP.} 


eiciieih sees 
LIGHT ON THE RECENT FIRE UNDER 
PALMER’S THEATRE STAGE, 


The mystery surrounding the fire under the 
stage of Palmer’s Theatre, an account of which 
was printed in THe New-YorK Times of Dec, 
29, 1892, has been cleared up through the 
efforts of John C. Eokerson, of the real estate 
firm of Thomas & Eokerson, whose office ad- 
joins the theatre on Thirtieth Street. The fire 
started in the office of the firm, and had about 


communicated to the stage of Palmer's, which 
was only separated from the office by a thin 
plaster partition, when the firemen arrived and 
put it out with a well-directed stream of water. 

It was nearly 2 o’ciook in the morning of Deo. 
29 when the fire broke out, and at the time sus- 

icion was fastened on Daniel J. Dineen, a ool- 
ector employed by the firm. Dineen was inthe 
office atthe time of the fire, and a cab driver 
told the police that he had seen the collector 
run out of the place with a burning book, which 
be threw into the street. When questioned by 
the police Dineen was unable to give a satisfac- 
tory explanation of his presence in the office at 
such au upusoal hour and he was locked up. 
Next morning he was discharged, as the facts 
were bot thought sufficient to warrant a charge 
of incendiarism. 

Dineen was taken back into the employ of the 
firm, but Mr. Eokerson concluded that the cir- 
cumstances Warranted an investigation. He 
learned that Dineen bad thrown the burning 
vook with which he ran out of the office into a 
sewer manhole at Thirtieth Street and Broad- 
way. 

The half-burned book was found and Mr. Eck- 
erson saw that it was & petty cash book in 
which the money collected by Dineen was en- 
tered. A oareful examination of the firm’s 
accounts revealed the fact that ths collector 
was about $500 short, and it was pretty well 
established that Dineen had tried to burn out 
the office in order to hide the evidences of his 
peculations. The investigation took some time, 
and when it was concluded Mr. Eckerson 
learned that the culprit had taken warning and 
fled the town. He lived with his brother, Pat- 
rick J. Dineen, a foreman in the Park Depart 
ment, at 345 West Thirty-firth Street. 

The police are keeping a sharp lookout for the 
young man. He had excellent prospects, and 


“the only explanation given for his action is that 


he had lately taken todrink. On the night of 
the fire, it is pretty well established, he was 
almost insanely drunk. He could easily have 
raised the money necessary to make good his 
shortage, aud there was no good reason why he 
should have resorted to such vicious measures 
to conceal his thefts. 





In Honor of Benjamin Franklin. 

A dinner will be given at the Hotel Bruns-

INCENDIARIES EVIDENTLY TRIED TO

Very early in the morning Bergman went down 
town for newspapers, and: looked his wife in. 
She and the baby were sieeping in the rear 
room. Bbhe said that her husband usualiy 
looked the door from the outside and took the

derick Sohlunok, who has a bake shop at 
2,054, went out of his shop a littlo after 4 
o'clock in the morning and saw smoke coming 
out of tho cellar. © ran to the nearest fire 
alarm box and sent in an alarm, andran back 
to arouse the tenants. In the meantime Mra 
Bergman had been awakened by her baby and 
found that smoke had filled the store. She 
osught up the baby and began knocking at the 
window and soreaming. Schlunck saw her and 
kioked in the door and let her out. 

No response had been made to the alarm and 
no policeman was in sight, although people 
were running out of the house yelling “ lire!” 
Soblunck sent in another alarm, and this time 
the firemen didoome. Bridget Clarey, a widow, 
on the second floor, wanted to jump out of the 
window, but finally climbed along the cornice, 
which was covered with spow and ice, to the 
window of the next house, Before the fire could 
be fet under control ijt had burned up the stairs 
and caused about $2,000 damage. 

When the firemen began making investiga 
tions they found that the part of the cellar that 
belonged to Bergman had been saturated with 
kerosene and had then been fired. It was said 
that two young men, Nicholas Henkel and Will- 
iam Bracht, boarded in Multhaupt’s part of the 
cellar. Bracht has not been seen since last Sat- 
urday, and Henke! said carly yesterday morning 
that he did not sleep there that night, as it was 
tooceld. He evidently knew wore about the 
fire than he wanted to tell. Then he disap 
peared. 

There Das been a good deal of business rivalry 
between Bergman and Multhaupt, as they deal 
inthe same kind of goods, Multhaupt’s wife 
was sick with erysipelas and Multhaupt got his 
head cut in a fight witha man during the fire. 
a husband and wife were sentto the hos- 
pita’ 

The Fire Marshal summoned the tenants 
yesterday afternoon and examined them. It 
was ascertained that yesterday’s attempt to 
burn the tenement wae the fourth within a year, 
andeach time kerosene was used. Several of 
the tenants left some time ago, as they were 
afraid to live there. The police are invyestigat- 
ing the matter.

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WIZLIAM H. WICKHAM. 

William H. Wickham, who was Mayor of New- 
York Olty during the term beginning Jan 1, 
1875, died early yesterday morning at his home, 
833 Lexington Avenue. He had been aick for 
several months, and during the last six weeks 
he had been confined to his house. Mr. Wickham 
had heart disease, and a complication of this 
ailment with Bright’s disease, caused his death, 
which came very suddenly. 

Day befere yesterday Mr. Wickham received 
callers, and his family did not consider him to 
be in any immediate danger of death. He was 
not able to lie in bed, but sat in a chair while a 
trained nurse remained with him constantly. 
With no warning whatever, Mr, Wickham sud- 
denly moved in his chair about 2:30 o’olook in 
the morning, and died in a moment. 

William H. Wickham was born at Smithtown, 
L, L, July 30, 1832, but during all the years of 
his life his home had been in this city. He was 
the sonof Daniel H. and Rath Wickham, both 
of whom are living at 71 West Eleventh Street. 

Daring his early life Mr. Wickham was identi- 
fied for a time with shipping interests, being 
ticket agent for the Paoifio Mail Steamship 
Company in the office of Howland & Aspinwali. 
Afterward he entered the jewelry business, in 
which his father had preceded him. For sev- 
oral years he was a dealer in diamonds at 24 
Maiden Lane. In the days of the Volunteer Fire 
Department he was foreman of the Baxter Hook 
and Ladder Sper ony, No. 15, and of the Mutual 
Hook and Ladder Company. In 1858 he was 
elected Secretary, and in 1859 Vice President, 
of the New-York Fire Department, and in 1860 
he became President of that organization. 

After the uprising of the people which result- 
ed in the overthrow of William M. Tweed and 
the breaking up of that ring of thieves, Mr. 
Wickham was Chairman of the Apollo Hall 
Democracy, opposing Tammany Hall; but aft- 
erward he became reconciled with some of the 
leaders, and in the Autumn of 1874 he was 
nominated by the Democrats for Mayor. John 
Kelly made the nominating speech, and re- 
ferred to Mr. Wickham as “my candidate.” 
gin term of office he appointed William 
C. Whitney to be Corporation Counsel. He re- 
fused to accept a renomination in 1876, and 
afterward took slight active interest in politics, 
except in the instance when, with Peter B. Ol- 
ney, he opposed the candidacy of William R. 
Grace for Mayor on religious grounds. His own 
administration was not remarkable in any way. 

At the time of the collision in the Fourth Ave- 
nue tunnel in 1890 Mr. Wickham served as fore- 
man on the Coroner’s jury. He was also a 
member of the Committee of One Hundred for 
the Columbian ocelepration in this city last 
Autump. For several years Mr. Wickham was 
@ valued member of the Board of Education. 
At the time of hisdeath ho was a Director in 
the Consolidatea Coal Oompany of Wyoming. 
On sey ofthe news of his death ) yoy 4 
Mayor Gilroy displayed the City Hall flags at 
half mast. 

Mr. Wickham married Miss Floyd of Long Isl- 
and, who, with an only daughter, survives him. 
At the death of his sister, several years ago, Mr. 
Wickham adopted her three grown children 
one 60n and two daughters, as his own, and all 
have since lived together in the family home at 
338 Lexington Avenue.

ECKSTEIN NORTON. 

Eckstein Norton, banker of 33 Wall Street, 
died suddenly on Thursday night at his home at 
8t. George, 8. L He had been at his office that 
afternoon and had appeared to be in his usual 
health. Late in the evening he was stricken 
with heart disease, and never recovered con- 
sciousness. 

Mr. Norton was bornin Russellville, Ky., on 
Deo. 11, 1831. As a boy he took a great interest 
in the temperance question, and at fifteen he 
helped to organize the first temperance society 
known to have existed for work among the 
negroes. About the same time he anda friend 
made their first business venture—the supply- 
ing of Russeliville with religious books. On an 
investmeat of $4 they netted $12. Young 
Norton saw that the market was supplied and 


drew out of the enterpries, but his partner laid in 
another stook, for h there was no demand. 

In 1850 Mr. Norton went into business in 
Russellville, but ayear laterhe moved to Pa- 
ducah, where he formed a partnership with his 
brother, William F. Norton. In 1854 Eckstein 
Norton and Richard Fowler contracted with 
the Illinois Central Railroad to forward its 
freight to places south of Cairo, and this bDusi- 
nessa was continued for several years. Then 
Mr. Norton and his brother did a banking busai- 
ness in Paducah, but in 1864 the former came 
to this city and joined the banking and com- 
mission of Norton, Slaughter & Co. 

In 1870 Mr. Norton began active operations in 
railways, soounng control of the New-Orleans 
and Ohio Road, of which he became President. 
The line was consolidated with the Mississippi 
River Road to form the Paducah and Memphis, 
of which he was President for several years. It 
was, however, through his connection with the 
Louisville and Nashville Road that he was best 
known. In July, 1884, beteatered its Board of 
Directors, in the following October he was made 
its Viee President, and three years later he was 
elected President, holding that office until 1891. 

Mr. Norton remained a Director of the com- 

any, and he held similar offices in the 

exican National Railroad, the Mechanics’ 
Bank, the Bank of the State of New-York, and 
the First National Bank of Staten Island. He 
wasa member of the Cotton Exchange, the 
New- York Southern Society, andthe Democratic 
Club, and waa President of the Trustees of the 
8. R. Smith Infirmary on Staten Island, to which 
he gavea ward. He also aided greatly several 
Baptist churches in Kentucky and the college 
at Russeliville. 

Mr. Norton married Lucy Peyton Moore of 
Kentucky in 1864. He leaves a wife, three 
sons, and three daughters. 

Funeral services will be held at the Dutch 
Reformed Church, Brighton Heights, 8. L, Sun- 
day, at 3 o’clook P.M. The interment will take 
place at Russellville, Ky.

GEORGE W. KIRBY, SR. 

George W. Kirby, Sr., is dead aot Atlanta, Ga. 
He was well known in Atlanta, where he had 
resided fora number of years, and throughout 
Georgia, Florida, and Illinois, in all three of 
which States he had occupied positions of 
prominence. He was a native of Cincinnati, 
and by profession a geologist and scientist. He 


served fora number of years on the Govern- 
nent geological survey in Illinois and adjacent 
States. 

Seven years ago he went South on the same 
service and was employed in Georgia and Flor- 
ida. He was in the Government employ at tho 
time of bis death. 

Mr. Kirby had conceived aplan fora mam- 
moth painting, illustrating the prehistoric 
world, and intended to portray the affiliation of 
science aud theology. These paintings were to 
bein a series, executed in oll on canvases 12 
feet square. Mr. Kirby had been engaged on 
this work about six years, and the length of the 
canvases completed at the time of his death 
was 5,120 feet, aimost a mile. 

The cost of the work had been $9,500. He 
had determined to complete and exhibit his 
life work at the World’s Fair, and space had 
been seoured forit. His sen will see that his 
wish is executed, andgthat the paintings are on 
view at Chicago next year. 

Mr. Kirby was an enthusiast in his chosen 
science. ¢ had bad experience as a lecturer, 
and was widely known among the geologists of 
the country. He was in his sixty-sixth year. 
He left three children.

4 DULUTH HOTEL BURNED. 
-_>- 
THE GUESTS LOST THEIR ENTIRE EFe 
FECTS—ONE PERSON KILLED. 


DULUTH, Jan. 13.--Fire caught in the bage. 
ment of the St. Louis Hotel this morning and 
destroyed the buildingin an hour. Many occu- 
Pants were compelled to use the fire escapes 
and ladders of the Fire Lepartment. Men and 
women, half dressed, climbed down the ladders 
while the mercury was several degrees below 
zero. A little child was heard piteousiy calling 
for “Papa” through the smoke, and was finally 
rescued after hard work, half suffocated. There 


were many narrow escapos. [t is almost certain 
that one life was lost. The loss will reach 
$100,000. 

There was scarcely time to save the books of 
the hotel office. Nearly ail the guests lost their 
entire effects. The building was an old brick- 
veneered structure, five stories high, on Michi- 
gap Street, and 115 by 150 feetin size. It waa 
built in 1883, and was for a long time the only 
good hotel in the city. It was the property of 
the Boston Realty Company of Massachusetts, 
and was insured for $35,000, with rent insur- 
ance of $10,000. 

Besides the hotel there-wore the American 
Express Company and the Omaha Railroad 
ticket offices in the building. Their loss is total 

Adjoining the St. Louis is the Brighton Ho- 
tel, belonging to the same parties, but separat- 
ed from it by a solid wall. The light court in 
this building caught fire, but at 1 o’clock it was 
safe. ‘he damage by water will be large there. 
An tnsurauce of $85,000, and $15,000 on rents 
is carried by the Brighton. The insurance on 
a is about $30,000, and half of this is a total 
oss.

THE MISSION OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY 
OF NAVAL ENGINEERS. 
To the Editor of the New-York Times: 

In your issue of Deo. 26 appeared an article signed 
“Fair Play,” which is about as full of misrepresenta- 
tions and distortions of facts ag the number of words 
willallow. It would occupy too much of your valu- 
able space to attempt to point ont all of the errors, 
and, in fact, most of them are evident ata glance to 
any one who is at all familiar with the navy. 

It is, I believe, usually considered misdirected 
energy to answer aD anonymous or pseudonymous 
letter, and I would not do so but that my attention 
has been specially called to that partof the letter 
which speaks of “an organization ostensibly for 
scientific and professional purposes, Dut secretly and 
in reality for the purpose of united, concerted, and 
systematio lobbying.” This so evidently refers ta 
the American Society of Naval Engineers, of which, 
during last year, | was the Secretary and Treasurer, 
that Lhave been urged bya numberof correspon. 
dents to give this statement the lie which it deserves. 

There was bever a statement made in cold type 
more utterly devoid of truth than the one just qnot- 
ed, which charges that this society has any other 
than its ostensible and only object. I am perfectly 
willing to give people the credit of being mistaken 
and honestly so, but L cannot for a moment hay 
this charitable view of the writer signing himeel 
“ Yair Play,” and from his ingenious way of perver&® 
ing the truth itis evident that he does know the 
trath and willfully misstates it. 

‘lhe Amorican Sooety of Naval Engineers has one 
object and only one, the dissemination of valuable 
iniormation in regard to marine engineering, naval 
architecture, and the allied subjects, aud to keep its 
members posted as to current progress in their pro« 
fession. itsarticies are strictly technical, and every- 
thing savoring of personality or that might have even 
@ slight tendency to make hard feeling ie rigidly ox- 
cluded. Even during the excitement of the Danforth 
court-martial notaline appeared to indicate tha? 
such a matter had ever occurred, and nothing will 
ever appear. 

The society had its origin in the desire of a num.

That it 
has filled a place is shown by the large number of 
prominent naval architects and marine engineers in 
oivil life who have joined the society, as: well as the 
leading men of our great metallurgical establish- 
ments. These genilemen take sulficient interest in 
the society and its journal to contribute articles tq 
ite pages, a8 can be seen at @ glance in almost any 
number, where gentlemen of such prominence ag 
Horace See, Stevenson ‘Taylor, I. Jackson Shaw, 
and HK. T. Dickinson have furnished information, 
Can it be imagined for a moment that such men 
would lend themselves to such » covert scheme ad 
that indicated by " Fair Play’! 

Ip conclusion, let me repeat that every word of 
“Fair Play’ which charges that the Society of 
Naval Engineers has any other aim than that which 
it claims on its face is absolutely false, and that, if 
he has any sense at all, he knew his words were 
false when he wrote them.

BROADWAY THE ONLY ‘ PRESENTABLE 
THOROUGHFARE—PLENTY OF MONEY

WHAT MR, BRENNAN 6SAY8. 


Whatever the appropriation, whatever the 
weather conditions, it cannot be denied(that 
the streets of New-Yerk are to-day in a far 
from satisfactory condition. One snowstorm 
followed another, true enough, and complicated 
matters for the Street Department, but the ene 
thing taxpayers look t» is gettingrid of the 
snow. They declare that money is no con- 
sideration so far as they are concerned, end 
they assert that enough has been set aside to 
warrant a better showing than was made yes- 
terday. 

It was pointed out yesterday that the only 
presentable thoroughfare in New-York City was. 
Broadway, cleaned only in part by the paid de- 
partment. Otherstreets and avenues running 
north and south were clogged and piled up high 
with snowbanks and snowdriftse, The cross 
streete were in a wretched condition and, bar- 
Ting those leading to the ferries, were a dis- 
grace to the. comm unity. 

In a tour made by a Nuw-YoOrK TImMes re-) 
porter there were few spots to be found where 
anything in praise was warranted, Business 
men and property owners in a number of 
places were prone to offer strenuous objections 
to the present condition of affaira. Said one of 
them to the reporter: 

* Commissioner Brennan is nottobe so much 
taxed and taken to fault asthe system. There 


je a screw loose somewhere. We appropriate 
money enough to have better results. Itis no 
excuse, in my way of thinking, to argue that 
this is something extraordinary. Nothing of 
the sort. With fickle weather as a factor there | 
is no telling what may happen any week of any 

tven Winter month Here we are with a con- 
Gition, nota theory, confronting us, and pre- 
sumably we were working against any possible 
condition.” 

Commissioner Brennan maintains that. he is 
doing the best he can under existing ciroum- 
stances. He said yesterday that he had been 
out until 3 a rd in the morning, directing his 
force to clear the city of snow and that satis- 
factory progress had nmade. Upon twoor 
three points with which THe New-YoRK TIMES 
readers have found fault he had a word to say, 
and first of all the matter of cart drivers dump- 
ing their loads of snow in side streets instead of 
going to the river front and unloading into the 
water. 

* We made four arrests last night,” said the 
Commissioner, “of drivers in our employ who 
were ‘ sojering,’ and this is a pretty good show- 
ing, [consider. Itisthe privilege of any cit- 
izen to have any man caught dumping snow in 
his street arrested. I wish there would be more 
arrests. No one is more anxious than myseif 
to have the work well done and thoroughly 
done.”’ 

“ Why not introduce the cheok system?” was 
asked. “ Why not require the Inspectors to see 
that the carts are loaded, and have some 6ys- 
tem in checking them off at the dumps? Give 
them so much a load and have the goods deliv- 
ered for the pay.” ; 

Mr. Brennan said the Superintendent could 
better answer these questions, and Superintend- 
oe with rather an air of dubiousness, 
said: 

“ Well, some years ago we tried the check sys- 
tem, and we found there was more ‘loafing’ 
than under any plan. It was a question of get- 
ting the snow away, and these fellows simply 
took it off by the spoonful. It would require an 
Inepector for every cart to insure what we 
sought, and many Inspectors all along 
the river front to check off. As it is 
how, our object is to get rid of the 
snow, und [ think the job-work idea im- 
mg unless we had a set piace for ne: 

a. We fill up the carts and we try to have the 
snow put out of the way. In my experience any 
attempt at the check system works more to dis- 
aivantageously than the present pay by the 
pervice.” 

“ Yes,” said Commissioner Brennan, “ we 
have removed thousands of loads of snow, and 
I doubt whether more than thirty have been 
dumped into streets on the way to the river.” 

The Commissioner and his big corps in office 
and ont have their way of thinking, and in the 
meantime the streets are not cleared in a way 
that is satisfactory. 

About the garbage, the head of the depart- 
ment admitted that he was “ paralyzed” yes- 
terday. He had no means of getting it away 
from the city, and there he stood. In the streets 
of the east side, particularly in the tenement 
district, it accumulated at a rapid rate, and 
there was seemingly no outlet. Many tenement 
dwellers, rather than venture into the cold, 
dumped their refuse into cans and barrels about 
halie and entries or threw it outof the windows. 
Ash barrels were buried deep in snowbanks, and 
there was no use of clearing them out Two 
scows at Rutgers Slip and Stanton Street were 
tilled with refuse, but they cut a small figure in 
relieving the east side. 

The garbage question over town was serious, 
and the offal piled up at an astonishing rate. 
Commissioner Brennan said he would hail any 
plan to rid the town of garbage that might be 
devised. He would favor cremation were it 
‘the best, Dut to his mind the city shouldnot un- 
dertake this process of disposing of refuse 
until it was shown te be the best possible. His 
idea was that to make more islands was the 
better plam: Yet he admitted that with such a 
spell of weather this was not any great relief. 

“Something must be done,” said the Superin- 
tendent, “‘ and quiekly, too. Theidea of burn- 
ing the garbage is well enough, if practicable, 
butI see no way under existing difficulties of 
disposing of garbage. Haulit beyond the Har- 
lem and you would get about three loads a day 
out of two teams.”

HELP FOR MR. BRENNAN. 


THE DOCK DEPARTMENT. CALLED: ON 
BY THE MAYOR TO DO SOMETHING. 


An important conference was held in the 
Mayor’s office yesterday afternoon between 
Mayor Gilroy, Commissioner Phelan of the 
Dock Department, and Commissioner Brennan 
of the Street-Cleaning Department. The object 
of the conference was to ascertain if there was 
notsome way in which assistance could be 
rendered to Mr. Brennan so that he could dis- 
pose of the street sweepings, garbage, ashes, 
and other city refuse without being continually 
blocked by the difficulty of getting scows outto 
sea or to Hart’s Island, owing to the bad 
‘weather, ice in the elips, dc. 

“ His hands are tied now,” said Mr. Gilroy. 
“Itis almost absolutely impossible for him to 
do anything. Something must be done to assist 
him.” 


Mr. Gilroy is of the opinion that the Dook De- 
partment can now give valuable aid tothe 
Street-Cleaning Department. 

The Dock Department now receivas some rev- 
enue from contractors who are permitted tq 
dump cellar dirt and the dirt from excavations 
along the river front, where land is being made 
for the city.sThe Mayor believes thatthe Street- 
Cleaning Department should be permitted to 
dump ite ashes and sweepings in these places. 
The garbage would be disinfected, he said, and 
would do no damage—certainly no more than 
cellar dirt, 

The Mayor believes that it is vastly more im- 
portant for the city that the Street-Cleaning 
Department should be allowed to dump in these 
places than thatthe Dock Department should 
receive the revenues from the contractors, who 
pay for the privilege of dumping. 

No definite action was taken yesterday, but it 
is probable that there will be action taken to- 
day. The Mayor hag called the Dock Depart- 
ment to the assistance of the Street-Cleaning 
Department, and he means business.

There was alarge attendance at yeaterday’s 
“hearing before the Rapid-Transit Commission- 
ere. All of the Commissioners were present. 
John Schuyler, whose plan for a depressed road 
between the blocks has been set forth in THD 
NeW-YORK TiMEs, explained his plan and said 
that he had no favors to ask of the commission. 
He simply submitted his planus for the informa- 
tion of the Commissioners, | 

Mr. Steinway said that the plan was imprac- 
“tioable because it provided only for a two-track 
road. Mr. Schuyler answered that a four-track 
road could be bullt quite as we)l under his plans, 
which he left with the commiasicn. 

B. F. Romaine, Secretary of the committee 
appointed at the Real Estate Exchange, made a 


statement, as an individual property holder, 
bearing on the question of granting further 
privileges to the elevated ralire He said 
that abutting property owners had no remedy, 
under the decision of the Ceurt of Appeals, for 
the damage to property caused by the nolae of 
the clevated railroads. Noise could not be taken 
into consideration as an element for damage 
award. Oontinuing, he said: 

“Let me call your attention, as was done 
last week by the committee of real estate 
owners, to the millions of water (so called) 
in the Manhattan Kailway Company stook, 
‘and to the fact’ that the present price of 
that security is over 150, and that its support- 
ers are maintaining that it will reach 2 in a 
sherttime. Such a corporation should be com- 
pelled by your commiesion to adopt and there- 
after maintain the best of the noise-lessening 
appliances that the engineering talent at the 
a of your commission is able to recom- 
mend.” ; 

Mr. Romaine argued that to do away ina 
mexsure with the noise a oushioning principle, 
acting as an insulating material between the 
rails, should be required. There should further 
be required a mechanism which would mate- 
rially lessen the noise of escaping steam and 
the puffing inoident to the starting and running 
of trains, or a complete change of motive power, 
if found expedient. 

‘There should further be required,” said Mr. 
Romaine, “‘ the use of acar wheel, such as is 
now in practical operation on some steam sur- 
face railroads, with a section of rubber between 
the tire and centre, thereby decreasing the 
noise and increasing the life of the wheel very 
materially, and the substitution of a noiseless 
brake for the present appliances. which give 
forth an unearthly squeak just before a full stop 
is reached by trains. ” 

James J. Daly of the Central Labor Union ad- 
dressed the commission, protesting against any 
further effort to sell the underground franchise 
or the granting of any further privileges to the 
elevated railroad. He said that the olty should 
build the road. An underground system of 
rapid transit was needed, he said, so that the 

oor men who had to work in the oity might 
ive somewhere else save in the tenement 
houses. Charles B. Stover and Edward King, 
representing the Chadwick Oivic Club, spoke in 
the same vein. 

Lawson N. Fuller turned up as usual and 
made his usual speech for the elevated roads. 

W. H. Morrell. who has represented a x.ood 
many things in his day, said he was now repre- 
senting the syndicate whica was building ele- 
vated railroads in Chicago. That syndicate had 
$30,000,000 that it was ready to invest in put- 
ting an extensive elevated railroad system in 
New-York, and would pay $100,000 for the 
franchise. Nobody said anything when Mr. 
Morrell sat down. 

The Commiesioners then went into private 
session. They will hold their next public meet- 
ing on Tuesday.

LETTER CARRIER WILLIAM J. 
OF THIS CITY ARRESTED. 


A pedestrian along’ Ridge Road, in the an- 
nexed district, a few days ago noticed an en- 
velope on @® snow bank addressed to Koch «& 
Co., 132 West One Hundred and Twenty-fifth 
Street. On examining it he found it contained 
seme postage stamps, for which a small article 


was desired sent to a Western town. The en- 
velope was given to Koch « Co., and by them 
sent to the Post Office Inspectors. 

It was a clue that the inspectors had been 
wishing for. Numerous therts of letters had 
been reported from Station J,in One Uundred 
and Twenty-tifth Street, during the ali. Kooh 
& Co. had had mail matter containing over $600 
stolen, or, at least, uever delivered. Since last 
September Post Oilice detectives had been 
watching the employes in the station. When 
two letter carriers were suspended, the rifling 
of letters stopped for a time, vut three weeks 
ago it started in again. 

On investigation the Post Office Inspectors 
found that william J. Loomis, a savatitute 
carrier of Station J, lived on One Hundred and 
Eighty-fourth Street, vear Ridge Road.

MORE ROOM FOR BUSINESS 


‘NEW-ELM STREET TO PROVIDE 
FOR BROADWAY'S OVERFLOW. 


PROMISES OF LARGE BENEFITS TO PROP- 
ERTY NORTH OF CHAMBERS STREET 
—CHANGES THAT MAY BE EXPECTED 
IN NKIGHBORHOODS NOW SHUNXED 
—BROADWAY’s PUTORE. 


with the Elm Street improvement has excited 
widespread interest and a good deal of ourios- 
ity among propefty owners in the down-town 
section in regard to the area of assessment that 
should be determined upon to pay for the now 
thoroughfare. Property owners all agree that 
Elm Street, when widened, will develop the seo- 
tion of the olty through which it may pass, and 
work @ complete change in the oharacter of 
many of the streets, To the extent that this 
change may convert property. not now 
specially remunerative into business prop- 
erty yielding a good income, the im- 
provement will be a most welcome one. 
On the other hand, many of the owners 
hope that the authorities may be duly im- 
pressed with the general benefit to the entire 
city which will come from providing a new 
thoroughfare whose principal function must be 
to relieve the congestion of traffic on Broad- 
Way. On this account it is felt that the city 
should bear a good share of the expense of the 
improvement, and that.so far as it may prove 
atall burdensome great care should be exer- 
cisedin imposing assessments only upon the 
neighborhoods most likely to be benefited. 

The widening of Elm Street is expected to do 
much toward removing or completely changing 
neighborhoods which for years have been no 
credit to New-York. Experience in opening 
other streets in the down-town section enables 
owners of property to judge with fair accuracy 
what may be expected of the Elm Street widen- 
ing. The opening of Walker Street in 1852 from 
Centre Street to Canal, and thence to East 
Broadway, and the opening of Worth Street, 
in 1868, from Chatham Squ to Baxter Btreet, 
ohanged the churacter of One of the most ob- 
2 roe neighborhoods in that part of the 
city. 

The Worth Street opening ont through the 
heart of the Five Points,a neighborhood which 
at that time was notorious throughout this 
country as @ nest of crime and poverty. When 
it was decided to open Worth Street the plans 

rovided for the removal of buildings and for 
etting fresh air and light through a section 
that had formerly known little of entrances 
or exits except dark and dangerous alleys. At 
that time there was no street extending cast of 
Broadway to the Bowery between Chambers 
Street and Canal. Pearl Street reached the 
Bowery from Broadway by auch a tortuous 
route, including the Five Points and old Chat- 
ham Street, then a kindred neighborhood, that 
it was hardly to bo counted as a thoroughfare. 
The new street provided a way for traflic and 
also converted into a wholesome neighborhood 
what for years had been a standing nuisance 
and disgrace. 

Conditions since then have changed a good 
deal, but Elm Street is yet a narrow way, and 
owners of property, looking upon the improve- 
ments in street openings which have beeu made 
and judging of what will be from what has been, 
are fully satisfied that the improvement will 
be a good one for property by providing an at- 
tractive thoroughiare which will be inviting to 
business, and by enabling the overflow of busi- 
ness in the down-town section to find lodgment 
in convenient quarters. 

It is felt that thereis no question that the 
streets crossing kim Street from Chambers 
Street northward will become attractive for 
business. Elim Street itself will be a busy thor- 
oughfare from the start, and trade will natural- 
ly gravitate there. As the improvement moves 
northward into Lafayette Place other neighbor- 
hoods not how specially productive in revenue, 
and not altogether creditable to the city other- 
wise, will also become available for business. 

Property owners aud business men alike Jook 
fora development of property in the streets 
east of Broadway similar to that which has 
taken place in the streets west of Broadway, 
especially in the neighborhoods branching olf 
from Bleecker Street. Men do not need to carry 
their memories back very far to the time when 


unpromising for business as is the section 
east of that thoroughfare. Good judges 
of property who calculated on i the 
chances of an overflow of business from 
Broadway some years ago invested their money 
on the prospect that the streets to the eastward 
would be changed into business streets first. 
There has been a movement in this direction 
for some years, butit never had very strong 
impetus and never commanded the attention 
that was drawn to the new business section 
west of Broadway when that section bean its 
sudden development. 

There seems now to be no difference of opin- 
ion as to the development in the streets east of 
Broadway after the Elm Street improvement. 
Nothing west of Broadway can compare with 
the new street if the improvement shall be 
made upon the plans now announced. There- 
fore, there can be little difference of opinion in 
regard tothe section of the city to be ohiefly 
benefited by this improvement. 

{tis generally conceded that benefits will ac- 
crue almost eatirely to the section north of 
Chambers Street. and that there will be few 
benefits, if any, to property south of Chambers 
Street. Itis hardly conceivable how any prop- 
erty south of Chambers Street can be increased 
in value or oan earn larger rentals than at pres- 
ent by the Klm Street improvement. Even the 
current of travel moving southward through 
the new Elm Street will not benefit any 

roperty as far south as the City 

all. On leaving Elm Street traffic in- 
tended for points further down town would nat- 
urally pass through Chambers Street, which is 
a wide thoroughfare, and another stream would 
cross over to the roadway to the Brooklyn 
Bridge. No store or no office below the bridge 
could possibly expect mure trade and no land- 
lord could hope for a larger rent because of this 
improvement. 

It is the opinion of many property owners, 
indeed, that if there were an increase of trattic 
through Park Row it would be to the disadvan- 
tage of property rathér than to its benefit The 
character of Vark Row is pretty well fixed. 
There is no sign now that it will ever be used 
except for newspaper purposes and for offices. 
Streets in which there is heavy tratiic b¥ trucks 
are avoided rather than sought by persons who 
hire offices, and if Park Row under any ciroum- 
atances should become a thoroughfare for heavy 
trucking the owners would feel that it was a 
detriment to them and in no sense a help. 

The streets which cross Elm Street, on the 
other hand, will be very greatly benefited by 
the improvement. Business bas already made 
some encroachments in those streets for a short 
distance off Broadway. There is alwaysa de- 
mand for more room in that section, however, 
and it can be furnished by this means. The dry 
goods district was established in its present 
quarters by reason of street opening improve- 
ments. Itiscertainly as extensive a business 
now asitever was, and with the growth of the 
city has come a growth of business interests 
that already crowds the dry goods district into 
the smallest possible compass. If the area now 
occupied by the dry goods trade could be en- 
larged every one would feel greatly relieved, 

In view of the invasion of business into streets 
oft Broad way signs are already apparentto many 
owners that the wholessle trades generally will 
be better vontent in a few years in streets off 
Broadway than immediately upon that thor- 
oughfare. ‘the ivtroduction of horse cars of 
Broadway has already worked many chunges 
there. When Lroadway was to be traveled 
only on foot or in omnibuses it was oc- 
cupied almost wholly by wholesale houses. 
The horse car has changed that very much 
by making it a more populous thoreugh- 
iare than ever before, and by Inducing small 
tradesinen to take Btores there. Certain blocks 
of Broadway that were monopolized formerly 
by wholesale houses have now been turned 
over aimost entirely to retailers. Whenever a 
wholesale building is vacate: it is takenin hand 
by a retailer or is converted to the purposes of 
pinall trade otherwise, 

“he wholesaiec houses are learning that a 
Broadway uvame is not indispensabie to success. 
‘hose who have gone into the swalier side 
streets have found that they held their trade, 
and were vot oblived to pay anything like as 
large rents as on Broadway. Atthe same time 
there are few vacant buildings on Broadway. 
This would seem to ahow that the demand for 
Broadway property at high rents still continues, 
nnd thatretailers are abie to pay these rents 
avd todo a presperous business by reason of 
tho improved tacilities allorded the public for 
traveling up avd down that thoreughtare, 

As the encroachments of the retail trades 
continue, the wholesale houses must gradually 
move away. Piaces in abandance will be pro- 
vided for them in the new streets to be made 
more accessible by the widening of Elin street, 
andif 2:0adwWay is to pasa tu the retailers, val- 
ves there will improve as heavy trucking de- 
creases. For this reason itis felt that the new 
street will greatly benefit broadway property. 

No oue attempts yet to predict what the fut- 
ure Elm Street willbe, itis very confidentiy 
believed that the side streets will become better 

reperty and wil be occupied by business until 

ie entire down-town section bounded on the 
east by the Bowery and covering practically 
everything between Broadway avd the bowery 
will be monopolized by business as 2 direct re- 
sult of the improvement, 

There is some speculation as to the effect of 
the improvement on Lafayette Place property. 
Very little activity has appeared in reai estate 
transactions in Lafayette lace. Since the Eim 
Street improvement was decided upon, how- 
ever, rea! estate investors and tradesmen who 
like to look well ahead have been paying some 
attention to Lafayette Place. Suchcomment a8 
is heard among business men is to the etect 
that Lafayette Place is likely to be occupied 
by the clothing trade. This trade is not as 
well centred as it should be, but seems of late

Incidentally there is a good deal of interest 
manifested in the probable action of the 
Trustees of the Astor Library when this im- 

rovement 6 completed. When the Astor 
Library wae built the upper part of Lafayette 
Place was very convenient to publishing 
houses and the quarters of the city ocoupied by 
students. It was intended asa reference libra- 
ry, and a busy street filled with trucks and oc- 
oupied by the noise of trade is the last place in 
the world that should be ohosen for a library of 
that kind. The location of a circulating li- 
prary like the Mercantile Livprary is not a mat- 
ter of great importance, but the idea in estab- 
lishing @ reference libr is to locate it in 
some quiet neighborhood where students may 
conveniently go and where they will be certain 
of the seclusion they seex. If the clothing 
trade, wholesale and retail, should concentrate 
iteelf in Lafayette Place, and spectacied stu- 
dents should tind it necessary to climb over dry 
goods boxes in order to reach their library, 
the usefulness of the Astor Library, it is 
felt, would beseriousiy impaired. The Trustees 
of this property have in their contre] other pos- 
sessions that represent far less value then will 
be represented in Lafayette Piace if it should 
come in demand as a business thorouchfare. 
Already seme little talk is heard of conferences 
to consider this matter of location, and to de- 
cide whether it may not be well for the Trustees 
to begin to provide for a new site. 

Is has been the habitof the Com missioners 
who have fixed damages and benefits and the 
area of benefits to lay out avery large area in 
the beginning, and it has beea almost uniform- 
ly the habit ef the courts or of the authorities 
either to cut down this area or to lighten the 
burdens upon property owners. The College 
Place improvement turnishes a case in point. 
The Commissioners who tixed the benefits and 
damages for this improvement decided upon an 
area that extended from Canal Street to the Bat- 
tery and inoluded property on both sides of 
Broadway. Broadway owners protested strong- 
ly against paying heavy assessments for this 
improvement, and they made such a good case 
for themselves that it was finally decided that 
one-half the cost of the inprovement should be 
borne by the city instead of one-third, as had 
been previously planned. 

The report of the Commissioners upon the 
Coliege Place improvement has not yet been 
submitted to the court. Whenever that may 
happen property owners will have furthor op- 

ortunity to be heard, and those who are on 
Broadway, feeling that they are to be taxed 
unjustly and believing that they can make a 
good case before the court, will appear and 
tight for a still further reduction of the assess- 
ments proposed against their property. 

This improvement will cost something over 
$1,500,000. As the city is to pay one-half of it, 
the assessment upon property owners will not 
be so heavy as Owners have had to meet for im- 
provement in other sections of the city. The 
contention of Broadway owners is that they are 
not specially beneltited by the College Place 
widening, anf thatif they are to be assessed at 
all, the minimum of burdens should be imposed 
upon them. They will make a fight on this 
basis, and the determination of the issue which 
they raise may well be watched with interest by 
owners who think they may have to contribute 
to the Elm Street improvement 

Down-town property has had to pay ita full 
share for improved streets. The first general 
assessment against it was levied as far back us 
1805, when Canal Street was opened. Since 
then there has been still another assessment, 
which was laid in April, 1854, for extending 
and widening Canal Street, and for extending 
Walker street. The area of property that con- 
tributed to this improvement reached from 
river to river and from Chambers Street to 
Gouverneur. The improvement cost $549,119. 
Opening Worth Street and relieving the city of 
the horrors of the Five Points involved an ares 
of assessment bounded by Duane, Pearl, and 
Roosevelt Streets on the south, by Franklin, 
White, and Canal Streets on the north, and ex- 
tending from river toriver. This improvement 
cost $356,351. 

In 1857 Chambers Street was widened from 
Chatham Street to James Street, forming what 
is now known as New Chambers Street. The 
area of assessment for this improvement wan 
vounded by Vesey, Ann, atd Beekman Streets 
ov the south, by Harrison, Worth, and Catha- 
rine Streets on the north, and from river to 
river. It cost $609,895. Church Street from 
Fulton Street to Morris Street was widened in 
1867. It eost $2,707,152, and the area of assess- 
ment for the improvement extended as far 
as Fourteenth Street, with the Bowery 
as the eastern boundary. In 1870 Park 
Piace, which had formerly been Robinson 
Street, was widened from Broadway to the 
North River, the special improvement covering 
from College to West Streets. This cost $357,- 
856, and the area of assessment was bounded 
by the west side of Broadway at Rector Street, 
up Broadway to Reade Street, across tc “Tudson 
Street, and up to Canal Street, and to the North 
River. 

When Broadway was straightened and opened 
from Tairty-fourth Street to Fifty-ninth Street, 
this improvement having been confirmed July 
5, 1872, the area of assessment extended as far 
south as Astor Place, and included the weat 
side of the city to Ninth Avenue, aa far north 
as Sixty-ninth Btreet. This assessment amount- 
ed to $2,564,683. 

The Boulevard or public drive on the west 
side from Fifty-ninth Street to One Hundred 
and Fifty-fifth Street involved an areaof as- 
sessment in 1868 starting at Forty-second 
Street and Seventh Avenue, westwari to the 
river, extending to Tenth Avenue, and thon, 
having Kighth Avenue as its eastern boundary. 
from Fifty-sixth Street, and takingin all of 
the west side from that point to One Hundred 
and Fifty-ninth Street. It cost $1,727,218. 

The Riverside improvements and construction 
involved an assessment of $3,104,479, and the 
area of assessment included all of the city west 
of Eighth Avenue from Forty-second Street to 
One Hundred and Fifty-fifth street. This 
amount of assessment was resisted by property 
owners, who fought it in every possible way 
and left it unsettled until interest charges at 6 
per cent. amounted to ‘more than the principal 
of the assessment. The fightof the Riverside 
owners has excited more attention than any 
other fight against assessments in this city. 
They issued pamphlets in regard to it 
and organized property owners’ associations to 
resistit. The differences between the property 
owners and the authorities operated to tic up 
Riverside property so that there was practically 
no market for it for years. It is only lately that 
a settlement has been reached by which the 
city assumes one-half of the assessment and 
excessive interest is thrown off. 

This fight taught property owners in all parts 
of the vity a good lesson. It defined pretty well 


‘the strength of both sidesin any similar con- 


troversy, and the attitude of the city at the set- 
tlement was regarded by property owners as an 
implied recognition of the fact that the River- 
side Drive was a great public improvement, of 
benefit to the general public, and not specially 
beneticial to owners of property. and that an 
improvement of this kind should be provided 
for liberally by the city itself. 

The proceeding in regard to such improve- 
ment as is now contemplated in Elm Street will 
be for a court of record to appoint Commisson- 
ers to fix damages and benefits and the area of 
assessment. These Commissioners will bear 
property owners and prepare maps of the area 
of assessment for publio inspection. Then a 
final report will be prepared for the court, and 
the Commissioners and property owners may 
appear before the court for a settlement of ali 
differences between them.

HOT SHOT FOR MR. CONLIN

SUBJECT; OF A LETTER FROM MB. 
BYRNES T0-THE POLICE BOARD. 


CHARGES MADE OF INEFFICIENCY AND 
WORSE — INSPECTORS WILLIAMS, 
M’AVOY, AND THREE CAPTAINS TO 
BB TRIED MONDAY — FAILED TO 
CLOSE UP GAMBLERS. 


Inspector P, V. Conlin of the Third Inspection 
District got a volley of hot shot yesterday after- 
noon from Superintendent Byrnes that he will 
not forget for many a day. 

It came at the meeting of the Police Commis- 
siouers, at which, indeed, a good deal was ex- 
pected to happen. The big white building 
in Mulberry Street had been agog ever since 
early morning yesterday with rumors and ru- 
mors of rumors, with suppositions and sur- 
mises, all apringing out of the vharges preferred 
by the Superintendent against Inspeotors Will- 
jams and MoAvoy and Capts. Weatervelt, 
Stephenson, and Doherty. 

Towering Capt. Doherty and stolid-looking In- 
spector McAvoy had each been seen to enter 
President Martin’s private office, and after some 
conference with that gentieman, the nature of 
which they would not reveal, to emerge appar- 
ently notovercheered by theinterview. Presi- 
dent Martin in his turn had called on Superin- 
tendent Byrnes and had along chat with him, 


using emphatic gestures that could be seen 
from right across the street. 

Altogether these about headquarters thoucht 
they were rightin assuming that there would 
be a little excitement at the meeting of the 
board. 

After the usual routine business had been dis- 
posed of, President Martin read the following 
communication from the Superintendent to Mr. 
MoClave and Mr. Sheehan, Mr. MacLean being 
absent: 

To the Police Board: 

GENTLEMEN: I respeotfully report that the uni. 
form enforcement of law in and that the discipline 
= =e torce of the Third Inspection District are very 

ow. 

I have repeatedly called the attention of Inspector 
Conlin, who is commanding that district, to the vio- 
lations of law occurring therein, and it was not until 
he ascertained that the work of putting a stop to 
these violations was undertaken by mea of this otfice 
under my direction that he took any decided action 
to abate thom. 

When the otticers from these headquarters visited 
certain places in his district, they found that certain 
paraphernalia which had buta snort time prior to 
their visit been used in violation of law had been re- 
moved, and consequently, in the absence of such evi- 
dence, | cannot make & complaint against him for 
mogiees of duty as regards these particular viola- 

ons. 

I have visited the Third Inspection District at 
various times of the night, and have fonnd the dis- 
cipline of the force very lax. This is entirely owing 
to the indifference of Inspector Conlin, who is in 
charge of the district. 

1 have found on investigation that his visits toa 
number of the station honses of his district have 
been so few that he can have but little or no practi- 
cal knowledge of the workiugs of the same, and that 
emma po egy 4 such important matters as the condl- 
tion of the books, the sanitary conditions of the 
houses and prisons, aud the accommodations for the 
men attached thereto have virtually received no con- 
demnation whatever from him. 

There are four or five precinots in his district 
which he has visited but fuur or five times during 
the past six months. 

I respectfully ask that five Roundsmen be tempo- 
rarily assigned to this office toduty under my direo- 
tious in the Third District and in the precinots of the 
other districts, with a view of bringing the dis- 
Cipline of the force in such places up toa proper 
standard. THOMAs BYRNES, superintendent. 

The Police Board listened to this fore-and-aft 
raking of Mr. Conlin’s conduct with much at- 
tention. They gave the Superintendent the 
tive men he asked for and then resolved them- 
selves into executive session. Inspector Con- 
lin was sentfor, and after Mr. Byrnes’s com- 
munication had Deen read to him he was asked 
what he had to say for himself. He discoursed 
for some time on his own behalf, saying that he 
was doing his bestin his district, and that no 
man could do better than his best. 

The board, however, did not seem to ithink 
much of Mr. Conlin’s “ best,’’ and after much 
good advice sent him down to the Superintend- 
ent to talk matters over and to arrange for the 
better management of his district. Mr. Con- 
lin, after promising to lead a new life, came out 
of the board room and proceeded down stairs to 
interview the Superintendent. He had an anx- 
ious and weary luokin his eye that suggested 
that he did not much relish going from the fry- 
ingpan into the fire. 

Then the board took up the charges against 
the two Inspectors and the three Captains and 
approved them. The charges were then sent to 
the Complaint Clerk, and the trials were set 
down for next Monday morning at 11 o'clock, 
when they will be continued uutil finished. All 
the officers are charged with neglect of duty 
under kKule 414 of the Police Department. 

Inspector Williams is charged with neglect of 
duty in failing to suppress a gambling house on 
Jan. 9 at 148 East Fourteenth Street and on 
Jan. 5 at 297 Bowery. 

Inspector McAvoy is charged with falling to 
suppress, on Jan. 5, three gainbling houses—at 
10 Murray Street, 12 Park Place, and 18 Dey 
Street—and also in failing to suppress an opium 
joint in 244 West Sixteenth Street. 

Capt. Westervelt is charged with being dere- 
lict in bia duty in suppressing the same opium 
joint in West sixteenth Street. 

Capt. Stephenson is charged with failing to 
suppress the gambling houses at 10 Murray 
Street, 12 Park Place, and 18 Dey Street, and 
Capt. Doherty with failing to suppress the gam- 
bling establishments at 297 Bowery and 148 
East Fourteenth Street. 

None of those implicated was inclined to be 
communicative yesterday. Inspegtor Williams 
carried himself as jauntily as ever, but kept 
his mouth closed tighter than a clam, Capt. 
Doherty, however, stated that he would be able 
to prove that the gambling place in Fourteenth 
Street which the Central Olfice men ‘ scooped 
in’’ on Monday night was but a “ snap ” aflair, 
as he expressed it, meant only to exist for a 
week or 80, and opened but a day when the 
Superintendent's men nipped it in the bud. 

The Superintendent hardly seems to take 
much stock in Capt. Doherty’s defense. When 
asked if he knew how short a life the gambling 
hell bad in the Captain’s precinct before it was 
raided, he said: 

“J don’t know anything about it; Doherty 
had better keep ali that for his defense on 
Monday.” 

Meantime there is much discussion as to the 
reason of this sudden onslaught. Sometalk of 
politics, and others of Parkhurst, while some 
say that the idea is to pave the way to the Chief 
Inspectorship for Inspector McLaughlin, who 
is alleged to be a man after Mr. Byrnes’s own 
heart. The majority, however, are content with 
the simple explanation, “‘ Byrnes wants toshow 
he’s Doss here.”’

RESIGNATION OF TRBASURER STORM— 
MR. CROSS’S SUIT FOR DEBTS. 


The suit of George Vanderbilt Cross against 
the Manhattan Athletic Ciub was before Judge 
Barrett in Supreme Court, Chambers, yesterday 
morning, on a motion, but was adjourned until 
Monday for a hearing. 

The meeting of the Board of Governors and 
mombers on Thursday evening resulted in the 
resignation of Walton Storm, the Treasurer, and 
some warm words between President George 
W. Carr and William W. Bryan, who is repre- 
senting Mr, Cross in the suit, 

Mr. Bryan was at the meeting, and Mr. Carr 
took the occasion to denounce him in the pres- 
ence of other members. Mr. Bryan retorted, 
and fer a few minutes there was every indica- 
tion of alively time. Mr. Carr said that Mr. 
Bryan was the author of the club’s financial 
troubles. Mr. Bryan responded that he blamed 


the present officers of the club, and that he 
would rather see the organization in the hands 
of the #heritl, who would furaish bonds and 
who would deal in @ business manner with cred- 
itors, than under the present administration. 

Mr. storm in the meantime had come into 
the oclubiaouse and left a letter tor President 
Carr containing his resignation, and had then 
departed on the night train for Albany. Mr. 
Carr knew that the resignation had been writ- 
ten, but he did not go to his letter bex to get 
the letter in which it had been placed, and he 
therefore failed tu read it to the club. 

The tecling between Mr. Bryan and President 
Carr has its foundation in the suit prought vy 
George Vanderbilt Crosse, who has employed 
Mr. bryan as his attorney, against the Presi- 
dent ot the Manhattan Club, U. UC. Hughes, the 
Secretary; Walton Storm, iresasurer, and Ku- 
zene lk. Hoyt, Vice President, on two notes for 
the sums of $12,420 and $3,0UU respectively. 
There are four suits altogetier, becuuse J. H. 
Campbeil, one of the Buard of Directors, is in- 
doraer on one of the notes, and a suit is also 
brought against the olflicers of the club and the 
entire board of Direvtors. 

tor some time Mr. Bryan has been urging the 
resignation of Mr. Storm. He demanded ita 
few weeks ago. Mr. Bryan said yesterday that 
Storm’s accounts were a perfect muss of 
figures. The methods of dolug business at the 
Manhattan Athletic Club were remarkable. 
Instead of paying a proportion of their debts, 
at the rate of so much on the dollar, the club 
paid amounts in full to the first comer, thus 
leaving other bills entirely uusettled. 

Mr. storm, be said, had a tanoy for giving 
notes, and he would give » note although he had 
the ready cash to pay a bill with at the time. 

The restaurant, Mr. Bryan said, was run on 
the most extravagant scale, and the prices 
asked for viands were something unparalleled. 

According to Mr. Bryan, when Mr. Cross 
found that other creditors were being paid in 
full, and others again were getting uothing 
whatever, he thought thatit was time to try 
and obtain what waé owing to him, and he in- 
structed Mr. Bryan to stepin with a lawsuit. 
Mr. Bryan thinks that with the immense in- 
come of the club it could be made a very paying 
property, if properly managed. 

Aun otter, he says, has been made to the man- 
agement by five men, who are willing to pay 
$050,0UVU per annum and to assume the running 
of the club themselves on a hotel-syndicate 
Plan. 

Mr. Carr would say nothing about the trouble 
yesterday, and other olfticers are equally silent. 





DOWN ON THE WHISKY TRUST. 


A MOVEMENT TO BAR ITS SECURITIES 
OUT OF THE STOCK EXCHANGE, 


Led by Manhattan Consolidated, which, 
ou the report of a ten-million stock issue 
at par, gained 7 points, the stock market 
boomed yesterday. The transactions on the 
Stock Exchange ran up to about 613,000 shares, 
316,000 of them representing railroad seouri- 
ties and 297,000 “* industrials.” 

With one exception all the active stocks were 
strong. The exception was furnished by the 
Distilling and Cattle Feeding Company, other- 
wise the Whisky Trust, whose _ certificates 
dropped 3% points. They closed on Thursday at 
6144. The opening yesterday was 60 ‘3, and the 
last and lowest figure for the day was 58. 

There are a good many persons in Wall Street 
who are not in love with the Whisky Trust wan- 
agement, and some of them have a plan to peti- 
tion the Governing Committees of the stock Ex- 
change to strike ita shares from the list. The 
petition has been drawn up, and copies of it 
were shown yesterday, although the backers 
of the movement kept out of sight. 

Many reasons are advanced for striking off the 
trust certiticates. It is alleged that the stock 
was listed without sufiicient examination by 
the authorities of the Exchange into the com- 
pany’s atfairs; that fifty ont of the ninety dis- 
ulleries in the trust were of little value and 
were dismantied; that the present’ distillery 
capacity of the trust could be duplicated for 
less than $2,000,000, and thas $2,000,000 more 
would be a liberal estimate for the 
needed working capital; that the rest 
of the $35,000,000 capitalization of the 
trust is water; that the greater part 
of the output is a white or 
“ready use” product used for compounding 
liquors by the aid of chemicals; that the rebate 
syatem followed in the sale of goods involves a 
violation of law; that the revenue suffers by 
imitations of foreign brands of liquors, and 
that the trust has no “ identity with the legiti- 
mate whisky business of this country.” 

‘The certificates were listed in 1489. The Goy- 
erning Committee will hold a meeting a week 
from next Wednesday.

STREET OPENING BOARD. 


—_—@———— 
ON MATTERS OF INTRREST TO 
THE ANNEXED DISTRICT. 


The Board of Street Opening and Improvement 
met yesterday. Mayor Gilroy announced that 
hereafter he wanted the board to meet once a 
week. He said it was one of the niost important 
boards in the City Government and ought to hold 
more meetings thanit had beenin the habit of 
holding. 

Some years ago, after the annexed district 
became part of New-York, residents of that 
section of the city got the Legislature to 


pass a dill providing that when streets of more 
than a mile in length were opened, haif the ex- 
pense should fall upon the city. The Board of 
street Opening and Improvement has in conse- 
quenoe of this Jaw turned a deat eur, as a rule, 
to those who wanted streets over a mile in 
length opened, and such streets have only been 
opened in one or twu cases. 

The law has operated against the interests of 
the I'wenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards. 

Yesterday Commissioner Louis J. Heintz of 
this district offerea a resolution instructing the 
Corporation Counsel to take steps to nave the 
law repealed, so that hereafter when streets of 
any length are opeued the whole cost shall be 
paid by the property owners. Vhisis the rule 
in the cases of short streets now opened. The 
resolution was adopted. 

The board decided to take up the Mulberry 
Bend Park matter at Its meeting next l'riday. 
Some of the property owners in the vicinity of 
the proposed park want to go before the board 
and ask that the assessinents be reduced or that 
the area of assessments be extended. Under 
the present arrangement the olty isto pay 70 
per cent. of the cost of improvement and the 
property owners 30 per cent. Some of the prop- 
erty owners want the city to pay the whole 
cost of the improvement. 

The Beard of Street Opening formally began 
proceedings to open about thirty-five short 
streets in the annexed district. They are mostly 
streets that are now in uss, but have never been 
legally opened.

NICABAGUA CANAL BENEFITS. 


—_— 
SENATOR MORGAN’S PLAN TO SHOW 
THE WORK’s ADVANTAGES. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 13.—-Mr. Morgen (Dem., 
Ala.,) to-day introduced im the Senate the fol- 
lowing resolution, which went ever without ac- 
sien until te-morrow, when Mr. Morgan will ad- 


dress the Senate on the subject: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Commerce is in 
tracted to inquire and report to the Senate the ad- 
gentaces, if any, that will acerne to the prodpotions, 
industries, coastwise and ~~ commesce, immi- 
Iration, and other interests of the United States by 
means of additional facilities of transportation and 
the reduction of the cost thereof that would be at- 
forded by the building of a ship oaaal to connect the 
waters of the Atlantic aud Pacific Oceans through 
Lake Nicaragua. 

For two years past the Committees on Foreign 
Relations has been investigating this subject, 


end the well-known friendship of Mr. Morgan 
ior the project led to expressions of surprise 
that he sheuld seek te transfer the inquiry from 
the committee of which he is s0 able a member 
to the Committee on Commeree. When asked 
abont it. the Senator said that the Committee 
on Forcign Relations had only leoked into the 
matter from a political standpoint and had con- 
sidered the relations of the project to efher 
Governments, together with the proposed cost 
of the work and the difficulties of engineering 
that presented themselves. The Committee on 
Commerce knew the commercial value of the 
canal better, he thought, than any other ¢eom- 
mittee, and it was forthe purpose of making the 
seope of the inquiry as wide as possible, and 
throwing as much jightas could be up the 
advantages of the Nicaragua Canal, that sug- 
gested an investigation in this direction. 

With such information before the American 
people, Mr. Morgan said, he could not see how 
any Wise man could puta stumbling bleok of 
any kind in the way of a project so fraught with 
vital importance to the people of this Nation. 


A DEEP WATERWAY DEMANDED. 


WoORrkK OF THE CONVENTION WHICH MET 
IN WASHINGTON YESTERDAY. 


WasenIncTon, Jan. 13.—At the morning ses- 
zien of the Deep Waterway Oonvention a plan 
of permanent organization to oarry forward the 
work of the convention was adopted. The 
working power of the convention is to be placed 
2 an Executive Committee of five, of which 
the President of the organization shall be 
ex-officio Chairman, and a Board of Control, 
composed, ex-officio, of the Presidenta of the 
organization in States and Territories.  Indi- 
viduals may become members on payment of 
an annual due of $2 and commercial bodies on 
payment of $25. Membership in annual con- 
ventions shall be limited to delegates from 
these, except that cities may each send five 
delegates without payment of fee. The Presi- 
dent of this convention shall appoint the Ex- 
ecutive Committee to arrange for the firat na- 
tional convention. 

A resolution was adopted that “every con- 
sideration of national security, national pros- 
perity, and national honer demands the con- 
atruction of « waterway, not less than 20 feet 
in depth, connecting the great lakes with the 
sea through American territory—a continuation 
of the deep-water channe) throughont the great 
lakes which has already been inaugurated.” 
Congress was asked to pass House Bill No. 283, 
which has already been favorably reported by 
the Committee on Kailroads and Canals, and 
which authorizes the Secretary of War to have 
made surveys, examinations, and estimates of 
coat of the various practicable routes for such 
waterway, with a view to determining the one 
which fs most advantageous. 

During the session, at varicus times, efforts 
were made to secure specific indorsemenis for 
the Hennepin Canal and the Ohio River and 
Lake Erie Canal. They all met more or less 
opposition, which aroused the indignation of 
the Pitteturg delegation, one of whom, Col. 
Pravo, Collector of the Port, retired from the 
hall. A resolution was adopted, in the nature 
of an olive branch, approving improvements of 
the waterways and canal connections from 
the Mississippi and Ohio Rivers to the great 
lakes, “whose importance will be so greatly 
increased when they shall be connected by a 
deep-water channel to the Atlantic Ocean.”’ 

During a recess the delegates repaired in a 
pody to the White House and were received by 
President l'arrison. At the closing an Execu- 
tive Commitiees was appointed, consisting of 
President iy and Secretary Thompson and 
Messrs. Groves of Duluth, seymour of Bault 
Ate. Marie, and Wheeler of Albany, N. Y.

the subject and especially what persons are con- 
nocted with the trust.

BUGGESTED LEGISLATION,

RAFT TOWING ON THE LAKES. 


AT THE FAIR. 


THE PLAN FORA BOARD TO SUGGEST A 
SAFER METHOD.

ITS PROPERTY HAS NOT BERN WASTED, 
SAY RECRIVRR AND KEFEREE. 


A letter from Courtland L. Parker, formerly 
one of the officers of the Open Board of Stook 
Brokers, was published in a morning paper yes- 
terday, complaining that the referee, ex-Judge 
Henry E. Howland, had unnecessarily delayed 
in the matter of the defunct Open Board of 
Stock Brokers.

In 1880 the Open Board of Stock Brokers, an 
association then doing business in the old Bost 
Otfice building in Nassau Street, was thrown 
into the hands of a receiver. The members of 
the association, which was not incorporated, had 
considerable bickering among themselves and 
several suits being brought before Judge West- 
brook in the Supreme Court, he appointed the 
present Surrogate, Rastus 8. Ransom, receiver. 
‘Phe title to the property owned by the associa- 
tion was not clear and more than a dozen 
claims were entered against the association in 
the Supreme Court. 

When Surrogate Ransom ran fer a political 
oflice J. K. O. Snerwood of 192 Broadway was 
appointed receiver and set himself fighting the 
numerous Claims that had been brought against 
the association, The last was settled abouta 
year ago. 

When ex-Judge Howland was seen by a NEw- 
York TIMES reporter yesterday he was dis- 
pleased that his name should have beon used in 
connection with the wasting away of the assets 
of the Open Board of Stock Brokers. 

“This money,’ he said, ‘has not been paid 
out by me, nor have I had anything to do with 
the giving of it. The claims were ordered to be 
paid by decisions from the Supreme Court at 
different times, and it was my business to deter- 
mine to whom the residue should be Se The 
miatter is nearly over now, and the balance of 
the money will be paid to the rightful owners in 
a shorttime.”’ 

John Sabine Smith, the counsel for Receiver 
Sherwood, said yesterday that there had been 
no mismanagement of the funds, nor had the 
fees been allowed to accumulate any more than 
could be helped. 

“The property,” said Mr. Smith, “has been 
invoived in litigation from the start, and we 
have tried hard to save the association’s money 
by fighting the claims. Tho value of the prop- 
erty that mr. Parker states was originally ziven 
into the receiver's hands is notcorrect. There 
were buta few hundred dollars and the prop- 
erty in Nassau Street. The property was mort 
gaged for $30,000, and there were several 
thousands of dollars due for taxes.” 

The property was afterward bought at auction 
by Louis Samuel, a real estate speculator.

Lawyer John M,. Bird, who represents Brown
